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WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING 


THE HULLADAY CLAIM AND THE 
FUNDING SILL. 

_A VOTE IN THE SENATE GIVING HOLLADAY 
$100,000—TruHE FUNDING BILL TO BE 
VOTED ON IN THE HOUSE TO-DAY— 
AMENDMENTS TO BE STRICKEN OUT. 


Wasnincton, Jan. 18.—The Senate dis- 


posed-of Ben Holladay’s case to-day by pass- 
ing a bill which allows him $100,000 in satis- 
faction of his claim. The attacks made yes- 
terday upon the claim by Mr. Beck and Mr. 
Plumb appear to have had some influence upon 
those who were open to conviction. Mr. Came- 
ron, of Wisconsin, who reported the bill from 
the committee, spoke at considerable length 
to-day in support of his position, and then 
the voting began. The amendment offered 
by Mr. Kernan, which would have sent 
Holladay to the Court of Claims, was defeated 
pya vote of 24to 23. The Republicans who 
voted for the amendment were Messrs. Bald- 
win, Edmunds, Morrill, and Plumb, and the 
Democrats who voted against it were Messrs. 
Lamar, McDonald, Vance, and Williams, The 
defeat of this amendment was followed by a 
motion made by Mr. Thurman to strike out 
the sum named in the bill, $526,789. This 
amendment was carried by a vote of 28 to 22. 
Upon this motion those who were in favor of 
the Kernan amendment were reinfarced by 
Messrs. Cockrell, Hill of Georgia, Lamar, 
Thurman, and Vance. Several who had 
defined their “positions in regard to the 
bill, including Messrs. Bayard, Garland, 
and Voorhees, were paired, The 
opponents of the claim pursued their advan- 
tage by endeavoring to cut down the sum to be 
paid as low as possible. Mr. Garland, a sup- 
porter of the original bill, moved that the sum 
should be $365,000, and this amendment was 
defeated by avote of 29 to19. Mr. Eaton 
tested the feeling of the Senate by proposing 
£260,900. This was lost by a vote of 26 to 22. 
Mr. Teller attempted to save as much as possi- 


ble for Holladay by an amendment fixing the 
sum at $150,000. But this was defeated by a 
vote of 28to 26. Mr. Cockrell, Chairman of 
the committee from which the bill had been 
reported, and an opponent of the claim, had 
moved an amendment fixing the sum at 
$100,000, and several Senators had de- 
cided to vote for that sum, but for no more. 
Ai last a vote was taken on this amendment, 
and it was adopted—32 to 19. Those who came 

ver on this amendment were Messrs. Call, 
Cockrell, Jonas, McMillan, Pendleton, Ran- 
doiph, Ransom, Vest, and Whyte. Messrs. 
Edmunds, Baldwins Morrill, and Plumb, of 
the Republicans, opposed the bill to the end. 
Mr. Edmunds then offered a substitute by 
which Holladay would be sent to the Court of 
Claims, but it was rejected, and the bill as 
amended was passed—33 to 19. 

It is the general opinion that no more will 
be heard of this claim at this session, for it-will 
be very difficult to pass the bill, even in its 
present condition, in the House. Those who 
defeated the original bill are elated. . This 
claim has attracted much attention because of 
the social influence brought to bear upon the 
Senate in its behalf. Mr. Holladay has for 
months been a favored guest in the cloak- 
rooms, and members of his family are regu- 
jar attendants in the galleries. Even among 
the employes in the Capitol there has beena 
universal sentiment in his favor. Mr. Plumb 
remarked yesterday that Holladay was the 
only unofficial and untitled man in the United 
States who was always to be found in the Sen- 
ate. Mr. Teller found it necessary to deny 
that he had ever put his feet under Mr. Holla- 
day’s table. Chapters might be written about 
this claim, the exposure of its absurdities 
which has been made by some Senators, and 
the apparently blind devotion with which 
others have supported it. After the bill had 
been passed, Mr. Saulsbury became an object 
of attention. The coast was clear, and soms 
had said that he would again try to get the 
Kellogg resolutions before the Senate. But 
Mr. Tn, of Georgia, had been conversing with 
him, and he sat motionless in his chair, mourn- 
fully pondering upon the stupidity of a Senate 
which would not follow his lead. It is ex- 

ected that the Senate to-morrow will consider 
the bill for the allotment of land in severalty 
to Indians. 

Tho House spent the entire day on the Re- 
funeing bill, completed it in Committee of the 
Whole, and reported it to the House for final 
action. The previous question was ordered on 
the bill and amendments, but owing to the 
lateness of the hour a vote was not reached. 
The effect of the previous question is to bring 
the bill before the House to-morrow as unfin- 
ished business, when a vote will be forced on 
final passage without further delay. Mr. Car- 
lisle’s substitute for the fifth section was adopted, 
although several unsuccessful attempts were 
made to amend it by striking out the 
two provisos. The bill as agreed to is printed 
in another place. The second proviso to the 
first section, which is the amendment proposed 
by Mr. Samford, of Alabama, and which re- 
quires all the gold and silver coin in the Treas- 
ury in excess of $50,000,000 to be paid out in 
redemption of the maturing bonds, will be 
struck out. This amendment was inserted by 
about 60 affirmative votes, the Republicans de- 
tlining to vote. Notice was given by Mr. 
Wood that he would demand a yea and 
aay vote on it when the bill came before the 
House. The vote on the passage of the bill 
as amended will probably be strictly partisan. 
The Greenbackers are opposed to any refund- 
Ing, and will probably vote against the pend- 
ing measure. While it is reasonably certain 
that the bill will be passed, the majority for it, 
should the Greenbackers vote solidly with the 
Republicans, will be small. The fate of the 
bill in the Senate, should it reach that body, 
is uneertain, The indications are that 
the Senate will make very’ material 
smendments to it, and that the rate of in- 
erest will be fixed at 31¢ per cent. if the time 
for redemption is maintained as fixed in the 
House bill, that is, redeemable after 1 year 
and payable 10 years from date of issue. 
Should the 3 per cent. rate be adhered to by 
the Senate, it is probable that the time for re- 
demption will be fixed at 10 or 15 years from 
the date of issue. 

By an act of the Legislature of Nevada, the 
age of that State,at the election held last 
‘all, were urged to give an expression of their 
opinion on the subject of Chinese immigration. 
Yhe result of the vote on this question showed 
i835 votes in favor of Chinese immigra- 
‘ion and over 17,000 against it. To-day, 
Vice-President Wheeler received a com- 
nunication from the Governor of Ne- 
rada, communicating these facts, which he re- 
guested should be laid before the Senate. 
The Governor states, in his communication, 
that the attention of the people of the State 
was directed to this question by an executive 
proclamation, and he believes that the result 
»%f the vote fairly exhibits the sentiment of 
ihe people. The communication was forward- 
x2 to the Senate with a view of securing a 
nore stringent regulation in reference to 
Chinese immigration than is provided in the 
treaty between the United States and China 
recently communicated to the Senate by the 
President. 

The bill for a reapportionment of the House 
of Representatives under the new census, 
which was introduced by Mr. Cox, is now 
hefore the Census Committee, of which he is 
Chairman. It provides for a°House of 301 
members. ‘This is probably the bill which will 
come before the House for consideration, for 
the minority representation provisions of Mr. 
Springer’s bill so handicap it that the commit- 
tee will hardly pay it any attention. The senti- 
ment of Congress in regard to reapportionment 
has notas yet become decided in any direc- 
tion. The Refunding bill has absorbed the 
activity of prominent members, and many of 
the Democratic leaders have not yet brought 
their intellects to bear upon this question. It 
is true, however, that the majority or the 
Democrats regard it as expedient to pass a Re- 
apportionment bill at this session, and some 
yoso far as to assert that they will neglect 
their constitutional duty if they do not pass one. 
On. the other hand, afew Democrats doubt 
the wisdom of haste in this matter, and point 
to some ticles which may be gained by 

ostponement, hese men ‘say that those 
Northern States in which the passage of the 
hill wanld meta a new division of Coneres- 


sional districts necessary, are now in the hands 
of Republican Legislatures, which would 
surely mark out the districts in such a way 
as to yiela the greatest posssble advan- 
tago to their party,and the least to their 
political cpponres. They argue that nothing 
can be lost and something may be gained by 
allowing the bill to go over to the next Con- 
gress. Some of those who are in favor of 
passing the bill at once seem to fear that the, 
next Congress might attempt to apply to the 
apportionment the second section of the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution, which 
provides for a change in the basis of represen- 
tation in States where the right to vote has 
been abridged. To avoid this they desire to 
pass the bill while the Democrats are in power. 
As the session nears its end, the advocates of 
numerous private claims and other objectiona- 
ble schemes become eager for legislation. The 
Speaker is the uncompromising foe of such 
measures, and he may choose to have before 
the House some. bill which will carry a long 
debate with it in ofder to keep these schemes 
at arm’s length. He may find it convenient to 
let the Apportionment bill occupy such a place. 
The Refunding bill having been virtually 
disposed of by the House, the appropriation 
bills will be brought forward and vigorously 
ushed by the Committee on Appropriations. 
wo or three of these bills are ready for ac- 
tion, and it is probable that the Naval bill will 
be taken up.and disposed of to-morrow. A 
vigorous effort will also be made to have the 
House act upon the Inter-State Commerce bill 
at anearly day. This billisnow pending be- 
fore the Committee of the Whole House, and 
has been given priority of all business except 
appropriation bills. Mr. Reagan, who has be- 
stowed a great deal of attention and labor 
upon this subject, is determined, if possible, to 
have action on this measure at the present ses- 
sion, and will avail himself of every oppor- 
tunity to get and retain the bill before the 
House until it is finally disposed of. . 
The House Committee on Elections have de- 
termined to bring before the House several of 
the election contests that have been pending 
before thas committee since the beginning of 
the present Congress. The case of Boynton, 
Greenbacker, against Loring, Republican, the 
sitting member from the Sixth District of Mas- 
sachusetts, is now before the House and.may 
be called up to-morrow. The Committee on 
Elections, except Gen. Weaver, have united 
in a report favorable to the claims of Mr. 
Loring, and he will undoubtedly retain his 
seat. To-day the committee made a unani- 
mous report in fevor of Mr. Bisbee, Repubii- 
can, who is contesting the right of Mr. Hull, 
Democrat, to a seat from the Second District 
of Florida. This case will be called up at an 
early day, and the result of the vote in the 
House will add an additional member to the 
Republican side.

mates aggregating $15,022,321. It is an -in- 
crease over last year’s appropriation of $55,- 
000. The item for pay of the Navy is $125,000 
in excess of last year, $100,000 of the increase 
bejng for pay of seamen and $25,000 for the 
rank?

ARGUMENTS BEFORE THE 
AFFAIRS COMMITTEE 
QUESTION. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, having before it the 
joint resolution offered by Mr. Crapo, of Massachu- 
setts, which declares the construction of an inter- 
oceanic ship canal under the auspices of a foreign 
Government hostile to the established policy 
of the United States and in violation 
of the Monroe doctrine, held a session this 
morning. Mr. William Hi. Webb, _ for- 
merly a ship-builder of New-York, obtained 
the first hearing. He declared himself heartily in 
sympathy with the Crapo resolution, and regarded 
the Panama Canal asin conflict with the Monroe 
doctzine. That doctrine had been announced when 
the Government was weak and the population 
small, and now that the country had grown 
so much in strength and population’ there 
should be no hesitation in reasserting that doc- 


trine. Any canal acrosss the isthmus should be 
under the absolute control of the American Gov- 
ernment. He referred to the design so long enter- 
tained by the late Emperor of the French to 
gain a foothold in Central America, first 
by means of a ship canal, and_after- 
ward by the French expedition to Mexico, 
and said that the Panama Canal project was part 
of that same scheme pressed by Napoleon's fol- 
lowers. Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt had obtained a 
concession from the Nicaraguan Government many 
years ago, and had endeavored to obtain European 
capital for the canal project, but had not succeeded, 
the ground of refusal on the part of the English 
capitalists] being that such a canal would be a 
greater advantage to American commerce than to 
their own. He (Mr. Webb) had afterward obtained 
a like concession, and had made a like effort; but, 
owing to bad faith on the part of Nicaragua, through 
the interference of the French Emperor, the effort 
had failed. Mr. Michel Chevalier, one of the Em- 
eror’s favorites, and whose co-operation Mr. 
Webb had endeavored to obtain, had refused it on 
the ground that if the canal was to be constructed 
it must be under French auspices, and with Ameri- 
can money. That showed how determined the 
French people had beento obtain control of a canal 
across the isthmus. He helieved that the Panama 
project had been got uv by aset of adventurers, 
who would probably be the only ones to profit by 
it. He referred to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty as hay- 
ing been hegotiated in the interest of Great Britain 
and in order that England might obtain the trade 
of Central and South America. He regarded that 
treaty as contrary to the spirit and tenor of the 
Monroe doctrine, and the present occasion should 
be seized on asa reason for abrogating it. With 
an interoceanic canal under the absolute control 
of the American Government, the American trade 
with Central and South America would be immense- 
ly benefited, while if it was under foreign con- 
trol the Pacific coast of the United States would 
be exposed to attack, and the United States would 
be ashe to maintain fleets at both ends of the 
canal, : 

Ex-Secretary Thompson cautioned the commit- 
tee to consider very carefully and maturely the 
precise relations of the United States Government, 
not only to the various canal enterprises proposed, 
but to the other Governments of the world. 
It was a serious matter, and he sometimes felt a 
little sensitive on finding that the great question of 
national power could be invoked on_ con- 
sideratinos that were not attached to 
the honor, welfare, and interests of the 
Government itself. In so far as there were 
rival interests in collision, they should be left 
to settle their own affairs without the intervention 
of the Government. They should be left to go 
into the field of commercial and financial en- 
terprise, and to present themselves to the 
men of capital throughout the world. All 
the world desired that an interoceanic canal should 
be constructed. It would not do to say that be- 
cause European capital was invested in it,» there- 
fore, European» control was to be inferred. As 
well say the same thing in regard to all the_rail- 
roads in the United States in which so much Euro- 
pean capital is invested. 

A good deal of discussion ensued as to whether 
the Panama ey was a creation of the French 
or of the Colombian law, Mr. Thompson asserting 
the latter. He had not concluaed his remarks when 
the committee adjourned. 
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TERRIBLE FIGHT AT A BALL. 

Las VEGAS, New-Mexico, Jan. 18.—At a 
ball given by Mexicans at Las Mula this county, 
Saturday night, eight Americans attended. A bit- 
ter feeling was engendered between the two nation- 
alities, and a free fight tock place.

The argument in the Reading matter before the 


Common Pleas Court was concluded to-day. A de- 
cision will probably me made on Saturday. 

The annual meeting of the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road was held this afternoon. The President’s re- 
port shows that the coal tonnage of the road for 
the year was 4,672,724 tons. The income from all 
sources for the year was $8,600,938 18. and the oper- 
ating expenses, $4,002,357 60; balance, $4,598,580 58, 
out of which interest, dividends. &c., amounting to 
$4,472.161 83 were paid, leaving $126,418 75. At the 
close of the fiscal year the capital account stood: 
Common and preferred stock, $27,603,195; first 
mortgage 6 per cent. bonds, $5,000,000; second 
mortgage 7 per cent. bonds, $6,000,000; consolidated 
mortgage bonds. coupon, registered.and aunuity. 
$14,304,000; total, $52,917,195. There is no floating 
debt in excess of cash on hand. The report of the 
General Superintendent and Chief Engineer, show- 
ing the operations of tie road forthe year, was 
submitted. The election for President and Directors 
to serve for the ensuing year resulted as follows: 
President—Charles Hartshorne; Directors—David 
Thomas, Ashbel Welch, William M. Conyngham, 
Ario Pardee, William A. Ingham, George B. Markle, 
Robert H. Sayre, Harry E. Packer, James J. Blak- 
slee, Robert A. Packer, Elisha P. Wilbur, James Pat- 
terson. 

CINCINNATI, Jan. 18.—The official report of the 
workings of the Cincinnati Southern Railway for 
the past year under the management of the com- 
pany which has leased it, shows the earnings to be 
$1,485,828, the operating expenses $586,900, the 
amount paid the nef ot Cincinnati under the terms 
of the lease $777,233.“. The stockholders have re- 
ceived as their share $67,121. 

Hamimton. Ontario, Jan. 18.—E. & C. Gurney, 
stove manufacturers, have joined the new Pacific 
Railway syndicate and added $1,000,000 to the 
capital. 

Curcaco, Jan. 18.—The cut in rates between 
points in the South-west and Michigan and Canada, 
announced by the Chicago and Alton Railroad 
Company yesterday, was followed by telegraphic 
correspondence to-daybetween the managements of 
railroads interested in South-western traffic, which 
has resulted in a compromise which will probably 
end the long and bitter war in rates which has been 
carried on between Chicago, St. Louis, and Kane 
sas City. Beginning to-morrow. the Illinois 
Central, Chicago and Alton, and Wabash Roads will 
sell tickets from Chicago to St. Louis at $8 70, witha 
rebate of $4, and at the same rate from St. Louis to 


Kansas City. All the roads, including the Chicago, 


Burlington ‘and Geer and the Chicago 
and Rock Isiand, will sell tickets for Chicago to 


Kansas City direct at $14 80, with a rebate of $7 30., 


No round-trip tickets are to be sold at less than 
regular tariff rates. 

It is claimed that these rates will not admit of 
the sale by scalpers of the large number of out- 
standing unlimited tickets. The railway officials 
to-night are quite confident that the agreement to- 
day will establish permanent harmony between the 


roads, and express the opinion that the war is prac- 


tically ended. 

The Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad 
Company has determined to build a large station 
for the transfer of freight at Englewood. This 
location is chosen on account of the great cost of 
purchasing the necessary ground in the city. The 
new station will be 50 by 1,000 feet.

THE WORK WHICH THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 

COTTON PLANTERS ARE TRYING TO DO. 
VICKSBURG, Jan. 18.—The January meeting 
of the Mississippi Valley Cotton Planters’ Assocl- 
ation was held in this city to-aay. Starting 
into. existence in May, 1879, this body 
sought to remedy existing evils in the labor 
system of the South and bring. before planters an 
intelligent system of agriculture that would 
render crops more of a_ certainty. It 


looked especially to the _ introduction 
of labor and_ Jabor-saving machinery and 
manufactories of any kind. It sought to impress 
upon the minds of the people that their only mis- 
sion was not to be mere producers; that the thrifty 
people of the United States were found in sec- 
tions where factories predominated, and that 
the reason that the South was so backward in the 
race of progress was on account of the apathy 
and easy-going way the people had of half-way 
farming and non-attention to business. The 
association has passed through many struggles, but 
through its official organ, the Planters’ Journal, has 
been placed on the high road to success and the 
accomplishment of the greatest move since the 
history of the South began, and that is the re- 
modeling of the labor system. 

To-day’s meeting was principally held to test the 
practical working of a fertilizer-distributor manu- 
factured in New-York State, and a new ditching- 
machine. A very able paper on “Our Falla- 
cious Labor System” was read at the 
close of the meeting, which shows 
how earnestly they prapose working for a revolu- 
tion in the present tenant system. Following is an 
extract from the paper; ‘‘ The revolution which we 
would bring about is to discard the present 
various labor systems for one of wages Only, 
and in the absence of loan agencies or other helps 
we propose to accomplish it within ourselves, if 
possible, in the following manner: Let all the 
counties interested, especially those bordering 
upon the Mississippi River, choose one or more of 
their ablest men of progressive thought and broad 
ideas, as representatives to the annual meeting of 
the association to be held next May. Let those same 
counties send to that convention their ablest colored 
men, also us representatives, Let the colored 
men be such as combine as much education and 
intelligence as possible with the confidence of 
their own people. Let the colored men select their 
own delegates,and let it be understood that they are 
going to the convention to talk about improved 
cotton machinery and to discuss princivally some 
plan by which the white man and black can make 
money alike by planting ectton instead of becom- 
ing poorer every year.”’ 
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AIDING STOCK GAMBLERS. 
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COMMENTS ON THE GRANGER BILL IN MINNE- 
SOTA—OPEN CHARGES AGAINST LEGIS- 
LATORS. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Jan. 18.—The Granger bill 
offered by Senator Rice has developed into a sen- 
sation. The Pioneer-Press charged in a leading edi- 
torial to-day that the bill had been offered 
fore the purpose of affecting the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and North-western stocks 
in the Eastern markets, and was so circumstantial 
in statement that Senator Rice felt called upon to- 
day to rise to a question of privilege. He declared 
with emphasis that never since he drew the breath 
of life had he been interested in stock gambling 
or options, and no one had ever come to him 
for advice on the subject. Public opinion is di- 
vided as to his culpability in the matter, and 
the charitable conclusion is drawn that he 
was used by the speculators for thé accom- 
plishment of their purpose without his knowl- 
edge. The FPioneer-Press loudl charges 40 
members with being interested in the speculation, 
and, singular as it may seen, Senator Rice was the 
only one who rose to a question of privilege. Cer- 
tain interests here were ings? anxious to have the 
dispatch reporting the bill sent to the As- 
sociated Press, and evidently for a pur- 
pose best known to themselves. As New-York 
was fully advised beforehand, the announcement 
did not have the desired effect on the market, and 
more margins were demanded of the ring, the 
stock taking an upward rather than a downward 
tendency. An investigation of the charges against 
the Legislative members of the ring has been de- 
manded by the press, but not by any members in- 
terested.

THE GREAT SNOW-SLIDES. 

Sart Lake City, Jan. 18.—All have come 
down from Alta but 16 persons. Last night a.com- 
pany was organized here to go to Alta and recover 
the dead bodies, and a committee was appointed to 
take up subscriptions for the relief of the refugees. 
The storm has cleared away, but it will be impossi- 
ble to repair the damages to the mining works and 
railroad sheds before Spring. <A slidein the Ameri- 
can Fork buried the Pittsburg mine boarding-house 
with two men init, one of whom wasdug out by a 
Chinaman.

This makes a total of 248, there being two 
vacancies by reason of death—one Democrat 
and one Republican—and one by reason ot the 
refusal of Senator Coxe, Democrat, of Lu- 
zerne, to take the oath.

MASSACHUSETTS ELECTS DAWES. 
RECEIVING A LARGE VOTE IN EACH HOUSE— 
THE REPUBLICAN MINORITY’S VOICE. 

Boston, Jan. 18.—Senator Dawes received 
a handsome vote in each branch of the Legis- 
lature to-day, and to-morrow the two houses 
will come together in convention, when the 
journals will be’compared and the result of 
the voting formally declared, In the Senate 
Mr. Dawes received 34 of the 37 votes cast, 
and in the House 163 out of a total of 230, 
Butler received the remaining 38 votes— 
those of the Democrats—in the Senate, and 41, 
the full Democratic vote, in the House. Of 
the other votes thrown in the House, Gov. 
Long received 23, and Henry L. Pierce, Chiet- 
Justice Gray, and Charles Theodore Russell, 
of Cambridge, 1 each. 

At the Republican caucus held in the fore- 
noon, before the opening of the session, Senator 
Dawes was formally nominated. After a dis- 
cussion and a ballot, the caucus gave Col. T. 
W. Higginson, of Cambridge, the leader of 
what he had before termed ‘‘ the small, but re- 
spectable, Republican minority,” a chance, to 
voice its sentiment. He declared that, were 
Mr. Dawes to receive support only from 
those who cordially and honestly support 
him as the best man possible, he would 
receive only a small minority if the Repub- 
lican votes thrown in the Legislature. _ He 
claimed that the State was losing its prestige 
in Congress, and that advantage should be 
taken of the chance, which came only once in 


six years, to senda broad and able man. If 
this matter was to be settled by the Post Office, 
Custom-house, and newspapers, he said, let 
them settle it, but the Legislature was to 
settle the question and to make the choice. 
‘Let it choose a man,” he _ urged, 
‘‘who can make up the loss that New- 
England suffers by its proportionate loss 
of representation.”?> He had the kindest feel- 
ings for Mr. Dawes, aud respected him for his 
work in the House, but he thought Mr. Dawes 
caused the State to be undérplaced and under- 
represented at Washington. He was not of 
sufficient calibre to give Massachusetts the 
place she deserved in Washington, and the 
speaker believed that at least one-half of the 
members of the Legislature agreed with him. 
In this estimate and view Mr. Higginson con- 
trasted Mr. Dawes’s position in Congress with 
that of Senator Hoar, to the disadvantage of 
the former. If Mr. Dawes, from the age of 
58 to 64, had not made himself felt-in the Sen- 
ate, the speaker thought that the chances were 
that his influence would not grow as he ad- 
vanced from 64 years to 70, Chief-Justice Gray 
the speaker spoke of asa mostsuitable candidate, 
but his name did not arouse much applause. 
He also complimented the Hon. Walbridge A. 
Field, the Hon. H. L. Pierce, and Gov. Long. 
The mention of the last name aroused vigorous 
applause. Quickly turning this to effect, the 


speaker exclaimed: ‘* Why do you applaud the 


name of Gov. Long if you will not vote for 
him?’ He also urged that either of these men 
would grow in the six years to come, so that 
they would be entitled to a re-electicn, and he 
did not propose to be drawn into voting for a 
man whom he did not think large enough for 
the place. 

Senator Rockwell, of Berkshire, made in re- 
ply a vigorous defense of Senator Dawes, 
speaking of his faithful services, the honors he 
had already received, and his peculiar fitness 
to represent the business interests of the State. 
His experience, the Senator thought, was 
worth a good deal to the State, and especially 
to itscommercial, manufacturing, and business 
affairs. The caucus ballot showed 34 votes for 
Gov. Long, 5 for Justice Gray, 2 for Col. Hig- 

inson, 1 each for Judge Devens, ex-Gov. 

ice, and Henry Cabot Lodge, and the re- 
mainder for Senator Dawes, Senator Dawes’s 
nomination was then made unanimous, 

Senator Dawes’s first election was in marked 
contrast to his return. It was then the result 
of a sharp and somewhat bitter contest. There 
had been much caucusing, and the election 
came on the second ballot in joint convention, 


» when he received 140 votes, 5 more than were 


necessary*for an election. His principal Re- 
Saga opponent had been Judge E. R. Hoar. 

he Democrats had been supporting Judge 
Josiah G. Abbott, but when they found at the 
close of the second ballot that Mr, Dawes had 
received almost enough voters to elect him, 
they broke ranks, and, with a few exceptions, 
changed to the Hon. Charles Francis Adams, 
but they had waited too long, for Mr. 
Dawes obtained votes enough to elect him, 
as against 97 for Mr. Adams, 14 for Gen. 
Charles Devens, 10 for Judge Abbott, 9 
for Judge Hoar, and 1 each for Gen. 
Banks, and the Hon. Henry L. Pierce. Gov. 
Long, who was then Speaker of the House, 
voted for Judge Hoar, Mr. Dawes’s colleague 
in the Senate. The Hon. George F. Hoar, of 
Worcester, was elected Jan, 19, 1877, on the 
fifth ballot in convention, receiving 146 votes, 
as against 47 for the Hon. George S. Boutweil, 
the sitting member, 62 for Judge Abbott, 19 
for the Hon. Alexander H. Rice, and 4 for all 
others.

SEWELL AND HIS OPPONENTS. 
THE NEW-JERSEY CONTEST—PROSPECTS OF 
A COMBINATION AGAINST GEN. SEWELL. 

Trenton, N. J., Jan. 18.—Trenton has 
not been so full of people in many years as it 
was to-day. The one universal topic of con- 
versation was the United States Senatership, 
which is to be settled by the Republicans in 
caucus to-morrow night. As the fateful hour 
draws near the excitement becomes more in- 
tense, and anxious candidates and their even 
more anxious friends may be seen button- 
holed by or button-holing the members who 
are to decide the question within the next 24 
hours of, who shall succeed Mr. Randolph at 
Washington. : 

Impartial observers still concede that Gen. 
Sewell probably has the most votes—about 
17—as stated in THE Times of Monday. He 
professes to be extremely confident of success. 
He says he never has failed in anything he 
undertook, and he does not mean to tail now. 
**T shall win,” he declares, in the most assured 
manner. His supporters do not claim 
more than 18 to 20 votes on the first ballot, 


but they hope these men will be as stanch 
to Sewell as the stalwart 306 were to Grant 
last Summer. They put great stress upon 
Sewell’s staying powers in the race, believing 
that he will thus ultimately attract the scat- 
tered votes of his rivals when they see what 
a sturdy front his little phalanx presents. 
‘But those who know him well have serious 
doubts about his power of attraction in this 
way. While among congenial associates he 
can be as agreeable asmay be; heseems to find 
it difficult to unbend to the ordinary member 
of the Assembly, and to this day it is probable 
that he does not know more than half the 
members of that body even by sight. The av- 
erage Assemblyman who comes to Trenton 
with a pretty good opinion of himself is very 
apt to resent this overlooking of his importance, 
and there is much reason to believe that not a 


few of them will seize the pe sate ay they.

will have to-morrow night to show Gen. Sewe 
that he has underratod their consequence. The 
consideration may be a petty one, but it is hav- 
ing its influence on the result, and tends to ex- 
os the belief that many have that Gen. 
Sewell, so far from attracting any votes 
by his natural strength, 
apt to lose what he _ has, _ after 
the first or complimentary ballot. The argu- 
ments against Sewell are being rehearsed in 
every quarter. The SEG is not based 
solely on the fact that he is a railroad man, 
but that from his conspicuous position in con- 
nection with the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
his course in the Senate, he is considered to 
be a railroad man and nothing else, and if 
elected to the Senate would represent his road 
first and the State and Nation afterward. The 
boasts of his friends that ‘he will yet be chosen 
do not alarm his rivals so much as formerly. 
They remember the equal air of confidence as- 
sumed by the Pennsylvania Railroad peopie 
last week just before the caucus elected a 
Speaker. 

George A. Halsey does not do any boasting 
and does not attempt any bluff game, but 
those who have witnessed his shrewd political 
work is the past do not underestimate his 
strength because he makes no great claims. 
‘*T am doing the best Ican,’’ he says to a re- 

orter, ‘‘and that is all; what the result will 

» of course I cannot tell.’”” Newark has sent 
a host of her best politicians here to look after 
Mr. Halsey’s chances and to forward his can- 
vass as far as possible. The German Central 
Republican Club of Newark has adopted res- 
olutions warmly commending Mr. Halsey as 
the best selection that could be made for the 
United States Senate. His friends say that 
he would bave a stronger influence with Presi- 
dent Garfield than would Mr. Robeson, and 
ask if New-Jersey’s interests have been over- 
looked in the matter of appointments or Fed- 
eril patronage while Mr. Halsey has been a 
member of the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 

lf Gen. Sewell is confident and Mr. Halsey is 
working with quiet assurance, it may be said 
that ex-Secretary Robeson is not only confi- 
dent but almost certain of success. © says 
he has been poritively surprised at the assu- 
rances he has received from many members 
upon whose support he had not counted that 
they will vote for him as their second choice, 
and some of them who are counted on as cer- 
tain for .other candidates have assured him 
that they will vote for him on the first ballot. 

Few persons can be found who believe the 
ultimate selection will fall on any one outside 
of the three who have just been named. There 
have been overtures for a coalition of the anti- 
Sewell members, but it has not been accom- 
ptished at this writing, and probably will not 
be before to-morrow night, just previous to 
the caucus. There isreason to believe that one 
of the most acceptable candidates who has 
been named, but who has little strength at this 
juncture, will withdraw from the canvass be- 
fore a ballot is had in the caucus. His votes 
will go to Robeson. 
so desperately bored by their numerous con- 
stituents, who have come to settle the Senator- 
ship to their own satisfaction, that they will 
be glad enough when the agony is over.

ALBANY, Jan. 18.—Some statements which 
have been industriously circulated by the gos- 
sips here, and which have found their way into 
the newspapers, to the effect that Speaker 
Sharpe had abused his position to influence 
men in the Assembly to vote for Mr. Crowley 
for Senator, were brought.to notice in the As- 
sembly to-day, and in such a way that it is not 
likely they will again be repeated in the public 
prints. Mr. Russell, of Kings, rose to a ques- 
tion of privilege, and read a paragraph pub- 
lished in the Albany correspondence of one of 
the New-York papers, alleging that when Mr, . 
Russell and Mr. Congdon voted for Mr. Platt 
and Mr. Rogers the Speaker had: declared 
them to be guilty of ‘‘base treachery.” Mr, 
Russell then said that he desired to state, 
in the presence of all the members 
of the House, that he had no under- 
standing with the Speaker, or with any one 
representing him, as to whether the Speaker 
preferred one candidate to another, and while 
he (Mr. Russell) had made no statement to the 
Speaker, he knew that he (Mr. Russell) was for 
Mr. Platt first, last, and all the time. No in- 
fiuence had been exerted upon him to vote in 
any other way than as he did. Mr. Congdon, 
finding an opportunity to explain for himself, 
said he regarded it as a duty and a pleasure to 
stand before the House and make an explicit 
and sauare declaration in reference to the 
statement of the paper quoted by Mr. Russell, 
He said that never at any time did the Speaker 
say a single word to him as to whom he should 
vote for for Senator. The first day he was in 
Albany he had declared to Mr.'Crowley and 
Mr. Platt, and to many others, that he should 
vote for Mr. Rogers. He voted for him. The 


person who communicated the information 
complained of must have had poor ears or was 
possessed of a very lively imagination. 

Mr. Crapser, who saw a chance to create a 
laugh, informed the Speaker that no act of 
the Speaker had influenced his (Mr. Crapser’s) 
vote in the caucus, and that any position hse 
had been given on committees had not af. 
fected him in the slightest degree. The fun of 
this was appreciated by those menibers wha 
had heard that Mr. Crapser was indignant be- 
cause he was made Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Joint Library, a committee which never 
meets, as there is no joint library to be taken 
care of. Mr. Pratt, Democrat, of Albany, 
made a flat imitation of Mr. Crapser’s sar- 
castic speech, and then another Democrat, Mr, 
Sheridan, of Kings, said that he had asked 
the Speaker to be placed on certain commit- 
tees, and he had got all he asked for, and was 
much obliged to the Speaker for his courtesy. 

Gen. Sharpe took the matter seriously. 
When the laughter which followed Mr. Sheri- 
dan’s frank acknowledgment had ceased, the 
Speaker rapped for order. The Assembly 
gave its attention, and the speaker went on: 

‘**The chair desires,’’ he shid, ‘“‘to add to the 
statements that have been made by the gentile- 
man from Kings, (Mr. Russell,) the gentleman 
from Cattaraugus, (Mr. Congdon,) the gentle- 
man from St. Lawrence, (Mr. Crapser,) the 
gentleman from Albany, (Mr. Pratt,) and the 
the gentleman from Kings, (Mr. Sheridan,) 
also, that so large and broad a paper ,as this, 
of course, made no such statement as that ma- 
liciously. The report was probably current 
among a great many other reports that had 
no foundation. One thing is very certain, that 
no such statement was made by me in any 
way, and could have rested upon ne 
foundation in itself; and I further say 
now, since it may be well to adé 
some serious words upon this matter, that 
there is not before me im all this circle one sin- 
gle gentleman who wasapproached by me or on 
my behalf with reference to his place upor 
committees in connection with the Senatoria) 
question—not one. I stand for a moment in 
the presence of you, gentlemen, awaiting the 
suggestion of anybody that I may possibly 
have forgotten.”’ 

The Speaker paused for a response, but none 
came. On Mr. Alvord’s motion, at 11:30, a re- 
cess was taken until 12 o’clock, as nothing re-- 
mained to be done but to obey the injunction 
of the law and nominate a candidate for 
United States Senator. Just as the recess was 
announced Mrs. U. 8. Grant, Mrs. Cornell, and 
Sefior de Romero, the Mexican Minister, en- 
tered the chamber fron: the Speaker’s room, 
and were provided with seats at the left of 
the rostrum. Mr. Erastus Brooks, Mr. R. R. 
Hamilton, and other members who passed that 
way were introduced, and the party remained 
during the voting of the Assembly. Gen. 
Sharpe then escorted them about the chamber, 
and took them to the Senate. chamber, after 
which they returned to the Executive Man- 
sion. At 12 o’clock the Assembly was again 
convened, the roll was called, and 79 Republi- 
can members nominated Thomas C. Platt 
while the 44 Democrats present named Francis 
Kernan. 

Mr. Russell, of Kings, introduced a bill, 
which was sent to the Committee on Trade and 
Manufactures, amending the law relating to 
mining, manufacturing, and mechanical cor- 
porations. Mr. Russell knows nothing of the 
purpose of the bill, and only introduced it at 
the request of Mr. Sewell, of Sewell & Pierce. 
The committee will require a clear explanation 
of the bill, as it is remembered that under one 
bearing a similar title which was -passed last 
session Mr. John Kelly was enabled to make a 
satisfactory disposition, to himself at least, of 
some legal .difficulties which arose in the con- 
duct of one of his ‘‘organs.”? Mr. M,C. Murphy 
introduced a bill providing for the building of 
a new free bath for the Fifth Ward in New- 
York. This is thesecond bill of tne kind which 
has been introduced this session. 

There is some talk in the Assembly about 
the ‘‘ Berme bank’’ railroad bill, introduced 
last night in the Senate by Mr. Astor. The 
canal and railroad interests are up in arms 
against it, and in spite of the efforts of its pro- 
moter, who has labored assiduously outside the 
Legislature for two or three years to secure as 
sistance for the scheme, it:has in two successive 
sessions been killed by a decisive vote. 

A controversy recently arose between the 
Superintendent of the Department of Public 
Instruction and the authorities in Cortland 
County, in regard to the removal of a School 
Superintendent who was unsatisfactory to the 
State Superintendent. The matter was taken 
into the courts, and the State Superintendent 
was sustained. This morning a bill was intro- 
duced amending chapter 466 of the Lay, 
of 1866, relating to local boarus 
of .normal ‘schools, and providing that 
these boards may employ teachers sub- 
ject to the approval of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. It further proyides 
that no teacher employed in any of the nor- 
mal schools shall be removed except by the 
concurrent action of the local board and the 
State Superintendent and that all matters of 
difference between the boards and the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction in regard ta 
the administration of the affairsof the schools 
requiring the concurrence of these authorities, 
shall, when they fail to agree, be referred to 
the Chanceilor, Vice-Chancellor, and Secretary 
of the Board of Regents of the University, to 
be settled by arbitration. 

The Senate, in executive session, confirmed 
John C. Churchill for Justice of the Supreme 
Court, in place of Judge Noxon, deceased ; also 
several Town Commissioners, Trustees of State 
institutions, and other minor appointments 
sent in by the Governor last evening. The res- 
ignation of C. E. Smith from the Baard of 

egents of the University, and the death of 
Erastus C. Benedict. President of the board, 
were announced, thus making two vacancies 
to be filled by the Legislature. Petitions were 
presented asking for a more equal distribution 
of the burdens of taxation. This subject is 
evidently commanding attention from a large 
number of people, but the prospect of any-~ 
thing being done at this session is not encour- 
aging. The proposition of Speaker Sharpe tc 
hold.an extra session to revise the tax laws 
does not meet with much favor in either 
house. The joint resolution of the Assembly to 
appoint five Assemblymen and two Senators 


to examine into the subiect and report a bill 





was called from the table this morning by Sen 

ator Forster, who criticised the lack of cour- 
tesy as well as of custom shown by the Assem- 
bly in putting the Assembly before the Senate 
in their resolution, and also their disregard of 
the wishes of the Senate as expressed last 
Winter touching the number that should con- 
stitute the committee. He moved to amend 
the resolution so as to make the number of 
Kenators on the committee five instead of two 

and the number of Assemblymen seven instead 
of five. Mr. Jacobs called attention to the fact 
that no time was named in the House resolution 
when the committee was to report. It might 
hold back its report until near the end of the 
session, in which case nobody would be bene- 
fitted except the stenographer whom it was 
nuthorized to employ. He moved a further 
amendment that it be required to sepext within 
60 days, which, he thought, would be ample 
time to perfect a bill if ft was able to agree on 
anything. The amendment was accepted, and, 
ns amended, the resolution was sent back to 
the Assembly for its concurrence. The origi- 
nal resolution of the Assembly provides that 
the committee shall act in conjunction with a 
comumuission to be appointed by the Governor, 
in case he shall appoint one, but it isnot known 
whether he will do so or not. 

Mr. Seebacher introduced a bill amending 
the Excise law so as to give the Excise Com- 
missioners in New-York further powers for 
collection of fees for licenses, penalties, &c. 
Mr. Schroeder introduced, by request, two 
bills, sent here by Mayor Poweil, for the relief 
of persons in arrear of taxes in Brooklyn, and, 
on his motion, all the bills introduced on that 
pubject were ordered printed. 

The Senate, in compliance with the law of 
Congress, went into the election of United 
States Senator to succeed Mr. Kernan at noon. 
‘The roll was called, and Thomas C. Platt re- 
ceived the votes of all the Republican Sena- 
tors—25 in number—and Francis Kernan re- 
ceived 6 votes, being all the Democratic Sena- 
tors, except Mr. Stevens, of Oneida, who was 
absent. Mr. Woodin, being iast on the roll- 
call, when his name was called rose and asked 
to be excused from voting. He said his atten- 
tion had been called to a paragraph in the 
the newspapers purporting to be the remarks 
of a distinguished Senator who presided over 
the Democratic Senatorial caucus last evening. 
Mr. Woodin then read from THE Times of to- 
day the report of Senator Fowler’s remarks at 
the Democratic caucus. Commenting upon 
this speech, Mr. Woodin said: 


‘‘T wish to disabuse the mind of the gentleman 
who made this address of the impression that the 
ervices rendered by Mr. Platt upon the State 
Jommittee and upon the Executive, Committee 
were regarded as qualifications in any sense of 
the word. His qualifications were of a different 
nature, and were of such public, general noto- 
riety thatI am quite surprised at the remarks by 
the gentleman, when he said in the Democratic 
paucus that he regarded that service as his chief 
nd distinguishing qualification for that office. 
‘he Republican members of the Legislature, in 
point caucus, have presented for our ballots here 
o-day the name of Thomas C, Platt as their can- 
didate for the office of United States Senator to 
uceeed Mr. Kernan, and by that determination 
e is presumably the best and fittest man upon 
whom we could unite for that position. Whether 
pr no we have made a mistake in committing 
cnggte Mer to his candidacy in a question that 

referred to the future. One thing, how- 
pver, I may say to the gentleman from whose 
spéech I have quoted and to the public: They 
Joay rest assured that we have a man in whom 
we have just ground for expecting the highest 
fidelity and most unremitting diligence in office. 
He may not rival his associates in the Senate in 
oratory and in great public debates, but he will 
varry into the public councils great practical com- 
mon sense and intimate knowledge of public 
affairs, large experience. and the desire—which is 
worth everything—to subserve the highest inter- 
ests of the public. Whatever it may be that many 
Republicans or Democrats may have said in 
criticism of his political methods, or of his relations 
to the so-called *‘ machine” the public are certainly 
not so much to be “congratulated” upon the fact 
that he has never apologized for being a stalwart, 
Bs upon the fact that his life has been one of ex- 
ceptional purity and. his publie career absolutely 
without spot or blemish. Furthermore, he is ap- 
proachable. He isa frank man, and simple in his 
manners und his habits. He is unpretentious, un- 
pstentatious, without arrogance or imperiousness, 
and he will never fail to remember that he is the 
ervant of the people—not their master or 
heir ‘boss.’ It is extremely gratifying to know 
that if anybody shall have occasion to call 
npon him, it will not be necessary to approach 
him through the agency of a  ‘presenta- 
tion,’ attended with aii the technicalities and cere- 
monies peculiar to court etiquette—with a chance 
of being frozen to death in the operation. No step- 
ladder will have to be called for to reach the 
theatre of his presence. He is asimple Republican, 
nd with that Iam satisfied. If heis not the man 
have described, I err in casting my vote for him; 
but I believe confidently and implicitly in his in- 
tegrity and his Republicanism; therefore I with- 
oS my request to be excused and vote cheerfully 
or Mr. Platt for Senator in Congress.” 


At the close of Mr. Woodin’s speech, the 
President announced the vote and the Senate 
ackjourned.

Whenever, hereafter, any male per- 
Bol shall willfully beat, bruise, or mutilate his 
wife, or any other female human being, the court 
or magistra:o before whom the offender shall be 
brought and convicted, shall direct the infliction 
of corporal punishment upon such offender, speci- 
fying at the time the number of strokes or lashes, 
which shall not be less than 2%, which 
Bhall be sturdily laid on, upon the bare back of 
said offender by means of a wer or lash of such 
proportions and strength as will insure the carry- 
ing out of the spirit and letter of this statute, 

Sec, 2. The corporal punishment recited in the 
foregoing section shall be inflicted by the Sheriff of 
the county, or by one of his deputies, or a consta- 
ble, and within the prison inclosure, in the county 
where the offense was committed, and in as private 
& manner 4s may be, and in the presence of a duly 
licensed physician or surgeon. é 

Sec. 3, No female shall at any time, for any 
offense, be subjected to the infliction of corporal 
punishment under the provisions of the act. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect immediately.

In 1877 
he was the Republican nominee for Secretary of 
State on the Hepublican ticket, and was defeated 
at the election. In 1873 he wasa candidate for

A LUMBER FIRM’S TROUBLES.

THE FAILURE OF D. ©. WELCH & CO., OF 
z BUFFALO. 

BUFFALO, Jan. 18.—Through the commence- 
ment of legal proceedings interesting facts have 
been made public concerning the business of D. C. 
We'ch & Co., a prominent lumber firm, composed 
of D. C. Welch and J. Frederick Behn. On Dec. 4, 
1880, the firm was unable to meet its obligations, 
and sold its lumber and other property here and in 
Michigan, except book accounts, to William Jen- 
kinson, of Port Huron, Mich., for $60,000. Of this 
amount $40,000 was to be paidin taking up ware- 
house liens held by several Buffalo banks and 
$20,000 to D. C. Welch in notes. On Dec, 6 
an -inventory showed property worth $15,000 
bought by Mr. Jenkinson. The firm assigned 
its book account, ($25,000) to Herman Behn, 
brother of the junior partner, to secure him for 
$11,000 borrowed money. D. C. Welch & Co. 
claimed a builder's lien on eight miles of railroad 
in Michigan, and damages for a breach of contract 
on the part of the railroad company which had 
failed to haul cars over the road; the whole claim 
amounted to $40,000. This claim is in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Michigan District. The 
sale to Jenkinson was made under the protest ot 
J. Frederick Behn, who claimed that he had put 
~~ in the business as against $5,600 invested by 

elch. 

On Jan. 1, at a meeting of creditors, Welch 
sought a compromise at 25 cents on the dollar, to 
which, it is claimed, Jenkinson agreed. It was 
stipulated that this settlement should be made 
promptly, but the firm failing to do so, certain 
creditors, becoming suspicious, made an inyestiga- 
tion, and ascertained that the property was larger 
and more valuable than had been Ny oc enn 
This ied to the belief that the sale to Jenkinson, 
who was not a creditor, was a fraud for the pur- 

ose of saving money to Welch individually. 

hese creditors communicated with other credit- 
ors. Attorneys were engaged, and it was proposed 
to restore matters to the original condition on Dec. 
4, make good the loss of time and expenditures, 
and then have a general assignment for all 
creditors. The proposal was refused. Jenkinson 
offered to take $50,000 for the lumber in Buffalo, 
but would keep the Michigan property and $15,000 
received for lumber sold out of the Buffalo 
ards. The offer was _ rejected because 

e had paid, or agreed to pay, $40,000 
warehouse liens, $20,000 cash to D. C. Welch, and to 
return $15,000 cash from the lumber sales, $50,000 
eash from Buffalo creditors, aggregating $140,000, 
ora net gain on the transaction of $80,000. Suits. 
therefore, have been commenced, 60,000 feet of 
lumber attached, Jenkinson ordered to account for 
moneys due from him to D. C. Welch, and of prop- 
erty held by him for Mr. Welch. The whole liabil- 
ities were $130,000, of which $40,000 were secured 
by warehouse liens. Some questions of great in- 
terest are involved, and the litigation will probably 
be protracted and expensive. 
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ACOUSED OF A TRIPLE MURDER.

A NEGRO CHARGED WITH KILLING AN OLD 
AND A YOUNG WOMAN AND A BOY. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, Jan. 18.—A special to the 
Daily Despatch says: ‘* A most horrible triple mur- 
der was committed near Plair City, Madison Coun- 
ty, some time during last night. This morning 
Robert Garner, a colored man, reported that a 
murder had been committed about three miles 
east of the town, and wanted to telegraph to cer- 
tain persons in Cincinnati about the affair. Upon 
going to the place indicated a horrible sight was 
revealed. Mrs. Matilda Scott, a widow, about 40 
years old, her daughter, 22 years old, and an 
adopted son, i4 years of age, and named Charlie 
Goode, were found dead upon the floor, with their 
brains scattered about the room and smeared 
upon the walls. <A large hickory club, covered with 


blood, was found upon the porch near the bodies, 
and it is supposed that it was with this weapon that 
the deed was committed. Robert Garner 
has been arrested, charged with the murder. 
There are several suspicious circumstances which 
point to him as the murderer, He lived for six or 
eight years with the Scott family, but about three 
months ago left them in anger because they would 
not rent their farm to him. He was greatly 
excited when he toid the story of the murder at 
4 o’clock this morning, and tells contradictory 
stories. Mrs. Scott was the owner of a good 
farm,: and was reported well to do financially 
among her colored friends. 

A special dispatch to the State Journal from Plain 
City, in giving additional particulars of the murder, 
says that Garner has been in love with Maria Scott 
the murdered girl, but that she repulsed him, and 
the indications are that Garner last night outraged 
the girl and then murdered her and her two asso- 
ciates to prevent them from exposing him. The 
old woman who was murdered was named 
Ophelia Clark, and was 80 years old, single, and 
blind. As no money was taken from the house, 
the above explanation of the crime is generally 
credited in the neighborhood. Garner {s in jail 
under guard. The murdered persons were well- 
to-do colored people, much respected. There is 
also a report that less than a week ago Garner de- 
clared that he would get even with the family for 
— real or fancied slight that they had put upon

DISSATISFACTION WITH COMMITTEE APPOINT- 


MENTS—-BEGINNING WORK. 

HARTFORD, Jan. 18.—The feeling of surprise 
over some of the committee appointments of 
Speaker Case has not subsided, and much comment 
is made as to the probable reasons for certain selec- 
tions. The Chairmanship of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, which is supposed to carry with it the lead- 
ership of the House, was given to the Hon. Lynde 
Harrison, of New-Haven and Guilford, the least 
satisfactory selection that could have been made, 


and one which the. Sneaker himself would havo been 
the quickest to condemn a few days ago. Mr. 
Mitchell, of New-Britain, one of the ablest lawyers 
of the State, and a man of thorough uprightness 
of character, has a subordinate — upon the 
same committee. Mr. Hall, of Windham, another 
prominent lawyer, and Mr. Carr’s chiet rival for 
the Speakership, is gigen the Chairmanship of the 
Committee on Senatorial Districts. Mr. Percy 
Bryant, a young lawyer without experience, 
is made Chairman of the important In- 
surance Committee. He is in the office 
of one of the leading insurance lobbyists of the 
State, and is said to be interested in an insurance 
company which is liable to be before the Legisla- 
ture. The same young member is given the Chair- 
manship of the Committee on Contested 
Elections. There are other marked instan- 
ces where experienced members are over- 
looked and new members” given  promi- 
nence. Probably no Speaker ever succeeded 
in giving perfect satisfaction, and in the present in- 
stance the dissatisfaction relates to only a few 
committees, but these happen to be the very ones 
which are always carefully scrutinized because of 
the important interests with which they have to 
deal, and the composition of which discloses the 
animus of the Speaker. It is safe to say, for in- 
stance, that the Insurance Committee will be 
closely watched during the present session. 

The work of the session has fairly begun, com- 
mittees meeting this afternoon for the first time. 
An effort will be made to rush through the bill re- 
pealing the color-blind law, but there is a reasona- 
ble probability that the Railread Commission- 
ers will at least have an opportunity to demon- 
strate its wisdom and usefulness, and it will 
not be surprising if, before the session ends, 
a railroad accident somewhere will stiffen the back- 
bones of the *two or three panic-stricken politi- 
cians who are laboring for repeal solely to make 
political capital. If they were not themselves of 
defective vision they would see that a law to pre- 
vent accidents to train hands, by requiring addi- 
tional fsafeguards, would be more efficacious in 
making friends with the railroad men than the re- 
peal of a law which is in reality for their protec- 
tion.

CIATED PIONEERS OF CALIFORNIA. 

. The Associated Pioneers of the Territorial 
Days of California, with guests, about 60 gentlemen 
in all, sat, down to their sixth annual dinner at 
Delmonico’s last evening. Previous to sitting 
down to the tables the association held their annual 
meeting and elected Gen. John C. Fremont Presi- 
dent, to fill the vacancy caused by the death of the 
late Gen. John A. Sutter. The company took 
possession of the dining-room at 7 P. M. The 


room was not profusely decorated, but on 
every hand was some reminder of ‘Old 
California.”” The eyes of the pioneers fell

SALARIES OF COURT OFFICERS. 

An important decision has been rendered by 
the Court of Appeals in the case of Rowland 
against the Mayor, &c. The plaintiff sued to re- 
cover, at the rate of $1,500 a year, during the years 
1870, 1871, and part of 1872; for sorvices rendered as 
an attendant or officer in the Supreme Court in this 
City. He had been paid at the rate of $1,200 per 
year, but claimed, under a resolution of the Board 
of Supervisors, passed in June, 1870, to be entitled 
to be paid the higher rate. This question was first 
decided by the Court of Appeals in 1874, in the case 
of Sweeney against the Mayor, in favor of the City. 
It was held <in that case that the plaintiff was an 
officer within the meaning of the word as used in a 
restrictive clause contained in one of the sections 
ofthe Tax Levy act of 1870, which prohibited the 
Board of Supervisors from increasing the salaries 
of any persons then in office, or their successors. 
It was claimed on behalf of the plaintiff that he 
was not an officer, but merely an attendant, and, 
therefore, did not come within the restrictive 
clause Of the statute. Since the case of Sweeney 
against the Mayor was decided, there have been 
one or two obditer dicta in decisions rendered in 
other cases by the Court of Appeals. and it was as- 
sumed ¥? the plaintiff in this case that the court, 
in these later decisions had intended to reverse, 
and had virtually reversed the Sweeney case. In 
the atgument this was the main point urged on the 
part of the plaintiff, The Court of Appeals, how- 
ever, has affirmed the judgment of the lower court, 
and thus reaffirmed its decision in Sweeney against 
the Mayor. Theimportance of this decision to the 
tax-payers in general is, that it puts an end to 
many claims similar to that of Rowland, in which 
between $25,000 and $30,000 were involved. Mr.

BOOKS UNDER THE HAMMER. 
LEGAL LITERATURE AND FAMOUS TRIALS 
80LD FROM MR. HALL’S COLLECTION. 


The attendance yesterday at the sale of the 
private library of Mr. A. Oakey Hall was scarcely 
as large as on the previous day, but the number of 
buyers, who had commissioned old and well-knowu 
book-sellers to purchase for them, was perhaps 
even greater... These gentlemen sat with their 
catalogues marked at the limits they were allowed 
to bid, and it was almost laughable to see one 
shake his head and scowl as some much-desired 
book went beyond his mark, and his opponent’s 
features wreathed in smiles as he captured the prize. 
Mr. Hall’s collection was known to be unusually 
rich in criminal and sensational trials, and in vol- 
umes scarce and quaint, illustrative of the history of 
the law forthe past 200 years. What are in effect the 
originaltrials of Charles I. and Louis XVI. were 


among them, and the books included under the one 
head of legal literature are said to have cost their late 
owner over $5,000. The prices brought were very 
liberal, much higher than was anticipated. As one 
old book-seller said: ‘‘ There is no profit in baying 
— to sell at such prices as these,’* and he passed 
out. 
. The sale began with the department of legal lit- 
erature. ‘‘The Trial of the Earl of Somerset tor 
the Poisoning of Sir Thomas Overbury,”’ with two 
portraits, octavo, cloth, brought $2. ‘The Account 
of the Life and Dying Speech of Joseph Bevir,” 
executed for the murder of his daughter, octavo, 
Kingston, Canada, 1815, fetched $275. ‘‘Cele- 
brated Trials Connected with the Aristocracy in 
the Relations of Private Life,”” by Peter Burke, 
octavo, cloth, London, 1849, brought $4 25. ‘The 
High Court of Justice; Comprising Memeirs of the 
noipal Persons who Sat in Judgment on 
Charles I.,”. with their portraits, autographs, and 
seals; London, 1820. from the library of Earl 
Spencer, with autograph, sold for $11. The rare 
original edition of the reports of Sir Edward 
Coxe, in verse, octavo, half calf, London, 1742, sold 
for $3 50. ‘' Gallick Reports; or, an Historical Col- 
lection of Criminal Cases Adjudged in the Courts of 
France,” duodecimo, calf extra, London, 1737, 
brought $4 25, and a cheap printed little pamphlet of 
the confessions of Gibbs, the pirate, $1. ‘ On the 
Use of Torture in the Criminal Law of England 
Previously to the Commonwealth,” octavo, 
half calf, London, 1837, went for $2 25. 
“The Newgate Calendar, Containing Ac- 
counts of the most Notorious alefactors, 
with many copper plates,” six volumes in three, 
octavo, half calf, London, sold for $4 50. ‘ The 
Laws and Ordinances of New-York City,’ octavo, 
boards, for 1799, brought $7 25; for 181% octavo, 
sheep, $3 25; for 1823, $6; for 1827, $4 50. A digest 
of laws and ordinances for 1820, octavo, boards, 
brought $3 75, and the charter, with acts of the 
Legislature, octavo, sheep, for 1805, was  ob- 
tained for $650. These volumes were said to 
be very scarce. “The Trials of James, Dumcan, 
and Robert Macgregor, Three Sons of the 
Celebrated Rob Roy, with Anecdotes of Rob 
Roy.” duodecimo, half calf, Edinburgh, 1818, 
went for $3 50. “Tyburn Chronicle, or 
Villainy Displayed in all its Branches, with 
Authentic Accounts .of the Lives, Trials, Ex- 
ecutions, &c., of the Most Notorious 
Malefactors from  14700,"" with copper-plates, 
four volumes, octavo, half old calf, _ London, 
1768, sold for $4 50 per volume. ‘“ The Life of Eu- 
gene F. Vidocq,” the celebrated French detective, 
written by himself, 12mo, half vellum, London, 
brought $2. ‘‘God’s Revenge against Adultery 
Awfully Exemplified in Cases of American Crim.

The many reports of celebrated trials for mur- 
der, treason, rape, defrauding the Government, 
libel, and almost every kind of crime on the statute- 
books, brought such high prices as fairly to aston- 
ish the old book-dealers. Some of these reports 
cannot be duplicated. The trial of the Rev. Lyman 
Beecher for heresy, New-York, 1835, brought only 
50 cents, but the trial of Polly Bodine forthe mur- 
der of Emeline Houseman and her child, a cheap 
pamphlet, New-York, 1846, ran quickly up to $6. 
“‘The Trial of Aaron Burr for Treason,” reported 
by David Robertson, two velumes, uncut, Philadel- 
phia, 1808, brought $2 50, while the newspaper re- 

orts of the divorce suit of Pierce Butler against 

‘rances Anne Kemble, the actress. was quickly 
knocked down for $175. ‘The Official re- 
port of the Trial of Queen Caroline,” Lon- 
don, 1820, brought $4 50, “The Trial of 
Thomas Cooper. for Libel against the 
President of the United States,” (John Adams,) 
Philadelphia, 1800, went for $2 12. Speeches by John

A QUARREL AMONG THIEVES. 
THEIR ARREST AND RECOVERY OF CONSID- 
ERABLE PROPERTY. 

A quarrel among amateur French thieves 
who last Autumn committed depredations in the 
neighborhood of Fort Lee, Pleasant Valley, Bul’s 
Ferry, Carlstadt, and Cresskill, Bergen County, and 
who afterward robbed each other, led to their ar- 
rest yesterday by Capt. McDonnell, of the Eighth 
Precinct. The prisoners, two of whom were ar- 
raigned in the Jefferson Market Police Court, are 
Charles Blaise, aged 25, a cook; John Blaise, his 
brother, a baker, of St. Héléne Department, of 
the Vosges, France, and Paul Yielrume. alias 
Louis Barbée, a cultivator, 85 years old. The latter 
is anatiye of Luneville, Department of the Meurtho, 
France, and at 18 was a French Hussar, and after- 
ward served in the Eclaireurs and the Forty-eighth 


and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Infantry. At- 
tention was called to them by some gossip about a 
horse which they were reported to have stolen. 
Capt. McDonnell hired a Frenchman known as Joe 
Chapeau to leary all he could about the affair, and 
he reported that there was truth in the gossip, and 
that Vielaume had left with an expressman named 
Dupont a statement of the robberies which he 
the Blaises and Joseph and Louis Lepine, who are 
now serving a term for chicken-stealing in Jersey, 
committed last Fall. The statement wus given to 
Dupont to prevent Charles Blaise from prosecuting 
Vielaume, who robbed him of a watch and chain, 
$15, and other property two weeks ago. Capt. 
McDonnell and Detective Moran began by feigning 
to arrest Dupont, who was glad to give up the 
statement and to betray the Blaises, who were 
arrested at No. 195 Greene-street. They gave 
information which resulted last night in Vie- 
laume’s arrest, jand at»10 P. {M. Capt. Mc- 
Donnell had recovered much of the property 
which, according to Vielaume’s confession, he, the 
Blaises, and the Lepines had stolen. After Vio- 
laume’s arrest all the prisoners made haste to con- 
fess all they knew. According to their stcry, all 
wanted money very badly at the beginning of the 
Autumn. Charles had been peddling linen during 
the Summer, the Lepines had been waiters in 
hotels, an Vielaume had been collecting 
grasses* and ferns for florists, an occupa- 
tion which he has pursued during the 
seven years which he has been in Amer- 
ica, The Lepines, who are Canadian habitans, 
and? the Blaises began to accompany Vielaume in 
his botanical excursions, which were in the neigh- 
borhood of Fort Lee, and as money grew scarce, 
schemes of robbery which had been talked over 
were put into execution. The three prisoners can- 
not remember their first crime, but in about five 
weeks they robbed a Protestant church on the 
banks of the Hudson, near Pleasant Valley, 
of lamps, prayer and hymn books, and other 
property. They*sold all except the books, which 
they threw away in the woods. At Carlstadt 
they sacked a Catholic church, taking from it 75 
yards of carpet, a crucifix, plate, a surplice, and a 
chasuble. The vestments they threw into a brook. 
The carpet they sold at No. 132 Greene-street, and 
the other articles were disposed of. At Walton 
Charles Blaise took a fancy to a farmer's horse 
which he saw grazing in afield. He succeeded in 
stealing the animal, which he sold for $50 toa man 
in Westchester County. At Bull’s Ferry they stole 
a set of double and a set of single harness from a 
farmer’s house, and from the stables of the Moun- 
tain House at Fort Lee they stole aset of double 
harness, which they concealed, and which Dupont 
afterward brought to this City. It was sold to one 
Richard, keeper of a saloon in Washington-sauare, 
for $24. At Cresskill Station they stole a small 
trunk, which contained male and female under- 
clothing and many articles of jewelry. They also 
stole ducks and chickens, and in one instance, after 
robbing a hen-roost, burned the out-building in 
which the poultry was. 

The quarrel occurred after the arrest of the Le- 

ines. It was in regard to the disposition of the 

orse. Charles Blaise had promised to clothe Vie- 
laume when he got the ys for it, as he was very 
ragged. Blaise did not fulfill his promise, and Vie- 
laume retaliated by robbing him. He sold the chain 
to Richard for $18, and, as under the amnesty 
to deserters from the French Army he 
was compelled to be in France by the 
16th March in order to avoid being newly 
declared a deserter, he prepared to leave New- 
York, and thought to scare Blaise into submitting 
to the robbery by leaving the statement with Du- 
pont. Capt. McDonnell began to hunt for the 
stolen property. In-the possesssion of a woman 
known as Swedish Mary, Vielaume’s donne amie, he 
found the following property which was in 
the trunk which was stolen at Cresskill: 1 gold 
and coral set; 1 bead and gold bracelet; 1 
gold bracelet, plain; 1 cameo brooch, a rustic 
scene; 1 gold neck-chain; 1 gold pencil, small; 1 
whip scarf-pin ;, 1 small gold heart, with hair in the 
centre; 1 hair ring, blonde hair; 1 child’s gold ring; 
1 pair of gold sleeve-buttons; 1 odd sleeve-button. 
He also recovered a set of double and a set of sin- 
gle harness and Charles’s watch-chain from Rich- 
ard, and discovered where the Walton farmer’s 
horse is. He is on the track of the other preperty. 
The prisoners, who are simple-looking men, and 


who are not certainly hardened or accomplished. 


criminals, will be taken to the Jefferson Market 
Court to-day. Dupont was not arrested, as Capt. 
McDonnell believes that however oddly he may 
have acted he acted in good faith.

SURFACE CARS IN COLLISION. 
NARROW ESCAPE OF SEVERAL PEOPLE IN 
AN ACCIDENT IN CHATHAM-SQUARE. 

A collision took place yesterday morning be- 
tween a Third-ayenue car that was on its way up 
town and a one-horse car of the Avenue D branch 
of the Dry Dock Railroad Company that was 
coming down with aload of passengers, in Chat- 
ham-street, where it opens into Chatham-square, 
at a point where the Avenue D line track crosses 
that of the Third-avenue. The collision resulted in 
the wounding of two passenggs, a man anda wom- 
an, and the general smashing up of the one-horse car. 
The Third-avenue car had only one passenger. The 
two cars approached each other at the ordinary 


rate of speed, and owing to the carelessness of one 
of the drivers no brakes were put on until it was 
impossible to avoid a collision. The passengers in 
the Avenue D car were frightened by the cries of 
the drivers, and made a rush for the rear deor 
when the crash came, throwing them in a heap to- 
ward the front. One passenger, Joseph Abels, of 
No. 380 Eighth-street, was less fortunate than the 
others. He is a jeweler by trade, and is em- 
ployed by a Fultor-street firm. He was on his 
way down town with some $400 worth of jew- 
elry in a sachel, that he had just finished. He 
sat near the money-box at the front window, and 
was reading a newspaper. He did not hear or see 
anything until after he felt the shock, and found 
himself jerked forward. The window was broken 
in, and the fragments of glass made several ugly 
cuts over his left eye andin the scalp on the left 
side of his head and spattering the blood over the 
paper, Another passenger who was hurt wasa 
young woman, likewise cut about the face by the 
glass, but not as severely as was Abels. A friend 
of the young woman put her into acarrilage and 
drove off, while Mr. Abels, assoonas he had re- 
covered from his fright, went to the Oak-street 
Police station and reported the case. Mr. Abels 
had his wounds dressed, and in relating his mishap 
remarked that this was his second painful accident. 
He had formerly worked for one of the Bond-street 
jewelry firms, and at the great fire in that street in 
1877 was seriously injured. 

The driver of Avenue D car, No, 51, was Patrick 
Kennedy. He said he had 29 passengers, and was 
driving down grade carefully when he saw the 
Third-avenue car coming up near the crossing. He 
called out to the driver to stop, at the same time 
putting down his own brake with all his 
might. But the track was frozen, and the 
momentum of the laden car down grade made 
it slide along the raiis towards the crossing, 
while the Third-avenue car driver, instead of stop- 
ping below the crossing, whipped up his horses and 
insisted on driving across. The consequence was 
that the Avenue DP car struck the, other in front. 
just as the horses were turned aside, and being of 
much lighter build,*was crushed in and thrown 
oft the track. »Kennedy thought he would be 
killed, and expressed his wonder at his miraculous 
escape without a scratch while standing at his 

ost. The other car sustained very slight damages. 

ts driver cast the blame upon Kennedy, stating 
that he had called on him to stop, and that he had 
refused. The Superintendent of the Third-avenue 
line said his orders to his drivers were to be partic- 
ularly careful when driving up or down Chat- 
ham-square, as the grade there was very 
steep. Although the Third-avenue line was 
the oldest in the City, and might claim 
right of way if it wished, his orders to drivers 
were that if they saw any car coming up or down 
the grade while they were near the crossing they 
were to stop and not to claim any right of way. 
The penalty of disobedience of this order was dis- 
missal. If the front of the Third-avenue car was 
struck it would indicate that its driver was to 
blame. He would examine him to-day and thor- 
oughly investigate the case.

A NEW INSURANCE QUESTION. 
PRIVILEGES DENIED TO COMMISSION MER- 
CHANTS—-THE TWO SIDES OF THE CASE. 

The position recently assumed by some of the 
leading fire insurance companies’ touching the in- 
surance of commissions is creating much comment 
among commission merchants, who, it is estimated, 
carry in this City over $30,000,000 of insurance. A 
large portion of this amount expired at the close of 
last year, and applications for renewals were duly 
made. On examining a new policy issued by a 
large foreign company, it was found that the 
words, ‘* Nor for any commissions on merchandise 


in the hands of consignees,’”’ had been added to the 
clause gawd the “exceptions absolute on ac- 
count of which this company shall not be liable.” 
The discovery was immediately communicated to 
several commission merchants, who within the past 
few days have requested their brokers to have 
all policies containing the werds quoted canceled 
at once. They regard the claim that the commis- 
sion on merchandise held on consignment is not in- 
surable as a gregt outrage, and believe that the 
companies should pay in case of loss the market 
value of the goods or the cost of replacing them 
after a fire. ey contend that the selling price of 
manufacturers’ agents is the market value, and 
that if the companies go into the market to buy or 
replace the damaged merchandise, they will be met 
with a price which includes commissions. They 
further claim that the whole business of commis- 
sion merchants, their rent, outlays for insurance, 
traveling agents, cartage, and all’other items of ex- 
pense are made out of the profit of the commissions 
of the sellers, and that if property be destroyed by 
fire they are thereby prevented from making sales 
and obtaining commissions. This, they say, is the 
gist of the trade, and if the insurance companies de- 
cline to pay for commissions, they deprive the 
ageuts of the only real interest they have in 
the property insured. Their claim goes even 
further than this, and is based on the 
assumption that their commissions are 
insurable as part of the market value in addition 
to the selling price, and that the companies have 
repeatedly paid such claims, thereby admittin 
their justice. One commission merchant wit 
whom a Times reporter conversed said: “It would 
revolutionize our business if the companies gen- 
erally determined not to allow anything for com- 
missions in settlement of losses, and we will fight 
the issue to the bitter endif, after years of acknow!l- 
edement of the justice of such,claims, the compa- 
nies now set up a different rule.” Nothing, in the 
opinion of this gentleman, would “alienate the 
commission merchants from the insurance com- 
pew quicker than an arbitrary course of this 

ind.’” Another merchant characterized the ex- 
ception clause in question as “preposterous,” and 
said that if the companies were to adopt it gen- 
erally commission merchants would get their insu- 
rance in Boston, where the Massachusetts stand- 
ard policy form, which contains no such condition, 
is in operation. 

At the recent national convention of insurance 
managers, in this City, the insurance of commissions 
was freely discussed. A resolution condemning 
the practice was introduced, and, after along de- 
bate, was finally referred to a special committee to 
report at the next convention. The gentleman who 
introduced the resolution, the resident manager of 
the North British and Mercantile, said he was in 
favor of allowing commission merchants such pro- 
portion of the commission as would have to be 
sacrificed by the manufacturer in case he wished 
to withdraw his goods. Mr. Peter Notman, Presi- 
dent of the Niagara, speaking of the question of 
commissions, said: ‘‘Supposing.the goods were 
sold, they would be sold at the market price. Sup- 
posing they were burned, they are paid for at the 
market price. Now, is there any change in the 
position of the commission merchant? Does the 
manufacturer, when he has sold them, if sold at 
nothing more than the manufacturing price, allow 
the commission merchant anything? If he does, 
then it comes out of the value of the goods, and 
we, paying the value of the goods, include that. The 
commission merchant gets his commission if he sells 
the goods; they are paid for (in case they are burned) 
at the market price. He is entitled to some pay 
from the manufacturer, and he gets the value of 
them. There is, therefore, no reason why we 
should pay more when they have’ burned than the 
commission merchant could get for them if they 
were sold.’”” Mr. Heald, Vice-President of the 
Home, contends that the commission merchant 
stands precisely in the relation before the courts 
that the retailer does after the goods have passed 
out of the handsof the jobber into the hands of 
the retailer. He believes that the question is one of 
considerable importance, and that the companies 
ought not to take a false position upon it or one 
contrary to the decisiou of the courts. The courts 
have held in so many words, says Mr. Heald, that 
whenever you insure the commission merchant 
ke is entitled to recover the full value of the 
goods. Now, what is the value of a thousand 
yards of prints ‘that are produced in two 
mills running side by side, and sold in adjoining 
stores in New-York? Each store is selling these 
goods at 9 cents a yard, with a commission off of 5 
percent. Thatisa commission from the owners 
of the goods. Is not the market value of the goods 
9 cents per yard? The courts say that the commis- 
sion merchant shall be entitled to recover the fuil 
value of the goods. Where the commission mer- 
chant undertakes to recover that and a commission 
in addition, and in advance, that is a different 
thing. ‘Our present policies,” continued Mr. 
Heald, *‘insure the commission merchant as owner, 
and the courts have decided that: he is entitled to 
the full value of the goods, without any reference 
to the terms of the consignment from the con- 
signor; that the consignor is not known in the 
case.”’ So far as the reporter could learn, a major- 
ity of the companies are in favor of continuing the 
course heretofore adopted by them in relation to 
insurance of commissions, and are opposed to any 
departure therefrom.

PROBABLE CLOSE OF THE TOURNAMENT CON- 


TESTS ON FRIDAY EVENING. 

Only four more of the 48 regular series of 
games of the National Pool Tournament remain to 
be played, and should there be no “ties” for the 
prizes the contests will be brought toa close on 
Friday evening. Yesterday Albert Lambert, Charles 
Schaefer, and Otis Field finished their part in the 


struggle and retire without carrying away any of 
the ducats to which they had aspired. «Lambert 


played his last game yesterday afternoon in 
O’Connor’s Amphitheatre. His adversary was 
young Joseph King, who experienced but little 
difficulty in beating him 11 gamesto 6. King is 
sure of one of the prizes. Lambert beat the Schaefer 
brothers in the tournament, but experienced de- 
feats at the hands of all the other competitors.

TROUBLE IN A COLORED CHURCH. 
The troubles which have agitated the Plane- 


Street Presbyterian Church, (colored,) in Newark, 
seem to be approaching the culminating point. The 
difficulty is between some of the members and the 
Pastor, the Rev. J. W. Davenport, and has already 
engaged the attention of the Presbytery, the Pastor 
being sustained by that body. At a meeting held 


Monday night a resolution was presented by 
Deacon Jacobus requesting the Pastor to resign. 
Among the reasons advanced why the Pastor 
should resign was that he had lost his influence and 
did not have the respect and confidence of the con- 
rregation. It was also alleged that the church had 
[ e— falling behind financially and socially under 
his administration. The resolution gave rise toa 
heated debate, pending which the meeting ad- 
journed for a month without taking any definite 
action on the resolution. Louis Hopkins said after- 
ward that many members of the congregation be- 
lieved that the minister was “ disbeneficial” to the 
church, and the membership was falling off, while 
the church is getting deeper and deeper into debt. 
There is nothing against the Pastor’s moral char- 
acter, but he is unsuccessful and not liked. Deacon 
Jacobus said the congregation did not love and re- 
spect the minister as they ought to love and respect 
a Pastor.

The accounting of Mr. William D. Shipman, 
as Assignee of the firm of Duncan, Sherman & Co., 
and of its individual members, Messrs. William 
Butler Duncan, William Watts Sherman, and Fran- 
cis H. Grain, was filed in the County Clerk's office 
yesterday. The schedule of the liabilities and 
assets of the insolvent debtors, filed on Aug. 
16, 1875, was: Liabilities, $4,910,130 89; nominal 
assets, $2,835,853 35, and actual assets, $2,119,368. 
Since that time, Assignee Shipman says he has re- 
ceived $2,773,492 27, has paid out $4,520,307 71, and 
has now on deposit with various trust companies 
$643,118 31. There are yet uncollected open ac- 
counts of the firm aggregating $78,088 80, and the 
property of the firm yet unsold or otherwise realized 
upon is valued at $318,873 22. The cash in the hands 
of the Assignee is $12,227 31. Mr. Shipman reports 
that his expenses in administering his trust were 
$105,254 28. The number of creditors of the firm is 
797. He reports also thatfrom Mr. William Butler 
Duncap’s estate he has received $271,645 51; paid 
out $148,539 75, and has on hand $123,105 76. 
From Mr. William Watts Sherman's estate he has 
received $39,505 37: has paid out $15,691 03, and 
has on hand $23,814 34. From Francis H. Grain’s 
estate he has received $21,750°79; has paid out 
$17,067 55, and has on hand $4,691 24.

A GOVERNOR INAUGURATED 


LUDLOW SUCCEEDS M’CLELLAN IN 
NEW-JERSEY. 
THE CEREMONIES IN THE SENATE CHAMBER— 
READISG THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS— 
PUBLIC AND PRIVATE RECEPTIONS. 


TRENTON, Jan. 18.—The only Democratic 
Governor north of Mason and Dixon’s line was in- 
augurated at the State-house this afternoon, and 
the whole day is being devoted to the ceremonies 
and to the State receptions which are wont to fol- 
low them. In times past the inauguration has 
been heralded by the booming of guns and all the 
possible pomp and circumstances of civic and mil 
tary display. Gov. Bedle delivered his inaugural 
to a crowded opera-house; Gov. McClellan went 
through the ordeal with uncovered head in the 
open January air—under the eyes of half the State. 
Goy. Ludlow is a man of better tastes. It would 
scarcely be proper to say that he is a man of simple 
tastes, for his request that the Senate chamber be 
selected as the scene of the exercises was prompted 
by the knowledge that they would acquire an air 
of dignity in the Senate chamber that no opera. 
house display or out-door exhibition could give 
them. Agreeably to his wishes the Senate chamber 
was put out of order for the ceremonial. The 
desks of the Senators were piled up in the bill 
rooms, and on the cleared spaces chairs were set in 
semi-circles. The ladies’ gallery was reserved for 
ladies, attended and unattended. The gallery on 
the other side of the chamber was set apart for the 
men. Two flags—national and State—were hung 


like curtains over the arch in President Hobart’s 
desk and dais stand. 

The houses held brief sessions. They did not meet 
until 11, and there was not enough work to keep 
them busy during the intervening hour. A short 
time before noon the Assemblymen formed in line 


and edged thelr way through the masses in the 
corridors to the Senate chamber. There the crowd 
was scarcely less dense than in the halls, and it 
was with difficuity that they found seats for them- 
selves in the chairs on the Senate floor.’ A few 
ladies had secured admission to the main body of 
the chamber. Some had even found their way into 
the crowded gentlemen’s ery on the other side 
of the hail. Inthe President’s room were many 
distinguished citizens of the State, among the 
ex-Senator Frelinghuysen, ex-Govs. Parker ap 
Ward, Judges Depue, Scudder, and Garretson, the 
Hon. Leon Abbett, Congressman Clark and Con- 
gressminan-elect Harris. Presently the Governor. 
elect appeared among them. Steps had been built 
to the level of one of the low windows lookin 
into the President’s room, and he had thus secur 
Senne without passing through the crowded 
all. 

When everything was in readiness for the display, 
Secretary Kelsey spread the parchment on which 
the official oaths had been inscribed on President 
Hobart’s table, and Chief-Justice Beasly sat dowz 
at the desk. Behind him sat Gov. McClellan and 
Goy. Ludlow facing each other. The Rey. Dr. John 
Hall, Gov. Ludiow’s Pastor in New-Brunswick, sat 
on the left of the desk, and President Hobart stood 
behind the Rev. Mr. VanBenschoten’s chair, on the 
right of the desk. President Hobart called the as- 
semblage to order, and the Rev. Dr. Hall invoked 
the Divine blessing. Then Chief-Justice Beasly ad- 
ministered the oath of office; that is, he looked on 
the parchment while the Governor-elect. read from 
it, and, when the Governor had kissed the Bible, 
took the book from him and laid it on the table. 
Goy. McClellan stepped forward and delivered the 
seal of State. There wasa mutual interchange ot 
compliments between the outgoing and incoming 
officers—Gov. McClellan congratulated the State 
that Mr. Ludlow had been elected Governor, and 
Gov. Ludlow praised the Administration of Gov. 
McClellan. Gov. McClellan then turned to Presi- 
dent Hobart and introduced the new Governor to 
him, and President Hobart, in turn, faced the mul- 
titude and made the. Sentors and Assemblymen 
acquainted with the new Exeéutive. 

In his inaugural address, which was then read, 
Gov. Ludlow briefly reviews the business interests 
of the State, which he finds generaily satisfactory, 
and which are, as he believes, established on a basig 
every day increasing in stability. New-Jersey, he 
says, is gradually passing from an almost purely 
agricultural and mercantilecommunity to a mixed 
condition, in which, in a very few years, manufac- 
tures will occupy a very important, if not predomi- 
nant, position. The agricultural interests are dis- 
eussed, and it is suggested that a change 
in the system of farming now prosecuted 
in many parts of the State will have 
to be made, if New-Jersey farmers expect to main- 
tain any footing with the farmers of the West. 
The current expenses of the State should be kept 
within their present limits, and nothing should 
be wasted in extravagance or useless show. 
Marked as has been the progress of the 
last 20 years in the public schools, there is 
yet, Gov. Ludlow thinks, room for a wise and 
economic extension. The demand for educa 
tional intelligencé such as will best develop tha 
resources of the State ought to be met by the 
estahlishment of schools which shall be fostered 
and directed by the State itself. The revision of 
the tax laws is regarded as an important matter 
demanding immediate attention, while the prepa: 
ration and adoption of a system of genera: laws fo1 
the government of municipalities is urged as a most 
important measure. The subject of convict labo1 
is treated at some length, and the Legislature igs 
earnestly requested to devise some plan that will 
lessen the uneasiness with which laboring men re- 
gard the methods now in vogue in the State 
prisons. While admitting the necessity for amend- 
ing the Constitution in several particulars, the Gov- 
ernor believes that a convention, rather than 
specific amendments, should be the means chosen 
to accomplish such a purpose. 

After the inaugural the Rey. Mr. Van Benschoten 
closed the exercises with prayer. Then came a re- 
ception in the executive chamber. A line of po- 
licemen divided the hall leading to the executiva 
office, and the music of a brass band in one of the 
side rooms lured the crowd to the reception-room. 
The stream of visitors went inin front of the-po- 
licemen and came out behind their backs. he 
Governor was serenaded | the Young Men’s Dra- 
inatic Club of Trenton, and by the Joel Parker and 
Kreuger Associations, of Newark. In*the evening 
there was a reception at which all the Senators and 
Assemblymen and many citizens of note were 
présent.

NORTH CAROLINA’S GOVERNOR. 
PRESENTING A ROSY VIEW TO IMMIGRANTS— 
A NEW DEMOCRATIC POLICY. 
RALEIGH, N. C., Jan. 18.—The inauguration 


of Thomas J. Jarvis as Governor, James L. Robin- 
son as Lieutenant-Governor, and the induction of 
State officers, took place this noon in the House of 
Representatives in the presence of a large audience. 
The oath was administered to Gov. Jarvis by the 
venerable Chief-Justic Smith. In his inaugural ad- 


dress he took advanced ground in favor of the de- 
velopment of North Carolina’s resources and edu- 
cation. He said the changes introduced by the war 
were many. It was clear that the Commonwealth 
moved with a quicker life than formerly. The genius 
of the former state of things was repose, that of the 


present is activity. He referred to the decrease in 


emigration and to the large increase in immigra- 
tion, and said that from these causes combined the 
population had in the last decade increased beyond 
any former ratio. Business had been diversified 
and pushed on with exuberant energy, and a spirit 
of enterprise pervaded all sections. The proof ot 
this was met on every hand—in the expansion of 
the staple crops, in new industries, in the multi- 
plication of tobacco factories, in the amounts 
of deposits in the banks, in the growth of towns, 
and in ways, indeed, innumerable. He dwelt upon 
the vast capabilities and resources of the State yet 
dormant, and insisted on making every exertion to 
obtain immigrants. He said to the immigrants that 
North Carolina held out unequaled inducements. 
Her laws were good, and nowhere were laws bet- 
ter administered. The two races which made up 
her population maintained, each with the other, 
relations of amity and kindness. Labor complica- 
tions bad been almost unknown, and had now 
wholly passed away. He referred to railroad dis- 
criminations. and suggested the appointment of a 
Commissioner of Railroads. He dwelt at great 
length on the necessity of improved educational 
methods, of larger appropriation for schools, 
recommending increased taxation, and declared it 
a question whether the money should be 
spent for the criminals or. for the chil- 
dren. He declared that the time had come 
for a bold onward movement in the great cause of 
education, and he demanded of the Democratic 
Party that it should go forward witn the work. 
He said the State must go forward, and if the Dem- 
ocrats would not direct her progress the people 
bn look for leaders outside of their ranks, 
here was no cause for despondency because of 
their failure to elect the President. ‘I do nottake 
a gloomy view of the future. If our party leaders 
will look alone to the public welfare and not te 
their own promotion or revenge, our standard shall 
again float in the sunlight of victory, and 
beneath its ample folds all men of all sections 
shall dwell together in peace and unity. The party 
has stood defeat, and it shall yet again endure 
success. It was born of the principles the fathers 
held, and as long as the principles live it cannot die. 
Some of its followers rom A be weak enough to desert 
it, others wicked enough to betray it, but none 
shail be strong enough to disband it.” ‘ 

The inaugural is long, and is regarded as very 
strong and important, marking out new lines 
of party policy. It was received with applause and 
satisfaction. Preparations haye been made for a 
large ball to-night; the weather is propitious.

FORTY-SIXTH CONGRESS 


ZJHIRD SESSION—Jan. 18. 


SENATE. 

The VICE-PRESIDENT submitted a communi- 
cation from the Governor of Nevada, detailing the 
results of the election in that State on Nov. 2, upon 
the question of a continuance of Chinese immigra- 
tion, when, in a total of 18,397 votes, the sentiment 
of the people was indicated by a negative vote of 
17,259, with only 188 yotes in the affirmative, and 
955 persons not voting. 

THE ISTHMUS SHIP RAILWAY. 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, moved to refer to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs the billon the cal- 
endar to incorporate the Interoceanic Transit 
Company and for other purposes. 

Mr. Epmunps, of Vermont, suggested that as a 
bill on the subject had been referred to tie Com- 
mittee on Commerce, the same reference should be 


made in the present instance. 

Mr. Vest stated that the bill on the calendar was 
the Eads ship railway project, upon which it was 
desirable, if possible, to have action at the present 
session. If it went to the Commerce Committee, a 
report upon it could not be expected, in view of 
the amount of business coming before that com- 
mittee, in the remaining six weeks of the session. 


The grave questions of international law involved 
brought the bill properly within the province of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. Vest’s motion was then agreed to. 


THE GENEVA AWARD. 


Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, said he had pro- 
posed calling up this morning his resolution in- 
structing the Judiciary Committee to report the 
Geneva Award bill, but he would defer doing so in 
view ofjthe absence of the Chairman,(Mr. Thurman.) 
He added that as there had been a near approach to 
unanimity at this session in the House and Senate 
upon the disputed point of compensating from the 
award persons whose ships or property had been 
destroyed by Confederate cruisers, he did not think 
action onthe bill itself should be delayed by dif- 
ferences of opinion in the committee as to what 
should be done with other moneys coming from 
the award. 

THE HOLLADAY CLAIM. 


The morning hour having expired, the Holladay 
claim bill came up as the regular order. 

Mr. Cameron, of Wisconsin, who had reported 
the bill from the Committee on Claims, defended 
the report, and replied to the arguments of the op- 
ponents of the claim. Replying to Mr. Beck’s criti- 
cism upon the unfavorable action of the committee 
on the cases of claimants named by that Senator, 
and alleged to have been equally meritorious with 
Holladay, Mr. Camexon stated the grounds for the 
committee’s action in each instance. 

Mr. Conniine, of New-York, by way of correct- 
ing an erroneous intimation in the debate that Hol- 
laday had been benefited by the change of route 
in 1862, exhibited a map of the original and subse- 
quent routes, showing that the length had been in- 
creased by the change. He further explained that 
the new line subjected the contractor to extra 
hardship, expense, and disadvantage. 

The Senate at 3:30 0’clock proceeded to vote upon 
the pending amendment of Mr. Kernan to refer 
the case to the Court of Claims, which was de- 
feated—yeas 23, nays 24. The vote in detail was as 
follows—[Republicans in roman, Democrats in 
italics;]}

Mr. THURMAN, of Ohio, proposed to strike from 
the bill the total amount of compensation therein 
named, namely, $526,739, so as to leave a blank in 
the space for the amount. Agreed to—yeas 28, 
nays 22. 

Mr. Cockre.it, of Missouri, moved to fill the 
blank in the bill by inserting $100,000 as in full pay- 
ment of all claims of Holladay. 

Mr. Garuanp, of Arkansas, said that, upon in- 
yestigation, he felt satisfied Holladay was entitled 
to the lowest of three differefit estimates of his 
loss, aggregating respectively $700,000, $526,000, 
and $365,000. He moved to amend the amendment 
by substituting the last mentioned figures—$35,000. 
Rejected—yeas 19, nays 29. 

Mr. Eaton, of Connecticut, moved to insert 
$266,900, which he said was the sum found to be 
due by aSen&tor who had made a careful investiga- 
tion. Negatived—yeas 22, nays 26. 

Mr. CaMERON, of Wisconsin, moved $200,000. Not 
agreed to—yeas 26, nays 28. 

Mr. TELLER moved $150,000. “Rejected—yeas 19, 
nays 32. 

Mr. Epmunps, in view of the lapse of time and 
the diversity of views at to the exact amount, 
doubted whether anything ought to» be paid the 
claimant. He submitted and advocated a substi- 
tute for the bill, renewing the proposition of Mr. 
Kernan, with a provision allowing affidavits of per- 
sons deceased, or beyond the jurisdiction of the 
United States, to be used by the court, and to be 
given 96 weight as the court may think them en- 
titled to. Not agreed to. 

The amendment of Mr. Cockrell was then 
adopted. 

The bill, as thus amended, was read a third time 
and passed—yeas 33, nays 19. 

After an ineffectual effort by Mr. Coxe to get up 
the bill to provide for the allotment of lands in 
severalty to the Indians on the several reservations, 
the Senate, at 4:50, adjourned. 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
THE GRANT BILL. 


Mr. Sparks, of Illinois, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, reported back adversely 
the billto place U. S. Grant, late General of the 
Army, on the retired list. 

Mr. McCook, of New-York, submitted a minority 
report, which, together with the bill, was referred 
to the Committee of the Whole on the private cal- 
endar. 

ARREARS OF PENSIONS. 


Mr. Casweit, of Wisconsin, from the special 
Committee on Bounties, reported a resolution di- 
recting the Committee on Appropriations to add to 
the Appropriation bill for the payment of bounties, 
an appropriation of $300,000 for the payment of ar- 
rears of pay and bounties to volunteer soldiers who 
served in the rebellion, to their heirs, and to dis- 
charged soldiers, which may be allowed and cer- 
tified after Dec. 20, 1880. Adopted. 


THE FUNDING BILL, 


The House, at 1:30, went into Committee of the 
Whole upon the Funding bill, the debate on the 
ending section and the amendment thereto being 
imited to one hour, 10 minutes’ debate to be 
allowed thereafter upon every substantive amend- 
ment offered. The pending amendment was that 
offered on Saturday by Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky, 
as a substitute for the fifth section of the bill. 

Mr. F. Woop, of New-York, said that he desired 
to remove an erroneous impression which prevailed 
with reference to the possibility of negotiating a 3 
per cent, loan at par. If he had had any doubt on 
this subject, he now held in his hand an authority 
which would have removed that doubt. The Finan- 
cial and Commercial Chronicle had for many years 
been published in New-York, and was referred to 
constantly to settle disputed financial questions. In 
its issue of Saturday last there had been published an 
article which he would ask the Clerk to read. The 
article states there is avery good prospect for the 
success of the negotiation of the 3 per cent. bond, 
but criticises the section of the pending bill which 
requires the national banks to take such a bond as 
security for their circulation. It further states that 
Wall-street is disposed to look favorably on the 
bill, and discount its passage. Mr. Wood referred 
also to the London Heonomist as authority for the 
statement that the 3 per cents could be floated, and 
gave it as his opinion that the bonds would com- 
mand within three months'a small premium. 

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, thought that if the pend- 
ing bill had been brought in for the purpose of pre- 
venting refunding, it needed but one or two things 
so make it perfect, and one was the amendment of 
the gentleman from Kentucky, (Mr. Carlisle,) which 
struck down every country national bank in the 
United States. He had made alist of institutions 
to which the Democratic Party was opposed, and 
had found them to be somewhat as follows: Na- 
tional banks,‘private banks, railroads, corporations, 
bondholders, the tariff, the improvement of har- 
bors, the defense’ of harbors, the Army, the Navy, 
home defénses, ship-huilding, and a fair election 
and,an honest count. [Laughter on the Repub- 
lican side.] What was that party in favor of? 
All he could find was forgery, fraud, and free 
whisky. The gentleman from lowa (Mr. Weaver) 
had said that there was a wail coming up from the 
common people in opposition to national banks 
and moneyed institutions, After the Maine elec- 
tion there had been no wail among the Democrats 
of lowa. The Democratic Party had got into such 
a position that every time the Greenback pullet 
laid an egg it did all the cackling, [laughter,}] but 
after the Indiana election color-blindness had taken 
possession of the leaders of the Democratic Party, 
and they did not know the handwriting of their 
neighbors. [Laughter.] The people of the country 
pad decided at the last election that the present 
banking system was a good one, 

After further discussion, Mr. Carlisle’s amend- 
ment was agreed to 7 a vote of 128 to 401. 

Mr. WHITTHORNE, of Tennessee, moved to strike 


out of the amendment just —_— the proviso 


that no bond upon which interest has ceased shall 
be exempted or shall be continued on deposit as 
security for circulation, &c. Rejected. ; 

Mr. Haw ey, ot Connecticut, moved to strike out 
the proviso re-enacting sections 5,159 and 5,160 of 
the Revised Statutes. It was proposed, he said, to 
revive a provision which practice had shown to be 
atterly impracticable, and the motive for it was 
beyond his comprehension. It was part of a series 
of measures which were going to make it impossi- 
ble for national banks to continue business in this 
country. 

The amendment was rejected—77 to 102. 

Mr. Harcu, of Missouri, offered an amendment 
giving to State banks the right to issue circulating 
notes on the deposit of 3 percent. bonds in the 
same manner as national banks. If Congress al- 
lowed State banks the same privilege in placing 
their funds in 3 per cent. bonds he argued that the 
loan would be popularized. It would not bea 
forcedJoan, but would become a popular loan. 

Mr. Harcu’s amendment was rejected—yeas 21, 
nays 37—the Republicans not voting. 

Mr. CuaLmers, of Mississippi, offered as a new 
section an amendment providing for the gradual 
retirement of the national bank notes and the sub- 
stitution in their place of non-legal tender ‘Treas- 
ury notes. Rejected. 

The reading of the bill was then completed, the 
tote in the last section, “1880,” being changed to 


Mr. Ban, of Missouri, offered a substitute for

the whole bill, authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to reserve for resumption purposes coin 
in the Treasury equal to 29 per cent. of all legal- 
tender notes outstanding and a sufficient sum of 
coin to redeem silver certificates, and to apply the 
residue to the redemption of the public debt. 

The Republicans at first showed a disposition to 
refraiu from voting, but finally other counsels pre- 
vailed, and they voted against the substitute, which 
was rejected by 43 to 106. ? 

Mr. GILLETTE, of Iowa, then offered his substi- 
tute providing for the redemption of United States 
bonds by the issue of $840,000,000 of Treasury 
notes and by the Imposition of an income tax, the 
revenue from which shall be used in redeeming the 
bonds. Ruled out on a point of order. 

Mr. Grtuerre then modified his amendment so as 
to escape the point of order. Rejected. 

Mr. Urprcrarr, of Ohio, moyed to amend the 
title of the bill so asto make it read as follows: 
“ A bill to defeat refunding, to increase the amount 
of interest on the om debt, to contract the cur- 
rency, to injure the public credit, and to depress 
the business and industries of the country.” Re- 
jected—yeas 59, nays 111. 

The committee then rose and reported the bill to 
the House, when Mr. F. Woop demanded the pre- 
vious question, which was seconded, and the main 
question ordered on the bill ana amendments. 

oe’ further action, the House, at 5:20 P. M., 
adjourned. — 

The following is the text of the bill as it was 
agreed to in Committee of the Whole and reported 
to the House: 

A Bit $0 facilitatethe refunding of the national debt. 

Be it enacied by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled; That all existing provisions of law author- 
izing the refunding of the national debt shall apply to 
any bonds of the United States pearing a higher rate of 
interest than 44% per cent. per annum which may 
hereafter become redeemable, provided that in lieu 
of the bonds authorized to be issued by the act of July 
14, 1870, entitled, ‘‘ An act to authorize the refunding 
of the national debt,” and the acts amendatory there- 
to, and the certificates authorized by the act of Feb. 
26, 1879, entitled, ““An’ act to authorize the issue of 
certificates of deposit in aid of the refunding of the 
publig debt,” the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized to issue bonds in the amount of not ex- 
ceeding $400,000,000, which shall bear interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent. per annum, redeemable at the 
pleasure of the United States after 5 years 
and payable 10 years from the date of issue, 
and also certificates in the amount of $300,- 
000,000 in denominations of $10, $20, and 
$50, either registered or coupon, bearing interest at 
the rate of 3 per cent. per annum, redeemable at the 
pleasure of the United States after one year and pay- 
able in 10 years fromthe date of issue. The bonds 
and certificates shall be in all other respects of like 
character, and subject to the same provisions as the 
bonds authorized to be issued by the act of July 14, 
1870, entithd “ An act to authorize the refunding of 
the national debt,” and acts amendatory thereto; 
provided that nothing in this act shall be so construed 
as toauthorize an Increase of the public debt; pro- 
vided, further, that before any of the bonds or cer- 
tificates authorized by this act are issued it shall .be 
the duty of the Secretary of the bef to pay on 
the bonds accruing during the year 1881 all the silver 
dollars of 412}¢ grains and all the gold overand above 
$50,000,000 now held in the Treasury for redemption 
purposes; but provided, further, that {nterest upon 
the 6 per cent. bonds hereby authorized to be refund- 
ed shall cease at the expiration of 30 days after no- 
tice that the same have been designated by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for redemption. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby au- 
thorized, in the process of refunding the national 
debt, to exchange at not less than pe any of the 
bonds or certificates herein authorized for any of the 
bonds of the United States outstanding and uncalled 
bearing a higher rate of interest than 44 per cent. per 
annum, and on the bonds so’ redeemed the Secretary 
of the Treasury may allow to the holderg@ the difier- 
ence between the interest on such bonds from the date 
of exchange to the time of their maturity, and the in- 
terest for a like period on the bonds or certificates is- 
sued, but none of the provisions of this act shall a 

ly to the redemption or exchange of any of the bonds 

ssued to the Pacific Railway Companies, and the 
bonds so received and exchanged in pursuance of the 
provisions of this act shall be canceled and destroyed. 

Sec. 8. Authority to issue bonds and certificates to 
the amount necessary to carry out the provisions of 
this act is hereby granted, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized and directed to make 
suftable rules and regulations to carry this act into 
effect; provided that the vo meepe y of pre “pee iy issu- 
ing, advertising, and disposing of the bonds and ceritf- 
icates authorized to be issued ‘shall not exceed one- 
fourth of 1 per cent. 

Sec, 4. That the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized, if in His opinion it shall become necessary, 
to use not exceeding $50,000,000 of the standard gold 
and silver coin in the Treasury in the redemption of 
the 5and 6 per cent. bonds of the United States an- 
thorized to be refunded by the Rovleans of this act; 
ana he may at any time apply the surplus money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, or so much 
thereof as he may consider propor, to the purchase or 
redemption of United States bonds or certificates; 
provided that the bonds and certilicates so purchased 
or redeemed shall constitute no .part of the sinking 
fund, but shall be canceled.

SURRENDER OF A STATION-HOUSE—A NEW 
BOAT FOR THE HARBOR POLICE. 

Ata meeting of the Police Board yesterday 
the Arion Society was given permission to hold a 
masquerade ball at the Madison-Square Garden on 
the 2ist prox. On the receipt of a communica- 
tion from the New-York City and Northern Rail- 
road Company, offering to pay any sum that the 
Police Department may have expended in the erec- 
tion of the Second Precinct Station-house, on con- 


dition that the Police Department surrender the 
lease of the property from the Ogden estate, and 
that it retain a station-house at Highbridgeville, 
Gen. Smith’s motion that the offer be accepted, 
without conditions so far as the Police Department 
is concerned, was adopted. The outlay has been 
about $3,800, and the project of mak- 
ing a new precinct from portions of the 
Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth Precincts will, 
it is believed, be abandoned. A complaint 
from the Department of Docks that snow and ice 
dumped into the river by employes of the Street- 
cleaning Bureau contain much dirt and refuse, was 
referred to the Street-cleaning Committee.  Per- 
mission was granted to a number of citizens to sell 
tickets fora benefit for the family of Michael I. 
Walsh, a patrolman of the Eight Precinct, who died 
recently. The benefit will be given at Cooper In- 
stitute on the 27th inst. Patrolman Lewis Connor, 
of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, and J. McCarthy, of 
the Eighteenth, who are under accusations, were 
permitted to resign. Nineteen Patrolmen were ap- 
pointed, and two ex-patrolmen were reappointed. 
Commissioner Mason reported on negotiations for 
the purchase of the boat Shady Side for a Harbor 
Police boat. The steam-boat company wishes to 
sell her because the elevated railroads Lave taken 
away much of its business. Mr. Mason said the 
Shady Side was well adapted to the purposes of the 
Police Department. She is just the boat the de- 
partment needs, and in Mr. Mason’s judgment 
ought to be purchased. The Moses Taylor, now 
used by the Harbor Police, is just about good for 
nothing, and it costs more than $7,000 a year to 
charter her. An offer has been made to sell the 
John W. Thompson, a larger boat than the Shady 
Side, for $36,000, but the Shady Side is large enough. 
It was decided t> purchase the Shady Side, and the 
Committee on Repairs and Supplies were author- 
ized to fit her up.

a A SKELETON IN COURT. 

The trial of Mrs. Deputy’s suit for $25,000 
against ex-City Works Commissioner Hazzard was 
continued in the City Court of Brooklyn yesterday. 
Dr. Hutchison testified 2that he had examined 
Mrs. Deputy and found no evidence of injury 


to the spine. In his opinion, the plaintiff 
was sufferin, from hysteria. the result of 
a nervous. functional disorder. He believed 
the plaintiff was honest in the description 
of her symptoms, but it was a fact known to all 
medical men that women suffering from hysteria 
would resort to all sorts of means to persuade the 
physician that they had such and sucha disease. 
The witness, taking the skeleton of a female from 
a box, showed how the spinal cord was protected, 
and the way in which it might beinjured. Dr. 
Hutchison undertook to demonstrate tothe jury 
and the court by the skeleton that Mrs. Deputy 
could not have received the injuries to the spine in 
the way she alleges she was handled and thrown by 
the defendant. The cross-examination of Dr. 
Hutchison was long and tedious, and consisted 
largely of hypothetical questions based on medical 
authorities. Drs. Verona and Cushing gave testi- 
mony similar to that given by Dr. Hutchison. The 
trial will be continued to-day.

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A TRIBUTE TO GEN. GRANT 


HIS SERVICES RECOUNTED IN A 
CONGRESSIONAL REPORT. 

BILL PLACING HIM ON THE RETIRED LIST 
REPORTED ADVERSELY BY DEMOCRATS 
—THE MINORITY EULOGIZE HIM AND 
URGE THE PASSAGE OF THE MEASURE. 

Wasutnoarton, Jan. 18.—The majority report 
presented in the House to-day by Mr. Sparks, from 
the Committee on Military Affairs, upon the bill 

“to place Gen. Grant upon the, retired list with 

the rank and pay of General,” simply states that 

‘the committee, having fully considered said bill, 

beg leave to report the same. back to the House 

with the recommendation that it do not pass.” 
Gen. McCook, of New-York, submitted the views 
of the minority in areport as follows: The bill 
was introduced in accordance with the recommen- 
dation of the President in his annual Message, 
that Congress should express by appropriate le- 
gislation its appreciation of the distinguished servi- 
ces of Gen. Grant during the war for the Union. 
That recommendation went to the extent of sug- 
gesting the propriety of creating the rank and title 
of Captain-General to be conferred upon him, but 
the minority, believing that in time of peace the 
creation of anew and hitherto unknown military 
title was not expedient or necessary to: carry out’ 
the purpose of the President, have agreed upon 
urging the passage of the bill referred to, and 
now before the House. The rank of General 
is the highest known to our laws governing 
the Army, and before it was held by 

Gen. Grant had never been conferred upon but one 

citizen, George Washington, the first President of 

the United States. In anticipation of hostilities 
with France, Congress, by act of May 28, 1798, cre- 
ated the rank of Lieutenant-General, and President 

John Adams commissioned Washington as such July 

4, 1798. By section 9 of the act of March 3, 1799, 

Congress provided that ‘“‘a commander of the 

Army of the United States should be appointed, 

and command by thestyle of Generalof the Army,” 

and that the office and title of Lieutenant-General 
should be abolished. There isno record in the 

War Department to show that the commission was 

actually issued to Gen. Washington, although the 

act was passed for him, but as the war with France 


was confined to a few engagements at sea between 
frigates, and as Washington died on the 14th of 
December, 1799, within nine months of the pass- 
age of the act, he never. exercised any com- 
mand under it. The circumstances under which 
the grades or offices of Lieutenant-General 
and’ General were revived are known 
doubtless to the House and to the country. Both 
had remained dormant for nearly three-fourths of 
a century—Winfield Scott having been made a 
Lieutenant-General by brevet only, by joint resolu- 
tion of Feb. 15, 1855, to take effect from March 29, 
1847. At the time when Congress revived the first 
title the Nation was engaged in a struggie with the 
great rebellion that followed the secession of sev- 
eral of the States and the establishment of the Con- 
federacy, and a whole people were in arms to pre- 
serve and maintain the Union of our fathers. 
Acting upon precedent established in the case, and 
recognizing the importance of creating a higher 
rank than that of Major-General, for the purpose 
of giving to the officers selected full command 
under the direction and during the pleasure of the 
President, Congress, by act of Feb. 29, 1864, 
ereated the rank of Lieutenant-General, and 
authorized the President to confer it upon some 
officer ‘to be selected from those in the military 
service of the United States not below the grade 
of Major-General, most distinguished for courage, 
skill, and ability.” Notwithstanding the long and 
brilliant list of Major-Generals from which the se- 
lection was to be made, there was no mistaking 
the sentiment of the Army and the country as to 
who should succeed to the title once held by 
Washington, and with the cordial and hearty ap- 
proval ot both, Abraham Lincoln nominated Major- 
Gen. Grart to the Senate, and he was commissioned 
Lieutenant-General, to date from March 4, 1864. 
What he did while exercising command under that 
rank the world knows and recognizes. On the 
25th of July, 1866, the title of General was re- 
vived by Congress, and the President was 
authorized to appoint, with the consent of 
the Senate, a ‘General of the Army. to be 
selected from among those most distinguished for 
courage, skill, and ability.” There was no limita- 
tion as to rank placed upon the President in mak- 
ing his selection, yet Andrew Johnson, without 
hesitation and in response to the demand of the 
country, nominated Lieut.-Gen. Grant, and he was 
commissioned General of the Army, to date July 
He discharged the duties of Gcneral until, 
by the votes of the people, he was called to the 
Presidential office, and on the 4th of March, 1869, 
he vacated his commission after enjoying the em- 
oluments of his a for but three years. 

The minority do not deem it necessary to refer 
in detail to the eminent services of Gen. Grant 
while serving in or commanding the armies of the 
United States. They are perfectly well known to 
all familiar with the history of the war for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion, and in our opinion fully 
justify the additional recognition on the part of 
the representatives of the people which we pro-° 
pose. They extend over a period of nearly 30 
years, from the time when Grant, as a young Lieu- 
tenant, won honor in the war with Mexico, to the 
period when he retired from_the command of the 
Army to accept the office of President. From Bel- 
mont to Appomattox, through Fort Donelson, Shi- 
loh, Vicksburg, Chattanooga, and the Wilderness, 
his movements and those of the armies under his 
command were followed by the hopes and fears of 
millions who felt that to him more than any other 
officer was intrusted the difficult prob:em of over- 
throwing and defeating the enemies of the Union. 
Itis no exaggeration to say that he was equal to 
any emergency in which he was _ placed, and it is 
no fulsome praise to assert that his courage, zeal, 
and deyotion to the cause of the Union never 
faltered during the long, and at times doubtful, 
struggle. From the beginning to the end of the 
war, inthe West as in the East, he was identified 
with our armies and a participant in all the im- 
portant battles and campaigns that marked its 
progress. He was never cast down by defeat nor 
unduly elated by victory; he was as magnanimous 
when successful as he was firm and unyielding 
when misfortune overtook him, and the manly and 
chivalrous terms which he granted to his great ad- 
versary and those under him when further resist- 
ance was hopeless, excited the admiration of both 
friend and foe. 

For the purposes of urging the passage of this 
bill, the minority do not think it necessary to enter 
upon a discussion of the services of Gen. Grant 
while President of the United States, as they wish 
to avoid, if possible, reference td anything that 
might arouse partisan feeling or prejudice in pre- 
senting their views to the House. Personally, how- 
ever, they believe that the historian of the future 
will point to his Administration as exceptionally 
humane, generous, and just, especially when the 
fact is recalled that it was at the period almost 
immediately following the war, when the passions 
of that terrible struggle had not yet subsided, and 
when the great party which had elected him 
President was in full control of all branches 
of the Government. They desire, however, to call 
attention to the fact that, in one sense of the word, 
Gen. Grant was not a free agent when he vacated 
his commission and surrendered a life position at 
the head of the Army. Had he consulted his own 
inclinations and his own pecuniary advantage, he 
would have remained in the profession for which 
he had been educated and for which he had dis- 
played all the qualities of a great commander, but, 
in response to a demand that was practically irre- 
sistible, he obeyed the call of duty, and surrendered 
the position of General. After his long and valua- 
ble services, he is to-day a private citizen, al- 
though, by common consent, the most distin- 
guished citizen of America. His name and 
fame as a soldier are known throughout the earth, 
and the nations of the Old World have made haste 
todo him honor. He does not come before Con- 
gress personally or by petition making a modest 
demand that his services shall be recognized. The 
bill for that purpose has been brought here in con- 
sequence of the recommendation of President 
Hayes, who commends to Congress the great ser- 
vices of Gen. Grant, and who asserts in his Mes- 
sage that his wise, firm, and patriotic conduct 
brought the war for the Union to a successful ter- 
mination. 

The minority also express the opinion that there 
isan overwhelming public sentiment in favor of 
some measure of the kind suggested by the Presi- 
dent, and they believe that a majority of the peo- 
ple, without regard to party affiliation, will indorse 
and approve it. They quote and and adopt the 
language of the President when he says that the 
Constitution of the United States contains prece- 
dents for the recognition of distinguished military 
merit, authorizing rank and emoluments to be con- 
ferred for eminent services to the country, and 
they refer to the Journal of this House, which bears 
eloguent testimony on more than one occasion 
to the valuable services of Gen. Grant, 
as shown by the formal thanks of the rep- 
resentatives of the people. Should the bil 
become a law it would place Gen. Grant upon the 
retired list of the Army, with the rank and pay 
proper of a General, but subject otherwise, as we 
understand it, to the provisions of law governing 
retired officers. The pay of the rank will be large 
enough to enable him to live in that comfortable 
and dignified retirement to which, in our opinion, 
he is clearly entitled by his past services, and which 
he was in receipt of when he was called to the 
Presidential chair. The measure is one of simp'e 
justice to a man whose services cannot be esti- 
mated in dollars and cents, for we merely state a 
historical fact when we say that in the first centur 
of the existence of the Republic no citizen, with 
the possible exception of George Washington, has 
filled so many distinguished offices and discharged 
so many important and responsible trusts as Ulysses 
8. Grant. For these and other reasons the minority 
dissent from the report of the committee and rec- 
ommend the passage of the bill.

A COMPANY THAT WAS NOT INSOLVENT. 
Claiming that the Peru Steel and Iron Com- 

pany, of which he was then President, owed him 

$6,950, the late Charles Bliven sued, on behalf of 

himself and other stockholders, for the dissolution of 

the corporation, asserting that it was insolvent. A 


decree of dissolution was granted by the Supreme 
Court in oy 1879, and a Receiver was appointed 
to wind up the affairs of the company. In Decem- 
ber last the Trustees of the company petitioned the 
court to vacate the decree. ‘The prayer of the veti- 


tioners has been granted by Judge Barrett, in Su-

MANY DELAYS IN COUKT. 


LAWYERS TO BLAME FOR A GOOD PART OF 
THEM—JUDGES INDIGNANT. 


Much talk has been heard recently respect- 
ing the law’s delay, and many plans have been for- 
mulated to overcome it. The Judges of the various 
courts of this City have been criticised severely, 
and somewhat unjustly, for their failure to lessen 
the number of cases upon the trial calendars, when 
the failure has been in great part due to the negli- 
gence of lawyers and their abuse of court rules. 
It is customary, for instance, fora Judge to mark 
a case as ready for trial and to keep it on the day 
calendar upon the mere statement of a lawyer in- 
terested in it that he is engaged actively in another 


ease. To imply that the other case is on trial, 
without actually making a misstatement of fact, 
does not impose a serious strain upon the average 
lawyer's conscience, and if it did, it is probable 
that he would brace up the conscience to withstand 
it, in view of the subsequent advantage of keeping 
his case from going to the foot of the general cal- 
endar. In this way a Judge will often have a dozen 
cases upon his day calendar marked “ready,” and 
yet be compelled to adjourn for Jack of a case to 
try immediately. 

for several months past such a condition of 
affairs has frequently occurred in the Circuit parts 
of the Supreme Court. On Monday, Judges Van 
Vorst and Donohue had to adjourn Parts II. and 
Ii. after spending only an hour each in taking 
petty inquests. Neither Judge could get a case to 
try yesterday, and both expressed indignation at 
the methods of counsel. Judge Van Vorst said he 
could not assist in needlessly imposing expenses 
upon the City, and that thereafter he should run 
his day calendar strictly, forcing down such cases 
as were not ready when calied, and thus making 
room for new cases from the general calendar.

A POLICEMAN ASSAULTED. 

Among the prisoners in the Jefferson Police 
Court yesterday were Daniel Cogan, aged 19, of No. 
237 West Twenty-second-street; James Harrington, 
aged 19, of No. 114 West Twenty-second-street, and 
William Johnson, aged 22, of No. 210 West Twenty- 
seventh-street, charged with assaulting Policeman 
Stewart, of the Thirtieth-street Police station. 
Officer Stewart’s head was almost covered with 
strips of plaster, and he seemed bruised from head 
to foot. The nose of tha prisoner Harrington was 
split open, and both of his lips were cut open to 
the bone, from nose to chin. Officer Stewart stated 


that at about 1 o’clock yesterday morning there 
was a disturbance in West Twenty-seventh-street, 
between Sixth and Seventh avenues, and when he 
ordered the party to disperse Harrington seized 
him by the arms and the others attacked him. He 
was knocked down, kicked, and beaten. Regaining 
his feet he rapped for assistance, and his assailants 
fled through an alleyway and to the top of a five- 
story tenement-house, in the rear of No. 127 West 
Twenty-seventh-street. When assistance arrived 
the officers followed, and when they appeared on 
the roof Harringten attempted to escape through 
the scuttle of the house next in the row, but find- 
ing this closed he jumped to the roof of another 
building two stories below, receiving the injuries 
mentioned above. The officers expected to find 
him dead, but the prisoner soon recovered con- 
sciousness. Cogan and Johnson were arrested on 
the roof of the house. Cogan and Harrington were 
held by Justice Patterson in $1,000 bail each for 
trial. Johnson was fined $10 and committed to the 
Work-house for six months in default of $1,000 bail 
for his good behavior.

THE CARE OF THE HARBOR. 

At a meeting of the Pilot Commissioners 
yesterday a communication was received from the 
Light-house Board saying that they had given up 
attempting to replace iron buoys while the season 
of floating ice continues. Seventeen have already 
been carried away. Hereafter, until the water is 
clear, the shoals will be marked by spar buoys ex- 
clusively. A complaint was made by Arbuckle 
Brothers, the coffee merchants, that the Atlantic- 
Avenue Railroad Company, of Brooklyn, is dump- 
ing snow, ashes, and refuse into their slip, and 


asking what authority the firm had in the matter. 
The Secretary was instructed to inform them that 
they have a good case for damages at law, and that 
if they will forward legal proof to the Commis- 
sioners, action will be taken by the latter. A com- 
plaint was received from the Dock Department 
charging the employes of the Street-cleaning 
Department with dumping refuse into the North 
River off the foot of Bloomfield-street. Affidavits 
on which the accusations were mainly based 
accompanied the complaint. The matter was re- 
ferred to the counsel of the board, who said that 
the proof offered was too vague to be of any use in 
law, and the Secretary was instructed to commu- 
nicate that opinion to the Dock Department, witha 
recommendation that the Police Department be 
asked to warn its employes against violating the 
law. Inspector Conway complained against the 
Atlantic-Avenue Railroad Company for dumping 
refuse into all the Brooklyn slips, particularly that 
at the foot of Joralemon-street, which, he said, has 
been filled up to the string-piece. The Secretary 
was instructed to notify President Richardson that 
he is rendering himself ligble to a heavy penalty. 
Inspector Conway also charged the employes of the 
Eighth-Avenue Railroad Company with dumping 
snow and ice into the slip foot of Canal-street, but 
as this is out of the jurisdiction of the board the 
matter was referred to the Dock Department.

The Refunding bill has been reported by 
the Committee of the Whole for the final 
action of the House. Discussion has been 
closed under the previous question,.and the 
bill will, therefore, be fully disposed of to- 
day. The Carlisle amendment, whose opera- 
tion was fully explained in these columns 
yesterday, forms section 5 of the bill 
as reported, and the Samford proviso about 
paying out all the coin reserve of the Treas- 
ury in excess of $50,000,000 of gold for 
the redemption of maturing bonds will be 
stricken out. Otherwise the essential features 
of the bill are likely to remain unchanged 
so far as the action of the House is con- 
cerned. How far it is a workable measure 
may be judged from the fact that the Sccre- 
tary is authorized to issue bonds to 
the maximum amount of $400,000,000, 
redeemable after five years and payable 
after ten years, and to issue cer- 
tificates to the amount of $300,000,000, 
redeemable in one year and payable after 
ten, both kinds of securities to bear interest 
at the rate of 3 per cent. per annum. It is 
expected. that the Senate will either increase 
the rate of interest or extend the period of 
redemption

Anrong the United States Senators who 
‘were elected yesterday, or whose election to- 
day’ was made certain, were Mr. Dawzs, of

silion to Mr. Dawes among men of his own 
party would probably have been greater if 
he had not been already the occupant of the 
place to be filled, in which his record has 
been ‘every way creditable, if not at all bril- 
liant.

People have almost forgotten about 


* Harry’’ GENET, and the announcement 
that the Court of Appeals has affirmed his 
conviction of some seven years age will ex- 
cite but a languid public interest. Yet of 


all the survivors of the Tweed Ring there is 


gone meaner, more dangerous, or more ra- 
pacious than the showy swindler whom an 
edmiring:crowd of vulgar ruffians used to 
denomimate as ‘‘Prince Hal,’’ ‘‘ Bluff 


Harry,”’ and other equally misplaced titles 
of distinction. Tae Tres long ago called 
him ‘*the lesser Tweed of Harlem,’’ and 
the parallel with his master extended so 
far that the Democrats of the Twenty-first 
Assembly District elected him to the Legis- 
Jature while he was under criminal indict- 
ment, and found him a convicted felon be- 
fore the term of his Lezislative service had 


begun. As Chairman of the Railroad Com- 
mittee of the Senate in the golden era of 
pickings and plunder, Genet is said to 
have made the positjon worth $100,000 ‘a 
year, and he went into the Young Democ- 
racy fight simply to secure a larger share of 
the good things which the Ring seemed dis- 
posed to, monopolize. The foundations of 
the Harlem Court-house, valued at $80,000, 
and charged at $300,000, are a lasting me- 
morial of the price which the City paid for 
GENET. é 


If there be any moral in the Genet case 
beyond that of the interminable delays of 
the law when there is plenty of monéy on 
one side and merely public rights on the 
other, it is that the cleverest rascal may 
sometimes overreach, himself. GENET got 
rich in the Legislature. Two checks of 
Tom Fiexps, evidently part of the plunder 
from the volunteer firemen’s claims, were 
traced to his bank account; he had sinecure 
positions for his father-in-law, two brothers- 
in-law, and a cousin, and he had all the 
chances which such a man could have 
wished to grow fat on in the Harlem Court- 
house job. But Genet, with the not 
uncommon infatuation of his class, 
‘transferred, with the slightest possible at: 
tempt at concealment,* materials intended 
for,the Court-house to the building of his 
own house, and finally brought himself 
within easy reach of State prison by, as 
Tue Times expressed it, ‘‘ getting money 
for materials never furnished, on the 
strength of a bill every item of which was a 
falsehood, and by means of a“warrant whose 
indorsement was a forgery.’? Meaner knaves 
may envy the good fortune of GENeEr in de- 
feating justice so long; rascals of his own 
calibre may fairly take warning from the 
ultimate triumph of slow-footed justice. 


A BURNING QUESTION. 

The men who have a right to be regarded 
as leaders among the colored people of the 
South show an appreciation of the impor- 
tance ofeducating them to an understanding 
of their rights and duties as citizens, which 
is altogether a hopeful sign. ‘The eagerness 
of the freedmen generally for education, and 
for a higher degree of fitness for the exercise 
of their political privileges, is the best justi- 
fication of the policy which raised them 
at once to the plane of civic manhood as 
a means of defense. in their emancipated 
condition and as an incentive to the mental 
and social progress which should make that 
defense effectual. The strongest argyment 
against that policy has been based on their 
ignorance and their incapacity to exercise 
political rights intelligently. Ignorance 
and incapacity were unfortunate facts 
in their condition and have produced 
disastrous consequences which were to be 
expected. These consequences, deplorable as 
they may be, and inevitable as they must 
now be admitted to have been, do not 
vitiate the soundness of the policy without 
which the freedmen would have sunk into a 
condition of virtual serfdom. But they do 
impose upon the Nation the duty of lend- 
ing its aid in fitting them for the use 
of the weapon of defense that has 
been placed in their hands. The result of 
their ignorance is that the unrestricted 
exercise of their rights produces the evils 
which must always flow from a blind use of 
power. Not understanding the purposes with 
which they should act nor the consequences 
that are to be produced by their action, 
they are easily misled and made use of by 
designing and selfish leaders. Thus an ex- 
cuse is afforded for the indirect means 
of curtailing their power which have 
been resorted to, and their ignorance, again, 
makes them comparatively helpless to re- 
sist the assaults upon their rights. Most of 
them do not fully understand what their 
rights are, do not know ‘when they are vio- 
lated by subterfuge and fraud, and are not 
able to employ the means which would be 
Within the reach of intelligent men for their 
protection. That all this is ‘understood 
by the few who are educated was shown in 
the plea of the delegation that recently 
visited Gen. GARFIELD at Cleveland for 
national help in the education of the colored 
freedmen. 

The duty of the Nation toward the enfran- 
chised blacks 1s ably discussed by Judge 
TourGEE in the current number of the 
North American Review, and there is perhaps 
no man in the country who has shown a 
fuller understanding of the subject in all its 
bearings. He deals with it not simply as a 
matter of duty to the race which the 
Nation has raised out of a state of bond- 
for which it and not the race 
responsible, and which it has

placed in its present uncomfortable position, . 


but as an urgent matter of defense for the 
Nation itself. He shows that 45 per cent. of 
the voters of the Southern States are unable 
to read their ballots, by far the larger propor- 
tion of illiteracy prevailing among the newly 
enfranchised race. Consequently, the illit- 
eracy of the South, plus 6per cent. of its 
voters who are ableto read, canexercise the 
entire power of those States. If the illiterate 
vote is neutralized by force or fraud, 
a majority of the intelligent voters, or only 
28 per cent. of the whole number, will ex- 
ercise their entire national strength. There 
is presented, then, the alternative dangers of 
honest but incapable ignorance and of dis- 
honest fraud or unlawful violence. It isun- 
necessary to dwell upon the peril to the Na- 
tion that is mvolved in either of these, the 


consequences of one or the other of which 
are inevitable unless a remedy for the ex- 
isting state of things is found. There is 
but one remedy, for to deprive the illiterate, 


composed largely of freedmen, of the suf- 
frage would not be just, nor could it be ac- 


complished by any honest means. The peril 


of ignorance must be dispelled by vigorous 


measures for the education of the people. 
It is necessary to enable them to exercise 
their rights in a manner that shall re- 


dound to their own good and the 
well-being of the States in which they 
live; it is necessary to secure for them 
protection in the exercise of their rights at 


all; it is necessary,“ in order to save the 
Nation itself from a danger that threatens it 


with renewed disaster. So far as the colored 


people of the South are concerned, they are 
willing and anxious for the remedy. They 
will doubtless do their part. It is be- 
lieved that there is a strong and growing 
sentiment among the intelligent whites in 
favor of the policy of universal education 
and that they will lend their aid in carrying 
it out, But the States cannot be relied on 
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to furnish the means and appliances unaided, 
and, however well-disposed they might be, 
the task is too great for them. They are not 
solely responsible for the evil, and they 
would not benefit alone by the remedy. 
The Nation has a duty and a responsibility in 
the premises which it cannot evade. 

Judge TouRGEER discusses at some length 
the power of Congress to deal with the mat- 
ter, sind finds it in the overpowering necessi- 
ties of the case. The basis of his argument 
can best be briefly suggested by quoting his 
view of the nature of the Federal Constitu- 

-tion. He says: ‘‘The positive authoriza- 
tions and inhibitions of the written instru- 
ment are, of course, in no case to be disre- 
garded; but the silences which lie be- 
tween have been peopled with  in- 
cidental powers until the fabric of 
a compact and harmonious nationality 
bids fair to rise by natural and healthy 
growth out of the imperfect federation 
which our fathers adopted.’’ In_ these 
“‘silences’”’ is tobe found authority for all 
those ‘‘incidents of national power’’ that 
are ‘ essential to its existence, development, 
and perpetuity,’? and among these is such 
provision for the education of those who 
wield the right of suffrage as may be neces- 
sary to the national safety. As to the 
method of applying the remedy which Judge 
ToURGEE advocates, we have space only 
for the briefest outline. He gives his rea- 
sons against the assumption of the duty of 
educating citizens by the general Govern- 
ment itself, without reference to State or- 
ganizations, and against placing a national 
fund in the control of the States themscives, 
and recommends the appropriation of a 
fund in aid of primary schools, to be 
administered under the supervision and 
control of the national Government. 
The essential features of his plan are that 
the fund should be raised by direct appro- 
priation; that it should be distributed on the 
basis of illiteracy; that the schools aided 
should be free to all and ‘open for a speci- 
fied portion of the year; that there should 
be a thorough system of inspection and 
reports, and that the sum _ allowed 
should not be more than one-third or 
one-half enough to support the schools in any 
case, the necessary balance being provided 
by State taxation or private subscription. 
The facts, arguments, and recommendations 
presented by Judge TouRGEE, of which we 
have’ given a very inadequate idea, are 
worthy of the most thoughtful attention, - 
and whatever the conclusion may be in re- 
gard to the plans and methods suggested, 
there can be no question of the pressing im- 
portance of the object which he advocates. 


ANTI-KEFORM TACTICS, 


It is an encouraging sign, with regard to a 
reform of the civil service, that its opponents 
are compelled to attack a purely imaginary 
séheme, invented by themselves, instead of 
addressing their criticisms to any proposition 
that has been seriously made in Congress or 
in the press. Such tactics are no sign of con- 
fidence on the part of those resorting to 
them. A morning journal in this City, for 
instance, after claiming a very high charac- 
ter for the service as it stands, asks: ‘‘ Does 
any one suppose that this condition of affairs 
would be improved by vacating all the places 
and throwing them open to the test of com- 
petitive examinations?’ Andit adds its sol- 
emn opinion that ‘‘a retroactive system of 
competitive examinations would work infin- 
ite mischief. ’’ 

There is not, so far as we know, a single 
gentleman prominently interested in the re- 
form of the civil service who would not re- 
gard any such plan as is bere described as a 
blunder, and s6 obvious and foolish a blunder 
that no one has thought of suggesting it ex- 
cept the superserviceable partisan journal 
from which we have quoted it. The bill which 
Mr. PENDLETON introduced on the 10th em- 
bodies the views of the gentlemen whom the 
Tribune thinks it witty to call ‘‘ professional 
reformers.”’ It is as far as can be from pro- 
posing any such upsetting of the service as 
the 7ribune warns us against. It simply 
provides for competitive examinations as a 
preliminary test for applicants for future 
appointment or future promotion. This 
test is not conclusive. It must be followed 
by a period of probation, and itis only when 
the capacity and character of the applicant 
are found satisfactory during such; period 
that an appointment is finally made. This is 


as cautious and conservative as the most 
timid could desire. But against a measure 
of this sort the objections of the Tribune 
could not be made. It is cheaper and easier, 
therefore, to set up another measure—‘‘a 
system of competitive examinations, retro- 
spective in its operation, to which all sub- 
ordinate officials in the service, holding their 
places by appointment, shall be subjected.’’ 
This is a man of straw which the feeblest 
partisan pen can overthrow. The alleged 
authors of it can be treated loftily, and with 
an air of benignant contempt. In proposing 
so impgacticable a thing they are only pur- 
suing ‘‘ what they believe to be their mis- 
sion.”’ ‘They must be reforming something. 


There is always some public abuse that.they 
must be whacking at with the great cure-all 
of the ‘Be-it-enacted.’’’ All of which 
tremendous sarcasm, it will be seen, is 
thrown away. 

Pleasing and easy as is the task to which 
this opponent of reform has set himself, it 
is as useless as it is disingenuous. After the 
man of straw has been tipped over and torn 
to pieces and danced upon,, the original and 
real object of assault remains untouched, 


vigorous and healthy, and fairly sure of get- 


ting on in the world. It is no sort of ad- 
vantage to the enemies of reform to try to 
mislead the people as to what the reform 
really is. That might do for a while, 


but when the public understands the 


matter it will only be the more ear- 
nest and determined on account of the 
foolish tricks played upon it. Nor is it any 
more shrewd to appeal to partisan prejudice 
in regard to the matter, It may cause some 


delay for the time being, but it only pro- 
vokes discussion, and, in the long run, the 
reform which is based on common sense and 
justice, on the right of the country to get 
the best officers it can, and on the necessity 


of making the officers responsible for the 
performance of their duty and not account- 
able to politicians, will gain the public ap- 
proval. It is no argument against the re- 
form to say that the Democrats who sup- 


port it wish to deprive the Republicans of 
patronage. The great mass of Re- 
publicans care nothing for patronage. 
They did not vote for Mr. GarrieLp be- 


cause men of their party held subordinate 
positions under the Government, or to keep 
them there. Very likely, also, the Democrats 
would repeal the law, or disregard it, if they 
were in power. They would have done the 
same thing with nearly every important law 
passed since 1860, but that was” no reason 
why the laws should not have been passed. 
Supposing that they are sure to want a civil 
service in which all the places could be 
given out as rewards to politicians, they will 
find it harder to get such a service if they 
have to abolish a well-established contrary 
system first before they can lay their hands 
on the places. , 

‘The price of a pure and efficient public 
service,’’ says the oracle of the, Tribune, ‘is 
the same as of liberty—constant vigilance. 
No law, no system, will make up for the 
want or do away with the necessity of it.”’ 
Precisely; and water will always run down 
hill, and two and two will never make five. 
But what have these propositions got to do 
with the fact that officials who know that 
their admission to and advancement in the ser- 
vice depend on their own merit will be more 
efficient and more pure than those who de- 
pend on political favor? Is there any rea- 
son why this precious vigilance should not 
be practiced at the entrance doors of the 
service as well as afterward? Will the Gov- 
ernment, any more than any other employer, 
get servants who need less watching by 
choosing and changing them on the rec- 
ommendation of politicians, instead of 
examining their capacity as care- 
fully as possible in the first instance, and 
then testing it by a term of probation, and 
finally by making the employe feel that 
nothing can help him if he does not do his 
work well, and nothing can prejudice him if 
he do? The truth is, that the more nearly 
one gets down to the real facts in this re- 
form, the more it is seen to be a simple mat- 
ter of the application of business principles 
to the business of the Government. It does 
not involve any abstruse considerations, and 
no party, honestly desirous of administering 
the Government fairly, can be injured by it.

THE HOLLADAY CLAIM. 

The Senate has passed what is known as 
the Holladay claim, reducing the amount 
from $526,739, as originally demanded, to 
$100,000, which is what a Yankee would 
call ‘“‘considerable of a drop.’’ It is quite 
possible that even this comparatively small 
sum may be too large. But, considering the 
formidable array of claims made in the orig- 
inal schedule of losses,: presented by the 
claimant, it is ridiculously small. Honma- 
DAY was employed as a sub-contractor in 
carrying the mails between the Missouri 
River and Salt Lake City rom 1860 
to 1866. The entire service to Cali- 
fornia, from the Missouri River, cost 
the Government $1,000,000 a year. Of this 
sum HonLLADAy, as sub-contractor, received 
$450,000 per annum. Indian hostilities hav- 
ing broken out, the line from the Missouri 
River to Salt Lake City was in danger. As- 
saults were occasionally made by Indians, 
and according to the affidavits of Honua- 
DAY’s agents and employes, much property 
was destroyed. It became necessary, finally, 
to change the route of the mail service, and 
to invoke the protection of the United States 
troops. These changes were made several 
times, certain short sections being moved 
as circumstances seemed to require. 

Houuapay claims that he lost a large sum 
of money by the changes of route and by the 
depredations of Indians. He. lost money 
by being compelled to abandon stations and 
depots already built, by being obliged to 
build new structures, and by the destruction 
of valuable property by the Indians. He 
also puts in an additional claim for forage 
and subsistence furnished to the Federal 
soldiers occupied in protecting his route. 
He further says that in this business of 
transporting the mails he employed 110 
coaches, 1,750 horses and mules, and more 
than 450 men. The value of this property 
appears in the itemizing of the various indi- 
vidual losses. For example, the horses and 
mules are usually invoiced at $200 each, 
the sets of double harness at $110 each, the 
stage coaches at $1,200, hay at $50 per ton. 
HOLLADAY says that when the safety of 
the route was threatened, he went to 


Washington and laid tke case before 
President LincoLn and Postmaster-General 


Buark. These functionaries said that 


the service must be continued at all hazards. 
The President, according to Hoapay, 
said that the contractor should be protected 
by the military, and that Congress would 
reimburse him for any losses which he might 
sustain. As we have seen, a military force 
was ordered to protect the line of service; 
and now the contractor comes to Congress 
and asks that he be paid $526,739 for losses 
incurred. 

Tu justice to HonLapay, it should be said 
that this ancient claim was first brought to 
the attention of Congress in 1866. It was 
not favorably considered, and, some discus- 
sion having arisen as to the proper committee 
to which it should be referred for considera- 


tion, it failed entirely. The claim reappeared 
in 1872, six years afterward, when it was 
proposed to send it to the Court of Claims. 
It was again withdrawn, and it now reap- 
pears, greatly enlarged and improved. But 
the claim has been before Congress, at odd 
times, nearly ever since it was first intro- 
duced, occasional lapses into silence not be- 
ing considered evidence that it was ever 
abandoned. ‘This should be said in explana- 


tion of the great age of the claim. 

But there is no denying that the claim 
was absurdly large. It is doubtful, indeed, 
if it had a basis of justice. HOLLADAY car- 
ried the mails from the Missouri River to 
Salt, Lake City at his own risk. He could 
have asked release from his contract at any 


, time, if he found the service extra hazard- 
ous. He did ask for and receive mili- 
tary protection, and his claim that 
he persisted in carrying the mails under 
great hardship and at great loss, at 


the express command of the President 


of the United States, rests upon a slender 
foundation. Furthermore, it is notorious 
that, as this was the only rapid transporta- 
tion across the continent, the line was amply 
maintained by receipts from passengers, who 
paid enormous prices for their passage. The 
structures built along the route were inex- 
pensive; and they were hotels for his pas- 
sengers, boarding-houses for his employes, 
and depots for his trading posts, as well 
as ‘‘stations,” for which he now demands 
payment. Finally, there were months dur- 
ing which Houiapay did not make a single 


trip over the route, and when the mails 
were transported in army wagons driven by 
enlisted men in the service of the United 
States. Senator PLums, who commanded a 
troop of Kansas volunteers during the time 
when the overland mail service was in a 
state of chaos, testifies that his men per- 
‘formed the work of the sub-contractor, and 
that the sub-contractor subsequently _ re- 
ceived $50,000 or $60,000 for doing this 
very service. 

The Holladay claim is a sentimental and 
personal one. Mr. Hoxnuapay is described 
as a genial gentleman who entertains hand- 
somely and who will be bankrupted if the 
Government does not pay him half a 
million for carrying the mails during a time 
when it owas necessary that they 
should be carried. But it also happens 
that Mr. Hox~uapay has been engaged in 
divers other enterprises, on sea and land, 
some of which are quite as likely to have 
caused his present financial embarrassment 
as the Indian depredations of 1861-6. In- 
deed, it is questionable if the now celebrated 
Holladay claim would have grown so great 
if steam-ship lines from San Francisco, up 
and down the coast, in which Mr. Honua- 
DAY was once a mighty operator, had con- 
tinued to pour wealth into his coffers. It 
is related of the claimant that when he was 
in the heyday of his prosperity, in San 
Francisco, long after he had been ‘ bank- 
rupted’’ by the Indian depredations of 1861- 
6, he was asked to subscribe a sum for the 
election expenses of a candidate for United 
States Senator. The great man said 
that he had owned every species of 
property beneath the sun—horses, mules, 
coaches, steam-ships, and mining stocks—but 
never had owned a United States Senator. 
He would subscribe. This was many years 
ago, long before any of the present Pacific 
coast Senators were chosen. But the genial, 
open-handed, and hospitable sub-contractor, 
who has the freedom of tlie Senate and the 
cheerful good-will of the employes of Con- 
gress, has proved to the world that, if he 
does not own a Senator, he has a strong per- 
sonal claim.on the affectionate interest of 
many Senators. 


THE REMEDY. 

Scientific men have agreed that there is 
something very mysterious in connection 
with the bursting of steam boilers. They 
tell us thateven the best of boilers managed 
by the best of engineers will sometimes un- 
accountably burst. Of course, there is no 
lack of theories to explain these boiler 
freaks. It has been suggested that the water 
sometimes decomposes, and that the hydro- 
gen gas thus set free explodes and tears the 
boiler to pieces. Thus it has been imagined 
that the water, with malice aforethought, 
puts itself into a spheroidal state, thereby 
becoming rather more explosive than dyna- 
mite, and finally there is the pretense that 
electricity is in some way generated by su- 
perheated steam, and that exploded boilers 
are thus struck by their own lightning. 
None of these theories, however, have ever 
been proved to be true, and, in the nature of 
things, cannot be so proved. ‘The scientific 
persons have, therefore, been compelled to 
admit that boilers often burst in a mysteri- 
ous way, and that many boiler explosions 
are entirely inexplicable. 

Of course, they are wrong. ‘Their error, 
like most errors of which scientific persons 
are guilty, is due to their professional inca- 
pacity to perceive objects in the immediate 
neighborhood of their personal noses. They 
can find dut how much Jupiter weighs, and 
how high a Saturnian flea can jump, but 
they fail to see facts which one would think 
would be perfectly obvious to them. There 
is usually no mystery whatever about the 
bursting of steam boilers. The cause is as 
plain as the effect, and the only trouble is 
that scientific persons do not see the connec- 
tion between the two. 

Were it to be proved that the boiler which 
burst under the sidewalk the other day was 
old and worn out, besides being badly con- 
structed; that the engineer was ignorant 
and incompetent, and that he neglected his 
duty, these facts would be universally held 
to constitute a full explanation of the affair. 
-As it is, we are told that the boiler was only 
twelve years old, ‘and was in excellent condi- 
tion; that the engineer was a skillful and 
careful man, and that he had taken every 
precaution to prevent an explosion, strange 
as it may appear. Yet no one seems to see 
that in these facts must be sought the cause 
of the explosion. If we hold incapable en- 
gineers responsible for the explosion of bad 
boilers, we ought to hold skillful engineers 
responsible for the explosion of good boil- 
ers. Nothing can be plainer than that the 
Eleventh-street boiler blew up because it was 
managed by an able and careful engineer, 
and was in excellent condition. 

If we recall the various boiler explosions 
of the last three—for that matter, thirty— 
years, we shall find that, without one excep- 
tion, the boilers were in good condition and 
were in charge of licensed engineers, who 
were unusually capable and careful men. 
The proper authorities had duly inspected 
the boilers, ascertained that they would bear 
a much greater pressure than would be at 
any time put upon them, and that they were 
duly provided with safety valves, gauge 
cocks, and all-sorts of desirable things. The 
engineers had all been duly examined, and, 
after proving their fitness to act as engineers, 
had been furnished with beautifully engraved 
certificates. As the history of every boiler 
that has burst shows precisely this state of 


precedent facts, the conclusion that in 
these facts lay the causes of the explosions 
is irresistible. 

Bearing on this matteris a vast amount of 
evidence. 
used to burst very frequently, but of late 
years, since the law in regard to inspection 
has been relaxed, -they rarely burst. At 
present there can be found on board of 
many steam-boats certificates asserting that 
the boiler is not built of iron of a certain 
thickness; thatit is not furnished with plugs 
of fusible metals: that it has nof a locked 
safety valve beyond tae control of the engi- 
neer, and that in many other respecis it is 
not what it ought to be, and is therefore 
permitted to carry, say, forty pounds of 
steam. The ‘‘nots”’ in certificates of this 
kind are not printed but written, and timid 
people fancy that the boilers to which they 
refer must be unsafe. On the contrary, 
these are the boilers which hardly ever 
burst, evidently for the reason that they are 
not in the very best condition. 


In former davs. during the ‘‘oil fever.’’ 


For example, steam-boat boilers” 


the valley of Oil Creek was full of engines 
driven by second-hand boilers, which were 
never inspected, and were, for the most part, 
managed by men and boys who knew abso- 
lutely nothing about the duties of an en- 
gineer,fexcept that if a fire was made under 
a boiler containing water steam would be 
generated, and that by opening the throttle 
the engine could be started. A boiler ex- 
plosion at Oil Creek was almost unknown— 
a result which is what might have keen ex- 
pected in accordance with the theory above 
set forth. Had the Oil Creek boilers been 
in good condition, and under the charge of 
licensed engineers, who can doubt that they 
would constantky have exploded from what 
the scientific persons would have called 
‘‘mysterious causes ?’” 

No candid person can deny, in view of 
these facts, that a sound boiler is a danger- 
ous thing, and that the presence of a careful 
and competent engineer is the only thing 
needed to insure its ultimate explosion. Had 
the boiler of the Westfield been in charge of 
a small-boy instead of a licensed engineer, 
who knew his business so well that he 
testified that in his opinion a ‘‘ vacuum”’ 
meant ‘‘ bad air,’’ it would never have,burst. 
If we want to put an end to boiler explo- 
sions we must abolish the practice of having 
boilers inspected and tested by the authori- 
ties, and we must forbid any able and care- 
ful engineer to approach them. Since steam 
boilers were invented it has never been 
shown before any Coroner’s jury or any 
official board that an exploded boiler was in 
bad condition or that it was in charge of an 
ignorant and careless man. And yet, in- 
stead of learning the lesson taught by ex- 
perience, we have gone on using good boilers 
and employing able engineers when the in- 
fallible remedy of using bad boilers and per- 
mitting only the most ignorant and careless 
persons to have charge of them was within 
our easy reach. 


The details of the fighting before Geok- 
Tepe wHich the Russian Bureau of Public 
Instruction has chosen to tender to the 
world show, even through the coloring which 
Gen. SKOBELEF® has cast upon them in his 
dispatches, that the Turcomans are fighting 
with unflagging bravery and determination. 
It is said that 30,600 Tekke Turcomans—a 
number which is probably much exaggerated 
—sallied forth on the 11th inst. from Geok- 
Tepe and carried the Russian outworks in 
spite of a heroic -defense. The Turcomans 
were finally repulsed by a continuous 
cannonade, and one wonders how 
it was, if the cannonading was sub- 
sequently so effective, that the Turco- 
mans were ever able to carry either 
Russian outworks or parallels atall. It is 
admitted that the Russian ‘loss was 
heavy,’’ but that the Turcomans lost much 
more severely, ‘their dead filling the Russian 
trenches. It may be presumed, however, 
that the Turcomans could not have been 
much disheartened by their losses, because 
when ‘they observed the Russians resuming 
the building of their fortifications they re- 
newed their attack upon the Mauscovites 
with their entire strength. According to 
SKOBELEFF’s dispatches, this formidable at- 
tack was again repulsed by strong artillery 
fire at close ranges, and, instead of being 
aggressors, the Turcomans are now being 
closely besieged in Geok-Tepe, the fortress 
and fortified outworks of which are being 
bombarded. That the Turcomans have 
hitherto been so_ successful in _ stop- 
ping the tussian advance beyond 
Geok-Tepe says much for their natu- 
ral courage and indomitable love of 
liberty. The British Government at: least 
ought to view the conduct of the Turcomans 
with a certain amount of admiration, as had 
it not been for their strong hostility Ryssian 
troops would longere now have penetrated 
to Merv, ‘along the Attrek Valley, from 
their powerful base at Krasnovodsk, on the 
Caspian. Such a fuss is made in England 
about the importance of Merv that there 
would be little short of a panic there if the 
Russians succeeded in reducing Geok-Tepe 
and marching onward as they may please to 
positions in the immediate vicinity of North- 
ern and North-western Afghanistan. 


Occasionally an ‘‘ unannealed idiot’? may be 
seen complacently walking ths streets of this City 
accompanying a tremendous bloodhound, ,invaria- 
bly said to be ‘“‘as gentle as a kitten.” But itis 
within the bounds of possibility that the animal 
(we now refer to the hound) may attack a peacea- 
ble wayfarer and tear and rend him unto death. In 
such a case, it is also probable, the owner of 
the brute would be mobbed by an ungoyv- 
ernable and _ indignant crowd. Mobs . are 
very much like bloodhounds in their fe- 
rocity. In the country, the rural savages 
let their bloodhounds loose, now and again, to the 
great destruction of the infant population of the 
neighborhood. One ortwoinstances of this sort 
of maiming by proxy have recently been reported 
in the newspapers, the owners of the hounds being 
specially anxious, subsequently, that no barm 


should come to their pets. It is said that no law 

can reach the dog. It is high time that there should 

be a law to reach the man who keeps on his prem- 

ises a dangerous beast. If this is not done, some 

exasperated parent, resenting the killing of his 

child, may pass over the dog and “ go for” the man.

In his biennial Message to the Legislature, 
Goy. Krxyxeap, of Nevada, declares, without 
reservation of any sort, that ‘the great need of 
Nevada is cheap and facile transportation.’”’ In 
proving this heis able to show without any dif- 
ficulty that while the State is extraordinarily rich 


in resources, both agricultural and mineral, its val- 
leys are so hedged ingby mountain ranges and the 
distance from markets is so great as to render the 
products of many of the richest localities practi- 
eally valneless. During the past two/ ° ars com- 
paratively little has been done toward supplying 
the crying want referred to. Still, a commence- 


ment has been made. A narrow-gauge road has 
been constructed from Battle Mountain to 
Austin, a distance of ninety miles. Another 
narrow-gauge road has been partially, com- 
pleted and equipped from Mound House 
to Hawthorn, on Walker Lake, a distance of one 
hundred and six miles, and still others have baen 
surveyed, and will doubtless |be completed during 
the coming year. The Governor recommends that 
local railway building be encouraged in every pos- 
sible way, and all capital invested in such enter- 
prises guaranteed the fullest protection. And 
in this connection it may be stated that Nevada 


isso situated as to railways that the people have 


very little to fear from monopolies. By the 
most stringent laws the Commonwealth has 
absojute control overits highways and public do- 
main. The State Administration is fully empowered 
to protect the people against any and all forms of 
extortion by companies to which {it grants char- 
ters, and the Legislature can at any time reduce or 
limit fare and freight rates, and prevent unjust dis- 
crimination by carriers of every class. In conclud- 
ing his Message, the Governor speaks in the most 
hopeful terms of the future of Nevada, and pre- 
dicts that ina very few years the State, by reason 
of vast mineral resources and other induce- 
ments to intelligent immigrants and capitalists, 
will be among the most populous, prosperous, and 


progressive of the new Commonwea!lths.

To judge of the reception of Epwin Boora’s 
performances in London by the dispatches sent 
hither, and by the quotations generally made from 
the British press, it would appear that his recep- 

lou. Was meagre enough and of a very discour- 
aging character. We have heard New-Yorkers, 
after reading the City newspapers, express their 
surpr'se that the tragedian should continue, as 
they put it; to play in the face of so much preju- 
dice and inappreciation. The public here seem to 
haye a very inadequate idea of how he is regarded 
by the public over there. Booru himself has 
written. in various private letters to friends on this

side, that he is satisfied with his London success; 
that he draws largely and steadily despite adverze 
criticism.and very mild, flavoriess commendation 
in certain quarters, and that he is constantly re- 
ceiving evidence of marked approbation trom per- 
sons of prominence, judgment, and culture in the 
British Metropolis, Nobody would suspect this by 
the journalistic reports from England. He could 
not, for example, have been damued with faint 
praise more effectually than by the London Stana- 
ard, as cited in our columns yesterday; and yet 
the Standard appears to have been chosen for its 
favorable opinion of the American actor, The 
people who go to the Princess's Theatre night after 
night evidently hold a very different view of his play- 
ing from what many of the journals do. Otherwise, 
it wéuld be tmpossible for him to be satisfied, alldw- 
ing him to own a modicum of self-love, or even ta 
be resigned to his London greeting. As he has 
said, the box-office tells whether he is lixed or not, 
The longer he remains, the more admiration he 
wins. His present engagement is for three months, 
but it is altogether probable that he will be induced 
by his manager, who is very desirous that it shouid 
be so, to.make another engagement, and that he 
will act in London until the end of May at least, 
carrying him into the height of the social season. 
It is the general belief of his friends that the longer 
he stays the more he will be approved, and that the 
Spring will be far more auspicious to his enterprise 
than the Winter has been. As everybody knows, 
he is acting atthe Princess’s under manifold disad- 
vantages. The antecedents of the theatre, the 
company, the setting of the pieces, the severity ot 
the weather, are all against him. And yet his suc- 
cess is genuine, undisputed, and incontrovertibly 
growing. Henxy Irvine, who is now so very popu- 
lar in London, needed years to receive apprecia- 
tion, and many Englishmen think it the highest 
evidence of Boorn’s genius that he should have 
gained a firm foothold there, in the teeth of sa 
many discouraging conditions, before the close of 
the second month of his engagement.

The project of using the Great Eastern for 
the transportation of cattle from Africa has, it 
seems, been definitely abandoned. To what pur 
pose, actual or intended, she will be turned 
next, it would be hard to say. She is indeed 
an ill-fated vessel—she has been unfortunate 
from the very start—and her history is a cu- 
rious combination and continuation of mishaps 
and disasters. Twenty-eight years ago an Eastern 
Steam Navigation Company was formed in England 
to maintain an ocean trade to the East round the 
Cape of Good Hope. The next year the Directors 
decided that such a trade would not pay, owing ta 
the expense of supporting coaling stations along 
the route, unless the ship could carry coal enough 
for the round trip. Arrangements were accordingly 
made to build a vesse! which would transport 1,000 
passengers, 5,000 tons of merchandise, and 15,000 
tons of coalforfuel. The result, with many changes 
in the original plan, was the Great Zastern. She 
Was some years building, and was finally ready to 
launch in November, 1857. To avoid the danger of 
launching so long a vessel stern foremost, she was 
constructed with the broadside toward the river, 
on a timber foundation of vast strength, with 
sloping rails down to the water. - The ship 
was too heavy, or the rails) were too 
gradual, and various efforts were made, and 
$300,000 or $400,000 spent before she was got 
off. After completion it was uncertain what 
would come of the trade to and from Australia; 
consequently, it was determined to send her hither 
on atrial voyage. The attempt proved very un- 
fortunate. She left the Thames Sept. 8, 1859, but 
an explosion oceurred off Hastings, killing and 
wounding a number of persons, and bringing the pro- 
posed trip suddenly to an end at Weymouth. After 
costly repairs, bitter recriminations and various law- 
suits, and the death of Brunet, her planner, she 
again set sail for this port in June, 860, and reached 
here in eleyen days. For nearly a twelvemonth 
she plied between Englana and the United States, 
but steadily lost.money, not making sufficient, in 
fact, to pay for ber current expenses and for con- 
stantly needed repairs. In December of 1861, when 
there was some prospect of trouble between thi3 
Nation and Britain, the Great Hastern carried some 
two thousand troops from England to Canada with 
a degree of comfort never before experienced by 
so large a body of men. After that the company 
did not know what to do with her, and she might 
have rqtted at her moorings had she not been 
wanted to lay the Atlantic cable in 1864. She has 
since been repeatedly employed for the same pur- 
pose, and always with satisfaction. Nevertheless, 
she has proved a very expensive luxury, She has 
cust, if is said, to date, including numberless re- 
pairs, some $25,000,000, and has never returned one- 
quarter of that sum. She has gained such a namo 
for ill-luck—all sailors are superstitious—that it has 
always been hard to find seamen willing to ship on 
her. She has ruined more than a dozen men, and 
she may last long enough to ruin a dozen more.

One of the subjects which is now exercise 
ing the ingenuity of the gentiemen who compose 
the British Odontologieal Society is whether the 
art of stopping teeth or binding them together was 
known to the ancients.

in and out among them; and that he has seen the 
same thing in museums in the Vatican and else~ 
where. From these facts he presumes that it is 
quite probable the ancient Egyptians had more of 
less skillfal dentists. His deduction is rather sup- 
ported by a gentleman who is positive that he once 
saw in the Meyer Museum, in Liverpool, the jaw: 
bone of a mummified Egyptian in which a number . 
of teeth were secured by‘a golden wire. It is also 
claimed that the Hindus, 600 years ago, knew some- 
thing about the art of binding together teeth that 
were disposed to abandon each other’s company- 
Mr. Brices, in his ** Rise and Fallof the Moham- 
medan Power in India,” describes 2 battle in which 
Koorvus-0op-Din, the famous General of MonamMED 
Guory, who built the Kootub, a tower which rises 
near Delhi to a hetght that makes it one of the 
most beautiful wonders of the world, slew witi an 
arrow a powerful Rajah, whose corpse was afters 
ward identified, according to the writings cf 
Ferisut, by his artificial teeth, which were bound 
together by wires of gold. These facts are very in- 
teresting and curious, and should teach anew to 
modern dentists SoLtomon’s lesson that there ig 
nothing new under the sun, not even teeth-stop- 
ping nor loose teeth binding. They may, however, 
boast, with every probability of remaining uncon- 


tradicted by scientific explorers, that at least 
neither Romans, Egyptians, nor old Hindus knew 


how to minister to a mouth diseased by using an- 
zsthetical pain-soothers.

THE DISTRESS AND DISORDER IN 
IRELAND. 

ORGANIZATION OF RELIEF WORKS IN COUNTY 
CLARE—A WARNING AGAINST THE OB- 
STRUCTIVE POLICY OF THE HOME 
RULERS. 

Lonpon, Jan. 18.—The distress in County 
Clare, Ireland, is worse now than it was last 
year. Ths Lord Lieutenant has ordered a pre- 
sentment to the Court of Sessions for the or- 
ganization of relief works. 

.During the State trials at Dublin yesterday, 
the Catholic Bishops of Donegal, Meath, and 
Killala were seated beside the traversers. 

A dispatch from Rome this evening savs: 
“The Popé has sent a request to Archbishop 
McCabe, of Dublin, to publish throughout Ire- 


land the recent Papal letter concerning the 
agitation there. The Pope expresses regret 
that, contrary to his instructions, the publica- 
tion of the letter has been delayed.” 

In last night’s debate in the House of Com- 
mons the Marquis of Hartington warned the 
obstructionists that the Ministry would be 
unable to calm the feelings of irritation 
which have arisen in the House and in the 
country. The Right. Hon. Hugh C. Childers, 
Secretary of War, replying to a question in 
regard to the recent explosion at Salford, said 
the Government were well aware of the cir- 
cumstances in which they were placed, and 
were taking all due precautions. The London 
correspondent of an Edinburgh paper says: 
**The Government are fully aware of existing 
dangerous conspiracies among Irishmen in 
several large towns of England.” 

The 40 members who voted in the minority 
on Mr. Lalor’s motion in the House of Com- 
mons last night for an adjournment of the de- 
bate were all Home Rulers. 

The drst meeting in connection with the 
movement in England against coercion, for the 
organization of which a committee of Home 
Rulers has been formed, will probably be held 
in Birmingham on Saturday next, when Mr. 
Parnell will attend.

Yeff telegraphs on the 11th inst. announcing 
that on the 9th, at 6 o’clock in the evening, 
50,000 Tekke Turcomans made a sudden sortie 
from Geok-Tepe and assaulted the Russian 
trenches, which were manned by 19 companies 
of infantry and 100 Cossacks acting as infan- 
try, with 3 siege guns and 21 lighter guns. 
In spite of a heroic defense by these troops, the 
Turcomans carried the Russian outworks, and 
also part of the second parallel, capturing four 
mountain guns and threesiege guns. The Rus- 
sians then opened an artilery fire,and the reserve 
simultaneously attacked the enemy, who were 
dislodged from all the points they had cap- 
tured. All the artillery was retaken, with the 
exception of one mountain gun, which had 
been carried off during the early part of the 
engagement. The Russian loss was heavy. 
One company of an Apsheron Regiment alone 
had 32 men killed, including a Major and a 
Captain, and 10 wounded, and one officer 
taken prisoner. The Turcoman losses were 
much greater; their dead filled the Russian 
trenches. _ Simultaneousiy with this attack, a 
considerable body of Turcoman cavalry made 
a sortie on the Russian camp, which was sub- 
sequently repulsed. After the Turcomans 
had been repulsed orders were given for 
laying athird parallel. As soon as the Turco- 
mans saw the works begun they renewed the 
attack with their entire strength upon the 
whole Russian front, but were compelled to 
retire into the fortress by the artillery fire at 
close range from the Russian second parallel. 
The laying of the third parallel was completed 
on the 10th inst., and on the same day the fort- 
ress and strongly fortified outworks were bom- 
barded. At 3 o’clock in the afternoon the Rus- 
sian columns made an assault, and, aiter a 
severe struggle, captured the outworks. The 
bombardment by siege artillery was still-pro- 
ceeding on the lith inst, The total of the Rus- 
sian losses in the action of the 9th and i0th was 
9 officers and 82 men killed, and 8 officers, 102 
men, and 8 members of the medical staff 
wounded. The behavior of the troops was ad-

AN OIL FIRE AT POINT BREEZE. 


——_—__—_.>— -—— 
GREAT DESTRUCTION CAUSED BY THE EXPLO- 
SION OF A TANK—THE Loss $150,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—Soon after 20’clock 
this morning an explosion occurred in one of the 
oil tanks at the works ofthe Atlantic Refining Com- 
pany, which was followed by other explosions and 
“a conflagration which spread rapidly among the 
various buildings, and was not brought ‘under 
control until noon.’ The scene of to-day’s 
fire is the same as that of the disas- 
trous fire of 1879, when the buildings, a 
great quantity of oil, and five ships in the,river 
were destroyed, entailing a total loss of nearly 
$500,000. The establishment is owned by the 
Standard Oil Company, and managed and operated 
by the Atlantic Refining Company. It covers about 
45 acres of ground, running back about half a mile 
from the east bank of the Schuylkill to 


the railroad leading to the wharves of the 
International Navigation Company at Girard Point. 
This space before this morning was covered with 
substantial structures, mostly of brick, those of 
the old buildings which were left’ of the previous 
fire having been torn down to make way for others 
of a more commodious character. On the grounds 
there are upward of 100 tanks, with a capacity of 
1,500,000 barrels, although there were not more 
than 400,000 barrels on the premises this morning, 
the greater part of which was stored in the tanks 
far back from where the fire originated. 

The tank which exploded first had in it about 
6,000 barrels of oil, being a large iron structure, sit- 
uated at the extreme eastern end of the property, 
about 500 feet from the river. Just before the ex- 
plosion men were at work pouring oil into it from 
a still near by. The origin of the fire is unknown, 
but it is presumed by the manager of the works 
that in filling the tank from the still the 
oil in some manner became heated. and coming in 
contact with the gas in the tank caused the explo- 
sion. It exploded with a terrific report, throwing 
the burning oil in all directions and igniting every- 
thing inflammable with which it came in contact. 
The concussion smashed all the glass in the vicinity, 
and was heard several miles away and down the 
river as far as Chester. The entire giass roof of one 
of the bleacheries was shattered, the office windows 
were smashed in, and the large brick house just 
below the works was much shaken, and all the 
window sashes were broken. Four people were in 
the house at the time, all of whom were thrown 
from their beds, and one, Miss Lizzie Brooks, 
had her hip fractured’ by the fall. The 
distance to the fire was so great that the en- 
gines and hose-carts of the city fire department 
were delayed by the exhaustion of the horses, 
which were relieved by mules from the gas works, 
meeting them a mile or more from the scene uf the 
fire. At 2:55 0’clock the flames had assumed such 
alarming proportions that a’second alarm was 
sounded, and before additional assistance was ren- 
dered the second tank had caught fire,and the oil was 
burning fiercely. The great volume of oil flowed 
rapidly over the ground, and about 5 o’clock the 
fire reached another of the large tanks, and again 
there was a fierce explosion, which practically undid 
all the effective efforts of the firemen. The burning 
liquid then poured through the pipes and trenches 
beneath the surface of the ground connecting the 
tanks with the great warehouse of the river front, 
and the flames burst out with fearful force in the 
south end of the building. The warehouse was 
quite new, having been erected since the last, con- 

agration, and was 600 feet long, fronting directiy 
on the river, and was about 50 feet deep. 
It contained 10,078 cases of oil, each case holding 
10 gailons. The light shelter sheds of the wharf 
were licked up like paper, and upward of 200 bar- 
rels of oil, which were stored: under them, were 
quickly consumed. 

Lying at the wharf were three vessels, all loaded 
with oil, ready to leave the docks. The Police tug 
Wave was on duty, however, and while the fire- 
men on shore struggled with the rapidly increasing 
fire in the warehouse, she drew the ships out of 
danger. The first was the Competitor, in whose 
hold was stored 83,200 cases of refined oil. She was 
towed down the river and accidentally run aground. 
The Maryland. with about 20,000 cases, was also 
drawn down the river, while the Porfero de Mar- 
tino was towed up the stream a shot distance. She 
had 16,498 cases on board. The burning oil next 
communicated with a big storehouse belonging to 
the Atlantic Petroleum Storage Company,and it was 
completely destroyed. Fortunately it was empty 
at the time, but it cost upward of $8,000 when built, 
a short time ago. The property of Messrs. Le 
Conte & Perkins, case manufacturers, was 
damaged to the amount of about $2,000. 
The fire in the big warehouse was too much for the 
firemen, and,although immense quantities of water 
were poured upon the roof, the whole length of 
the structure succumbed in a very short,time.: The 
last portion to resist was the extrenie northern 
end, where a very stout brick wall stood. It was 
feared that when that fell large quantities of the 
oil would be precipitated into the river and would 
be carried up with the tide and extend the confla- 
gration to the gas-works. Accordingly, a 
boom was stretched across the river, so as to 
provide against any danger of that kind. 
Several other buildings were filled with steam so as 
to make them as moist as possible, and by 2 P.M. the 
firemen were allowing the fire to burn itself out. 
considering it under control, the wind then being 
fortunately in the opposite direction from the most 
valuable offices and largest storage houses. The 
loss will probably amount to over $150,000, and 1s 
fully covered by insurance by means of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company’s reserve fund.

The fire originated 
inthe varnishing-room, on the second floor, and 
burned through to the first floor, causing a loss of 
about $4,000.

The brick workshop at the State prison at 
Concord, N. H., occupied by J. F. Waring & Co., of 
New-York, inthe manufacture of felt hats, was 
partially burned early yesterday morning from 
some unknown cause, causing a loss of $1,500. 
Waring & Co. lose about $3,500. Outside help and 
about 50 convicts are thrown out of work tempo- 
rarily. The loss and insurances have not yet been 
ascertained. 

The stores of E. G. Fox and H. K. Chittenden, 
at Maryville, Tuscola County, Mich., were burned 
Monday night, and nearly all the stock was 
destroyed. Chittenden held insurance of $1,000in 
the tna Insurance Company, and Fox $5,000in 
the Home Insurance Company. ‘The total loss is 
estimated at from $8,000 to $10,000. 

Chase’s mill, at York, Me., together with 
stock and machinery, was burned early yesterday 
morning. The loss is reported to be heavy and 
the insurance small. The fire was first seen when 
bursting through the roof, and had then gained 
such headway that nothing could be done to save 
the mill or its contents. 

A paper mill at “Penobsquis, New-Bruns- 
wick, owned by James Harris and D. Brezee, of 
St. John, has been damaged by fire to the extent of 
$10,000. The loss is covered by insurance. 

The Wasatch Flouring Mill, near Salt Lake 
City, was burned Monday night. The lesson the 
mill is $15,000 and on grain $5,000; insured for $7,000 
in four companies.

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THE SCARCITY OF WATER. 


LOUD COMPLAINTS FROM HOUSEHOLDERS— 
WHAT THE DEPARTMENT OF WORKS SAYS. 


Complaints of a scarcity of water are grotw- 
ing innumerable, and hundreds of citizens find the 
supply furnished them so deficient that the water 
will not run above the second floors of their dwell- 
ings. This is especially true of the region around 
Murray Hill, where the water is supplied 
from the Forty-second-street reservoir, and 
where in many cases no water runs above ‘the 
first floor, but the complaints are limited to no 
special section of the City. The loudest murmur- 
ing, however, comes from those districts which 


draw their water supply from the Forty-second- 
street reservoir, and assertions are freely made by 
the exasperated householders that the Department 
of Public Works has failed to keep the reservoir 
as full as it ought to be'kept. They are taxed 
roundly for water, they say, and they ought to have 
what they pay for. Instead of this they get a lim- 
ited quantity on the first or second floor, and 
even this is so uncertain that. they are obliged to 
““make hay while the sun shines”’ by filling bath- 
tubs, wash-tubs, &c., when the water does run, and 
then carry it about their houses as needed. In re- 
sponse to inquiries?a Times reporter was told by 
officers of the Public Works Department yesterday 
that the department was furnishing less water than 
usual for the simple reason that it had less water to 
furnish, while the demand at present was enor- 
mous. The heavy consumption was largely due, 
the officers said, to the fact that citizens waste 
great quantities of water in cold weather b 
opening the faucets and letting the water run all 
night to keep the pipes from freezing. The depart- 
ment was running the aqueduct fuller than had 
been done for three years past, but there was not 
enough water to keep the reservoirs supplied to 
their fullest capacity. As for the Forty-second- 
street reservoir, they were running into it all the 
water they had, and that was the best they could 
do. The reporter asked if there was not an Alder- 
manic ordinance requiring the department to keep 
the Forty-second-street reservoir filled, thus insur- 
ing a full head ot water for the districts depending 
upon it for a supply, and was informed that the 
law gave the department the sole right to deter- 
mine how much water should be in_ the reservoir, 
and that the Board of Aldermen had no authority 
in the matter. Unusually cold weather, following 
an unusually severe drought, had left plenty of ice 
and not much water, and they were doing the best 
they could with the means at their command to 
supply the City with water.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


MR, DALY’S EAST INDIAN SPECTACLE. 

So much of the first performance at Daly’s 
Theatre of ‘‘Zanina; or, The Rover of Cambaye,” 

had been finished at the time the morning news- 

papers are printed left a confused impression 
of gorgeousness, agreeable melody, and fantastic 
revelry. The scenery disclosed three elaborate 
views of East Indian neighborhoods. where grace- 
ful domes and minarets rose amid verdure 
of tropical luxuriousness;, and, in one in- 
stance, a hurricane passed before the eyes 
of the audience, a forest of trees was 
swept away, and massive buildings were de- 
molished, while the lightning flashed und the 
thunder roared. “ Zanina’’ is a version, made un- 
der Mr. Daly’s direction, of ‘‘Nisidia,’’ a Ger- 
man comic opera, composed by Genée, whose 
“*Seekadet” was the basis of the ‘Royal Middy.” 
In “ Nisidia” the scene is laid in Havana, and the 
personages speak of Cuban affairs and the rebel- 
lion in America. In ‘ Zanina’’ the scene is laid in 
Hindustan, and a troupe of real Nautch girls and 
Hindu jugglers is introduced. Itis not necessary 
to waste space in speaking of this part of the piece. 
The Nautch girls are monotonous, ugly, and unin- 
teresting; the jugglery is stupid; the entire ‘* in- 
terlude,” as it is styled, is, unfortunate- 
ly, unattractive, and served last night to 
weary an audience wifich otherwise 
was most delightfully entertained. The plot of 
“ Zanina” is slender and of no special interest. It 
serves, however, to introduce a large number of 
including an opera singer of re-- 
puted genius and much _ personal beauty; 
an English Captain, whom she pursues from 
Gibraltar to Cambaye; an Indian heiress 
to whom the fickle soldier has transferred his heart, 
an operatic impresario, uncle of the prima donna, 
two comic theatrical agents; a handsome pirate, 
who consoles the singer for the loss of the warrior; 
the native Governor of the Province of Cambaye, 
and a host,of fresh and pretty women who 
serve, now as frisky young watchmen, and again 
as native and British ladies who have nothing to do 
but sing and dance. Moreover, there are a band of 
negro minstrels, whose presence in Cambaye no- 
body attempts to account for, and avast assem- 
blage of corsairs and fruit-sellers and loungers, 
who fil! out the chorus. 

The music of “ Zanina,” in which the work of 
Mr. Mollenhauer can readily be distinguished among 
the melodies of the German composer, is exceed- 
ingly bright and agreeable, and there are some num- 
bers that will speedily become as popular as the now 
familiar airs of ‘‘ The Royal Middy.’”’ A comic trio, 
“*T am the Great Impressario,”’ which was gleefully 
cackled by Mr. James Lewis, Mr.,Leclereq, and Mr. 
Wilkes; a baritone song, with chorus, ‘‘ The Rover 
of Cambaye,” charmingly sung by Mr. Brand; 
the march and chorus of the Canfbaye Police, 
which closes the first act, (and was evidently writ- 
ten by Mollenhauer,) and a duet for the Governor 
and the impressario in the last act, are among the 
melodies that met with the most favor last night. 

As for the performers, there is too little time at 
present to give each of the principals his due. The 
chorus was generally kept well in hand, and the 
concerted pieces were rendered with much spirit. 
Miss Laura Joyce, as Zanina, presented a be- 
witching appearance, and sang  delightfutly. 
Her voice is arich contralto, and it was heard 
to excellent advantage in some of the songs 
in the new work. Miss Joyce acted also 
with a deal of humor, and made the most 
of the somewhat remarkable situations in which 
Zanina is placed. Miss May Tielding also ap- 
peared at her best, and was warmly wel- 
comed, A pretty aria for the soprano, ‘‘ Love 
without doubt never can dwell,”’ was delightfully 
sung, and called for the only floral tribute of the 
evening. Mr. Digby Bell made his first appear- 
ance in Mr. Daly’s company as the corpulent 
Booma Poota. His resonant voice was well suited 
to the buffo-like melodies of the part, and his 
appearance and _  ~obearing were irresistibly 
comic. Mr. John Brand and Mr. _ UHar- 
ry Lacy were agreeable representa- 
tives of the Corsair and the Captain., Miss 
Rehan was a picturesque’ and gomic maiden 
of Cambaye, and Mr. James Lewis was 
as droll, agile, and unconsciously humorous 
as ever in the sOmewhat pointed character of 
Strakoschini Barnaco, the great impressario, a part 
whose humor was greatly heightened by the amus- 
ing antics of Charles Leclereg and Mr. E. P. Wilkes 
as two impossible theatrical agents. 
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UNION-SQUARE THEATRE. 

The drama of our day tends in a marked 
manner toward realism; that is to say, toward 
truthfulness in characters and situations, natural- 
ness and probability in design. broad simplicity in 
structure. The old-fashioned melodrama, although 
its intimacy with the ordinary forms of life has fre- 
quently been confounded with realism, is, it is now 
clearly seen, quite another thing; and what seemed 
to play-goers of a previous time down- 
right earnestness and solemnity comes 
close, in a later and subtler judgment, to 
the false sublime and the ridiculous. Oursympathy 
runs neither with the declamatory pomp of tragedy 
nor with the strained emotion and sharp dazzle of 
melodrama; itis readily awakened and held. oh 
the other hand, by something genuine and heart- 
deep. ‘The Two Orphans” is the most sincere and 
realistic of melodramas, as well as the least con- 
ventional type, technically, of that manner of 
play; its success, therefore, is easily account- 
ed for. But ‘*The Creole,’’ which comes partly 
from the same hand that fashioned * The Two 
Orphans,” is altogether of the past and altogether 
superficial. It is one of the most elaborately con- 
structed and ingenious works that Adolphe d’En- 
nery has put forward under his name since he 
began to write for the stage—50 years ago; it is 
also one of the least human, least sympathetic, and 
least reasonable plays that he has written at any 
time. It has the interest of minutely dexterous 
handicraft, and it has, furthermore, the 
interest of strong situations; of one situa- 
tion, indeed, which is novel and powerful; 
but it lacks the spinal strength ofa just and natu- 
ral motive. It is a curiosity in its way, lke some 
effect of Chinese art. ‘‘ The Creole,” as it was pre- 
sented on Monday, isa skillful adaptation of the 
original French play made by Mr. A, R. Cazauran, 
whose ability in this business of refitting 
and rearranging has. been often tested. The 
French play is kmown as “Diane,” and 
was first produced at the Théatre de l’'Am- 
bigu, in Paris, about four months ago. Itis really 
the work of two authors, M. d’Ennery and M. 
Brésil, who collaborated many years ago in “‘ L’Es- 
camoteur,” which Mr. W. 8, Gilbert adapted under 
the title ‘‘On the Cards.” In all important re- 
spects, however, “Diane” is inferior to ‘‘ L’Esca- 
moteur.” The story of ‘* Diane’ was suggested, if 
we are not mistaken, by a Spanish romance. 

The scene of ‘‘ The Creole’’ opens in the Province 
of Auvergne during the year 1776, the period at 
which Louis XVI. gat on the throne and Male- 
sherbes quitted the Ministry. Its action proceeds 
from this time until Malesherbes returned to his old 
position. The latter fills but a sligtit place in the 
drama, and yet itis through him alone that its com- 
plication is finally brought toa climax. There are, 
in fact, but three important personages in ‘The 
Creole,” the elder and the younger de Maillepré, 
and Diana the creole. The latter is a native of 
Pondicherry, the capital of the French possessions 
in Hindustan. As a West Indian and a child 
of the tropics she is a creole in a sense now ap- 
plied to that curiously misunderstood term. Many 
Americans, it is well known, still believe thata 


creole is one born of crossed black and white 


parentage. The word was originally used to desig- 
nate all Americans born of European parents. But 
the significance 9f the original Spanish criollo has 
become as broad as the tropics and as long as the 
equator. Diana is a sort of Marquise de Mohri- 
vart, and her purpose in the play is to 
force herself into an _ aristocratic family 
by means of biack-mail. The power which she 
holds over the de Mailleprés is gained from a secret 
which is supposed to affect the honor of Armand, 
Viscount de Maillepré. The latter, while in India, 
and during a naval engagement in which his ship 
took part, was absent from his post for 
reasons which, it strikes us, were perfect- 
ly legitimate and might have been. fully 
explained in a common-sense way. But 


the younger de Maillepré believes himself to’ 


be in danger of court-martial and dishonor, and 
thus he and his family submit to the infamous 
designs of Diana. This is the play in brief. Its 
chief situation, however, is evolved from a: quite 
unexnected, source. While under the influence of 
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somnambulism, the elder de Maillepré kills Diana, 
and this deed is witnessed by his son. The latter, 
conscious of his father’s condition at the time of 
the murder, accuses himself of the crime, and is 
about to be sacrificed to a sentiment of filial piety 
when the deus éx machind Malesherbes, who is re- 
stored to the Ministry in the nick of time, settles 
things in a good-natured and virtuous fashion, and 
uses his influence to close the, play. 

The upshot of “The Creole” is, of’ course, trivial 
and mechanical, the climax being made to depend 
upon a contrivance at once so transparently arti- 
ficial. But the beginning of the play—its motive— 
is still more ridiculous, whether we look upon it 
either from a general or from a historical stand- 
point. Everything in the action hinges upon the 
supposition that Armand de Maillepré is a 
deserter, like Jean Renaud in “A Celebrated 
Case.” But it is clearly seen, and it could be 
clearly proved, that Armand {is not a deserter, and 
a simple statement of the facts in his case, backed 
by the influence which he could readily command, 
would clear him at once from all taint of dishonor. 
Moreover, in the days of Louis XVI. slack law was 
& common thing, and pardons were common- 
places; a good and weak King would have 
freely granted to. Armand a royal benedic- 
tion—not to speak of a forgiveness, The mo- 
tive for Armand’s conduct being so _ inher- 
ently weak, the motives for Diana’s sin- 
gular career as a black-mailer is, it follows, 
still weaker, and the murder scene develops 
into a clap-trap stage device. . What is also to be 
observed is this, that the Count de Maillepré is nota 
chronic somnambulist; his somnambulism is the 
effect of a useful, timely, and highly melodramatic 
narcotic. The authors are anxious to get Diana 
out of the way, and so they force the poor old 
gentleman to walk in his sleep and to run his sword 
through the body of that rare tropical plant. The 
motive weakness in the play robs the character of 
Armand of the sympathy which he is meant to 
inspire, and outside of his personality there is 
nothing in ‘*The Creole” which appeals truthfully 
or naturally to the emotions. Armand’s shadowy 
sweetheart is a mere lay figure, and-the heroine of 
the piece is an uninteresting black-mailer, who dies 
none too soon. If we regard ‘“‘The Creole” super- 
ficially, merely as an ingenious dove-tailing of 
scenes and situations, confusing the intelligence by 
ts bold display of melodramatic effects, it will 
seem, without doubt, an entertaining spectacle; to 
jreason over it, to question the purpose of its scenes 
orthe drift of its sentiment, is to be convinced 
that it lies entirely beyond the range of honest real- 
ism—that it is, in short,a drama of no particular 
worth or interest. 

Although the performance was somewhat uncer- 
tain and: rough at various points, it was on the 
whole good. Allof the actors in the cast were 
actors of ability; most of them were wasted upon 
colorless parts. Miss Eleanor Cary, as Diana, did 
what little she had to do with skill and discretion. 
The burden of the performance, however, lay upon 
Mr. Thorne and Mr. Ramsay, and both acquitted 
themselyes—barring a few shortcomings—with 
force and earnestness. The scenery—especially 
that in the third and fourth acts—was entirely 


worthy of Mr. Marston’s high reputation.

FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

The version of Victor Masse’s ‘‘ Paul and 
Virginia,’’ which is given by the Emma Abbott 
Company, was presented last night to a large audi- 
ence. The original work is said to be of much 
merit, and its form asthe public get it from the 
representation of this company indicates genius 
and poetical sentiment in the composer. But like 
all similar works it suffers by transposition. The 
English language is not fitted to its dialogue and 
the instrumentation and general adaptation seem 
thin. It is evidently perfectly familiar to the 
artists of the company, and as it was given last 
night with decided spirit, it was received with 
much enthusiasm. Miss Abbott and Mr. Castle, in 
the title réles, repeated their representations of 
two years ago at the Grand Opera-house. Miss 
Abbott has evidently madea study of the char- 
acter of Virginia, and gives its interpretation a 
zest and earnestness which can only be called 
phenomenal. As an actress Miss Abbott is 
so intense and real that she readily com- 
mands applause from the majority of her 
audiences. She does not hesitate to leave 
all stage traditions out of the question and to 
create a character for herself. Her vocal ability is, 
however, a more serious question and in this re- 
spect she treads on dangerous ground when she 
sings with the vehemence and violence which she 
mistakes for a manifestation of deep feeling and 
profound emotion. To speak prosaically, Miss Ab- 
bott’s gasping and sighing are not of any musical 
value and are certainly dramatically unfortunate. 
Her voice is naturally of good quality, and 
when she does not force it, is often pleasing 
and sympathetic, but her intense nature and con- 
suming desire for effect generally mtar her best 
efforts. Her personation last evening was in many 
respects excellent, and she deserved praise for 
occasional meritorious artistic singing; but the 
general impression she gave was of an over-am- 
bitious singer who persisted in manifesting her per- 
sonality and had not risen to the conception of the 
character she had undertaken toperform. It is not 
necessary to dwell upon the vocalization of Miss 
Abbott. She sinks as before, with an exhibition 
of some quite extraordinary feats of execution, 
which are well calculated to win applause, as it is 
generally bestowed. Mr. Castle, Miss Maurel, Mr. 
James, and Mr. Stoddard were in the cast, and 
sang with commendable spirit. The chorus was 
efficient, but the orchestra was several times woe- 
fully out of order, and the conductor could not 
keep themin accordance with the singers, or ap- 
parently did not care todo so. The opera is to be 
several times repeated, and Miss Abbott, who is 
said by her friends to be particularly excellent in 
her personation of Virginia, will have a further op- 
portunity to display her talents. At the matinée 
to-day ‘‘ Fra Diavolo” will be sung, and ‘* Martha” 


will be given in the evening.

SPORT ON A SHORT MILE COURSE 
FAR UP TOWN. 

WPERB SLEIGHING AND A LARGE CROWD 

OUT—C, & BENHAM’S CASTLE BOY WINS 

THREE STRAIGHT HEATS—SOME OF THE 


TURN-OUTS SEEN. 

A trot to steighs attracted to Gabe Case’s 
hotel yesterday afternoon the largest gathering of 
sporting men that has assembled on the road this 
‘Winter. More than 300 gentlemen clustered around 
this old-time resort, the majority of whom came up 
from the City behind their own horses. The'sleigh- 
ing was superb—a road-bed frozen as hard as ice, 
with the lumps all leveled, and its surface as flat as 
a flag-stone. The sharpened shoes of the horses 
cave out a cutting sound at every step, and the icy 
chips flew in every direction. All day long the 


clear, bracing air was filled with the music of 
jingling sleigh-bells. In the afternoon the stream 
of cutters and family sleighs poured unceasingly 
across Macomb’s Dam bridge. The first ge std 
of every man who crossed the threshold of Gabe 
Case’s hotel was for the tea-service and goblet to 
be given to the first and second horses. The prizes 
stood on the glass case at the furtherend of the 
mahogan “finished reception-room., Both were of 
silver, and very handsomely gotten up. The ser- 
vice comprised five pieces—sugar-bowl, spoon- 
holder, milk-pitcher, teapot. and water-pitcher. 
The goblet was about 14 inches in height. Between 
its bow! and the base were hung a pair of silver 
horseshoes, jockey caps, and whips, and on its base 
were two nags. , 

On a sheet of paper appeared the following an- 
nouncement: ‘Free for all!!! Heats, best three 
fin five to sleighs, from Arcularis’s Old House to 
Case's Hotel. Silver tea-set to first, silver cup to 
second. Entries close Monday afternoon, Jan. 17, 
1881. Entrance fee, $5.” The distance between 
the two points mentioned in the notice is about 
seven-eighths of a mile, although everybody calls it 
atnile. Ithas been the Winter trotting course 
from time immemorial, 

Mr. Case’s seductive notice had the effect of secur- 
ing exactly six entries for yesterday’s trot. This 
was something unusual, for in nearly every race this 
Winter the entrance fees have nearly, if not quite, 
paid the price of the prizes. Case rubbed his 
smooth chin wonderingly, and was in doubt 
whether the boys had determined this time that he 
should furnish the money for the prizes, or whether 
the trifling difference of a year in the date of 
bis notice had kept them in the background. 
Of the six entries, one was not paid for and another 
was never ititended to start, only to help the list 
along.. The revised list was as follows: George 
Shipman, g. m. Girlie: Jerome Whelpley, b. g. Hec- 
tor; Truston Williams, b. m. Hattie; C. S. Benham, 
b. zg. Castle Boy. Shipman and Whelpley were the 
drivers of the horses against which their names 
stood. The owners of Girlie and Hector were A. 
H. McDonald and H. Ferrigan, respectively.. Girlie 
was a green mare with no record, Hector had 2:23 
to his credit, and Castle Boy 2:21. Castle Boy was 
driven by ‘“ Johnny” Murphy, a famous whip, and 
the fact was noted with considerable concern by 
the backers of the other horses, for Murphy has the 
reputation of being a second or two faster even 
than greased lightning Anson Taylor and Andrew 
Wilkinson consented to act as patrol judges. As 
these judges drive over the course with the racers, 
keeping as near them as possible to watch their 
gait and the movements of their drivers,.much de- 
pended on the two gentlemen. “ Uncle Jake” 
Somerdike, the old stage-driver, and ‘* Jack’’ Slote 
were the judges at the finish, and C. C. Briggs, of 
Westchester, was the starter. 

‘There was some delay in getting the horses head- 
ed up the road to Arcularis’s Old House, and more 
delay in getting them started back again on the 
first heat. The crowd formed in a double line 
almost in the centre of the street, so particular was 
it that nothing should come down the road and 
escape notice. It was a good-natured crowd, and 
neither attempted to bully nor to disobey the 
mounted policemen, who urged it to move back a 
hit to prevent being run over. When everybody 
was just losing patience, the horses were seen in 
the distance coming down at break-neck speed, 
their drivers urging them on with shouts, and the 
spectators at Judge Smith’s yelling at them like 
60 many fiends. Castle Boy had the lead—had 
not lost it from the start, in fact—and 

assed the judges on: the hotel stoop four 
Jengths in advance of Hattie, who in turn was half 
a length ahead of Girlie. Hector was last, and was 
running ‘as hard to overtake Girlie as the latter 
was in the effort to keep third place. In the sec- 
ond heat, Murphy and Castle Boy were again in 
front four lengths, this time ahead of Hector. 
Hattie was third, and Girlie fourth. The crowd 
cheered Murphy lustily. ‘Dan’? Mace gave this 
heat a little additienal interest by joining in the 
race somewhere up the road with his g. g. Royal 
George. Castle Boy kept the latter at his heels in 
spite of Mace’s effort to carry his gelding to the 
front. Girlie was withdrawn inthe third heat on 
account of trouble with her shoes. The three 
others were sent up the road, and again Castle 
Boy returned in the lead, fully six rods this time. 
Hattie and Hector had a pretty brush for second 

Jace, but the mare won it, and had increased _ her 
ead fully a length when she passed the judges. 
Jt was dark when the race was finished, and the 
scramble for Macomb’s Dam bridge and St. Nicho- 
las-avenue began among the spectators. Old 
sporting men say nobetter class of horses than 
those engaged in yesterday’s race have been 
brought together this Winter. They only regret 
that Castle Boy proved himself so speedy as to 
narrow down the real racing to two horses. 

Among those wno-reined in at Case’s to see the 
race were Shepherd F. Knapp,driving his b. m. 
Daisy; Col. Lawrence Kip, with the b. m. 
Jaha; C. S. Benham, with the b. m. Maud B; 
*‘Charley” Johnson, “the old-fashioned butcher,” 
with the b. f. Hattie J..a very promising piece 
of horsefiesh; James Coogan, the furniture dealer, 
witha black team of Messenger Durocs; Edward 
8. Stokes, witha fast black horse; T. J. Cole, of 
the Revere House, with the b. g. Great 
Western, -and the b. m. Katie C; Frank 
Work, with the s. g. Edward; Anson Tay- 
ior, with Sarsaparilla; David Bonner behind 
the pretty bay mare Addie; ‘‘Ed” Gilmore, with 
Manhattan and Sandy: S. Strauss with a bay geid- 
ing said to havea record of 2:24, and Peter Dur- 
yor with a promising 4-year-old colt. Alderman 
Sheils had a big brown pacer. which he called Phil 
Collins, after an intimate friend. ‘‘ Phil’’ Collins 
Rppeared with a fast bay mare known as Emma G.

WEETING OF THE NEW CENTRAL COMMITTEE 
—THE YOUNG MEN’S CLUB. 

Tha newly elected Republican Central Com- 
mittee met last night to organize, in the head- 
quarters at Republican Hall. There was a large at- 
tendance of delegates, every part of the hall, and 
the yestibuke of the building as well, being crowded. 
Among the» familiar faces, those who have been 
deicgates for years from the various districts, 
wers Justices Gardner, Solon B. Smith, Pat- 
‘ferson, and lLangbein; Commissioner Mason, 
John D, Lawson, William A. Darling, M. Cregan, 
Col. Burns, John J. O’Brien, Major Willard Bullard, 
Col. Rush C. Hawkins, Col. Charles S. Spencer.

breathe. On motion of Justice Patterson, Col, 
Mason was chosen temporary Chairman and 
Justice Smith temporary Secretary. The roll was 
palled, and full contesting delegations appeared 
from the Fourth, Fourteenth, an Fif- 
teenth Districts, and individual contestants 
trom the First, Ninth, and Twenty-first Districts 
rach of the latter filing protests. Col. Burns, of 
the First wanted to know who protested in_ that

Col. Burns said he 
thought the best place to settle the matter was 
right there, but Mr. Lawson moved the reference 
ot all contests and protests to a committee of five 
members, to be appointed by,the Chair.

‘A FUGITIVE SURRENDERS. 
Isaac Levy, who has been a fugitive from 


jastice since last September, surrendered himself 


n the District Attorney's office yesterday. Levy, 
who kept a second-hand clothing store in Catha- 
rine-street, was convicted in the General Sessions 


Court in July last of receiving a camel's hair shawl 


stolen from Mrs. Amanda Delphin, of Lexington- 
avenue, and Recorder Smyth sentenced him to 
three years arid six months in State prison. He 
was’ relesscoi on $2.00 vending the re- 


sult of an appeal to the General of 
the Supreme Gonrt and ‘‘jumped” his bat. 
In September following he returned, and was 
surrendered by his bondsman in the General Ses- 
sions Court. Mr. John Sparks, Chief Clerk of the 
court, handed Officer Samuel Swayze a commit- 
ment for Levy, and directed him to take the pris- 
oner direct to the Tombs. Instead of doing so the 
officer permitted the prisoner to visit his wife and 
amily. Levy availed of the opportunity to enter 
another room, and succeeded in making his escape. 
The officer was subsequently dismissed. Levy gave 
new bail in $3,000 to await the result ofehis appeal 
to the Supreme Court. Hugh Duffy. of No. 191 
Prospect-avenue, Brooklyn, gave bonds for the 
prisoner, and Levy was thereupon released.

GENET TO BE SENTENCED. 
PRES * Sa es 
THE COURT OF APPEALS DECIDES AGAINST 
TWEED’S OLD FRIEND. 

District Attorney Rollins yesterday received 
a dispatch from Mr. E. O. Perrin, Clerk of the Court 
of Appeals, announcing that that tribunal had af- 
firmed the convictions of Henry W. Genet, better 
known as “ Prince Hal,” of Tammany Riag notorie- 
ty; the Rev. Edward Cowley, of “The Shepherd’s 
Fold,” convicted of ill-treating one of the children 
in his charge, whose term of imprisonment has just 
expired; John Hope, convicted of the Manhattan 
Bank burglary, and sentenced to 20 years’ imprison- 


ment, and Mme. Pauline Eckhardt, who was 
found guilty in the Minnie Pape malpractice 
case, and sentenced to three years in the 
enitentiary. All four cases were argued 
fore the Court of Appeals last month 
by District Attorney Rollins, during the last illness 
of Mr. Phelps, the then District Attorney. The 
case of ‘‘ Harry’’ Genet is a remarkable one, having 
engaged the attention of the courts during the past 
10 years, and recalls a chapter in the history of the 
Tweed Ring. In December, 1873, he was convicted, 
before Judge Daniels, in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, of obtaining money by false pretenses in 
connection with the building of the new Harlem 
Court-house, of which he was one of the Commis- 
sioners. The specific indictment on which he was 
tried charged him with having, in 1871, obtained 
the signature of A. Oakey Hall, then Mayor of the 
City, to a warrant on the ,City Chamber- 
lain for the payment of a bill of $4,500 
for materials purporting to have been sup- 
plied by J. McBride Davidson, the safe-maker. 
After his conviction, Genet was remanded for sen- 
tence until the following morning, Judge Daniels 
handing him over to the care of Matthew T. Bren- 
nan, then Sheriff of the County. Brennan placed 
him’ in the custody of William H. Shields, then 
Deputy Sheriff, now a City Marshal. At the re- 
quest of Genet, Deputy Sheriff Shields allowed him 
to visit his residence at Harlem, ostensibly for 
the purpose of bidding his wife farewell. Genet 
took advantage of the temporary absence of Shields 
and escaped. He was driven over Harlem bridge in 
a sleigh drawn by fleet horses, and took a fast 
train for Canada.” Next morning, when_sen- 
tence was to have been pronounced, Genet 
was in the British Dominions, and Judge 
Daniels committed’ Sheriff Brennan and 
Deputy Sheriff Shields for contempt of court in hav- 
ing permitted a convicted prisoner to escape. The 
Sheriff and his Deputy were held to be jointly 
culpable, and Judge Daniels sentenced them toa 
fine of each and imprisonment in Ludlow- 
Street Jail for 30 days. Both officials served their 
terms, and the escape of Genet was soon forgotten 
among the score of exciting events which fol- 
lowed. The fugitive wandered through Canada, 
South America, and other places. After an ab- 
+sence of several years Genet suddenly appeared in 
the Court of Oyer aud Terminer one morning, ac- 
companied by his counsel, Mr. William A. Beach, 
and surrendered himself to Judge Noah Davis. 
who was then sitting. As his case had during his 
wanderings been appealed to the Supreme Court. 
General Term, Genet was released on $25,000 bai 
pending the result of the appeal, his bondsmen 
eing Sheppard Knapp and a relative named Pear- 
son, a lawyer. The General Term decided against 
Genet, and the case was then taken,to the Court of 
Appeals, where it was argued by Messrs. William 
A. Beach and Nelson J. Waterbury for the appel- 
lant, and District Attorney Rollins for the people. 

Genet called at the District Attorney’s office yes- 
terday, and inquired for District Attorney Roliins. 
The dispatch announcing the decision of the Court 
of Appeals had not then been received; but it is 
supposed that Genet had been informed of its na- 
ture and had called on the District Attorney in rela- 
tion to the matter.. On being informed that Mr. 
Rollins had not yet arrived, he left without -an- 
nouncing the object of his visit. District Attorney 
Rollins stated yesterday afternoon that he had not 
issued a warrant for the arrest of Genet, because 
the accused was under $25,000 bail, which was per- 
fectly good. He felt satisfied that Genet wouid be 
produced when called upon to receive sentence. 
His bondsmen would be notified fe produce him in 
the Court of Oyer and Terminér when arrange- 
ments had been made to pronounce sentence, and 
he had no doubt whatever that they wou!d be able 
to do so. He did not think, he said, that Genet 
would escape, leaving his bondsmen in the 
lurch, but would appear in cqurt for sentence when 
called upon. The maximum penalty that can be 
imposed on Genet under the law is thfee years in 
State prison anda fine amounting to three times 
the sum alleged to have been fraudulently obtained, 
which in this case would be $13,500. In the palmy 
days of the Tweed Ring Genet was a power in pol- 
itics. His influence with the reigning authority was 
acknowledged all over the City among the follow- 
ers of Tweed, but especially in Harlem, where he 
lived in splendor. His residence was a palace, 
his stables were built of marble and decorated 
with choice woods and gilding, and his generosity 
so lavish as to gain for him the title of ‘* Prince 
Hal.’”? Genet, who still lives in Harlem, although 
driven from his palace and shorn of his former 
glory. wields considerable influence in his district, 
and during the dark days of his adversity retained 
the friendship of a number of his former boon com- 
panions. 

A Times reporter met Mr. Genet last night. 
When asked what he intended to do in reterence to 
the adverse decision in his case by the Court of Ap- 
peals, he said he had consulted with his counsel, 
Messrs. Beach and Nelson J. Waterbury, and had 
been advised to keep quiet and await the course of 
events. He did not care to make any statement in 
regard to his case orto his future action, but pre- 
ferred that his counsel should speak for him. He 
would say one thing, however, that he would not 
leave the City, for, as he said, laughingly, “ I could 
not if | would.

CROSSING IN STORMY WEATHER. 


SHIPS FROM EUROPE WHICH HAD ROUGH 
PASSAGES—INJURIES TO SAILORS, 

In most cases the mail steam-ships which 
heve arrived during the past few days have had 
fine weather, but two freight steamers, which 
reached port yesterday, had very rough usage at 
sea. The British steam-ship Reupor, Capt. Orbon, 
sailed from Bona on Dec. 19, and passed Gibraltar 
on the 22d. Westerly gales set in, and continued 
during the greater part of the passage. On the 
9th, in latitude 89° and longitude 46°, the gale in- 


creased to a burricafe, and the wind, shifting 
from one quarter to the other, caused a fearful sea. 
The vessel’s head was kept as near up to the sea as 
possible, but she tossed about in a frightful man- 
ner, eae 4 plunging her bows under water. 
The fore deck is of iron, and is guarded by iron 
bulwarks, which held the water from rolling .off. 
Two of the seamen were struck by heavy seas, 
which knocked them off their feet, and, after fioat- 
ing them about, dashed them against spars. or bul- 
warks and severely injured them. One of the men 
had his leg broken, while the other was so 
badly injured that he was unfitted for work. The 
gratings, and, in fact, everything movable, were 
washed fronr the deck. A tremendous sea struck 
_the port quarter boat and carried itaway. After 
the hurricane was over the supply of coal began 
to run short, and Capt. Orbon decided to put into 
Halifax in order to replenish the bunkers. He ar- 
: Tived at that port on the 15th, and sailed again on 
the following day. While approaching Sandy 
Hook, during Monday night, the weather was ex- 
, woneaty cold, and the vessel became covered with 
; ice. ; 
The steam-ship Micarian, from Leith and New- 
castle, had a very stormy experience. She sailed 
_ from the latter port on Christmas Day. Westerly 
winds blew whiie she was going down the English 
Channel, and on Jan. 8 she was caught in a terrific 
gue from Wert north week, veering to north-west, in 
atitude 45° and longitude 66°. The sea was very 
heavy, and in dashing over the steamer carried 
away two of the boats, tore the after rails, and 
caused considerable damage about the decks. The 
storm continued for nearly a week, and the steamer 
labored heavily, but otherwise she behaved well. 
Strong westerly winds continued until Saturday 
last, when the weather became quite favorable. 
Capt. Portland, of the schooner Eva May, from 
East Harbor, says he passed Cape Hatteras fine 
days ago, but was detained by head-winds and 
rough seas. 


MR. U. 8. GRANT, JROS, OVERCOAT. 
The Grand Jury yesterday investigated the 


case against Harry Raymond, the colored sneak- 
thief, who, on Friday last, called at the residence 


of U.S. Grant, Jr., No. 26 West Fifty-eighth-street, 
—- while the butler was engaged in taking a begging 
letter to Mrs. Grant, carried off an overcoat valued 
at $70. As he wasin the act of running off with 
the coat he was seen by the butler, James Beirne, 


who pursued and captured him. The prisoner was 
recognized as an old offender, who, since the 1st of 
January, had stolen no less than 15 overcoats. Mr. 
U.S. Grant, Jr., was a witness before the Grand 
Jury, which, on his complaint, found an indictment 
for larceny against Raymond. Two other indict- 
ments were found against the prisoner for having 
stolen overcoats the property of Frank Hopkins, 
No. 15 West Fiftieth-street, and Harry 8S.

A FIRE IN JOHN-STREET. 

About 6:30 o’clock last evening the clerks of 
José Menendez, commission merchant, of No. 81

floor of an extension on the rear of the build- 
ing, in which was Mr. Menendez’s office. 


The flames filled the place so quickly that 


the clerks had to leave without their overcoats.

HOTEL MEN HOLD A MEETING. 


SECOND ANNUAL GATHERING OF THE MUTU- 
AL BENEFIT ASSOCIATION—ITS GROWTH. 
More than 200 hotel men from all over the

the Hotel Men’s Mutual Benefit Association, which 
was held in the Masonic Temple yesterday.. This 
association's not formed for the purpose, as might 
be supposed, of protecting its members against the 
inroads of those gentlemen who travel with paper 
collars and patent shirt fronts, but to give a hand- 
some sum of money to the family of each member 
after the member's death.

A PRAISEWORTHY SOCIETY. 


THE WORK ACCOMPLISHED BY THE WORK- 
ING WOMEN’S PROTECTIVE UNION. 

The seventeenth anniversary of the Working 
Women’s Protective Union in Chickering Hall last 
evening attracted a fullaudience. The exercises 
were varied by organ performances by Henry Eyre 
Browne, organist ot Plymouth Church, and vocal 
solos by Mesdames G. W. De Lano and Louisa 
Oliver. After prayer by the Rev. Edward D. G. 
Prime, Treasurer Moses 8. Beach read a report 
giving a sketch of the peculiar work of the society, 
illustrated by the recital of specimen cases. In 
one instance a photographer sought to swindle a 
young woman out of $90 due her for designing and 
coloring. In another the wages of five days’ sew- 
ing was withheld on account of the loss of a 25 


cent. locket. In another a manufacturer had 
ree the practice of hiring girls for a week on 
trial without pay and then discharging them. In 
another pay was refused for making collars and a 
soe confiscated on the false plea that the work 
had not been properly done. In another the 
proprietor of a laundry refused to 

irls, and in excuse falsely accused her of being a 

runkard. In another the money due a dying 
woman was refused her little son, the firm saying 
she must call for it herself. The receipts aggre- 
gated $7,756 19, including $347 61 balance on hand 
at the beginning of the year, $3,931 18in donations, 
$2,182 58 collected from the prosecution of claims, 
anda temporary loan of $1,294 87. The expenses 
were $76 81 less, and included $816,97 legal fees; 
$2,206 80 paid on accouna of claims collected: 
$1,456 for salaries and rent; $21 80 loaned to work- 
ing women, and $572 92 repaid onthe loan. Mr. 
Beach said that over 20,000 cases were settled with- 
out resort to the law, and claimed that the society 
had been instrumental in preventing the perpetra- 
tion of many other cases of fraud; in adding to the 
promptness of payment of wages, and in raising 
the average of wages paid to working$women. =.; 

The Rey. Dr. Edward McGlynn said that the 
utility of the society was by no means to be 
measured by the number of prosecutions or the 
amount of money collected. The prevention of 
crime was always better than its cure, and if the 
time should ever come that, owing to its efficiency, 
the society should not have _a single case of prose- 
cution to report, it would be so much the morea 
matter to thank God for, and so much a greater 
reason to be liberal with contributions in its sup- 


port. The Hon. Stewart L. Woodford spoke in a 
similar vein. He said that every injustice that so- 


ciety permits is sure to return and curse society, 
and, if for no other reason. the association should 
be effectively sustained. The Rev. Joseph H. Ry- 
lance spoke of the need that exists for the protec- 
tion of woman in her new réle of a competitor 
with man in the industrial arts, and suggested that 
a society like this one could be of much service in 
enlightening servants, who often, through igno- 
rance and impulse—particalarly women—are in the 


wrong in their quarrels with their employers, ‘

Mr. Charles Boissevain, who is editor of the 
Handeisbiad, of Amsterdam, the leading newspaper 
in Holland, is now in this City and gave yesterday 
some account of the interest Hollanders take in 
the affairs at the Transvaal in South Africa.

interest, he says, is great, and a protest against the 
action of England has been drawn up for presenta- 


tion personally to Mr, Gladstone by Mr. N. G. Pier- 
son, a Professor of political economy and Director 
in the Bank of Holland, whose standing at home is 
of the highest character. Mr. Boissevain says the 
Dutch in the Transvaal have been actually cheated 
by the English, and their annexation was a matter 
of fraud.

The recent Police scandal in Jersey City was

Patrolman Rickerich made 
a descent on the house, and attempted to arrest 
Capt. Edmondson, whom he found there. The 
Captain ordered him out, and a tussle ensued. Af- 
ter hearing the testimony, the Commissioners dis- 
missed Rickerich and also Officer Connors, who re- 
fused to testify in the case. A motion to dismiss 
Capt. Edmondson was lost by a vote of 8 to 2. 


A suit against the Executors of the late 


Dennis Coppers, of Hoboken. who was accidentally 


killed at East Moriches, Long Island, in the latter 
part of 1879, and about whose interment in Calvary 
Cemetery there was such a long and bitter legal 
contest, has just been concluded in Hudson County. 
The suit was brought by Annie L. Blanchard, of 
New-York, to recover $1,515, the value of five dia- 
mond rings and other jewelry, which she alleged 
Coppers had taken for safe ns and refused to 
return. The case was referred by Judge Knapp.to 
Counselor E. D. Deacon to take testimony, and it 
was shown in evidence that Coppers was in the 
habit of frequenting houses in New-York kept by 
the plaintiff, and that he was intatuated with her.

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SERIOUS COASTING ACCIDENT.

TWO SLEIGH-LOADS RUN AGAINST A TELE- 
GRAPH POLE—INJURIES PERHAPS FATAL. 
A serious accident happened on Monday 

night to a crowd of persons who were coasting on 

the Haledon-avenue hill in Paterson. There were 
many young people on the hill riding down onlarge 
bob-sleds, containing from 6 to 10 onaload. The 
hill is long and steep, and near the bottom there is 

a sharp curve, which it 1s difficult to turn on ac- 

count of the icy condition of the street. On the 

outer edge of the curve there is a telegraph pole, 
where the street would be but for theturn. The 
accident happened to a load of seven young men 
who were going down on one of these bobs, and 
who were unable to manage the sled when it 
reached the turn. It consequently plunged head- 
long into the telegraph pole at a rate which specta- 
tors say was at least a mile aminute. The sled was 
smashed to atoms, and the riders were thrown ia 
all directions. some of them senseless and others 
filling the air with their shrieks of agony. 

J. De Hope, who owned the bob and acted as 
the steersman, had his right thigh broken diagon- 
ally and was badly injured in the groin, so that his 


recovery is doubtful. Henry, his brother, was in- 
jured about the face. Frank Harris was found in a 


- senseless condition, with his face badly bruised and 


a split inthe groin. One of the injuries to his face 
was the breaking of his jaw-bone, a part of which 
remained in the telegraph pole. His condition is 
critical. There aresome doubts also about the re-, 
covery of James Acker, who was hurt in the groin, 
had his right arm broken, and was otherwise hurt. 
Ali the other persons who were on the bob received 
injuries more or less painful, no one having es- 
caped. These men had only been removed from 
the scene of the accident when another sled 
plunged against the pole. Six persons were aboard, 
and though all were hurt, none of the injuries 
gave serious alarm.

ANOTHER FAILURE TO ORGANIZE. 

The usual unsuccessful attempt to perma- 
nently organize was made by the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday in a session which lasted 15 min- 
utes. Alderman Sauer was made temporary Chair- 
man without opposition, and in accordance with 
law he ordered a vote to be taken for President. 
Two Anti-Tammany members—Cavanagh and Cog- 
gey—and two Tammany men—Keenan and Slevin 
—were absent when the roll was called. Alderman 
Perley received the votes of his seven colleagues, 


his own vote being cast for Alderman McClave. 
Alderman Sauer received Bernard Kenney’s vote 
and the 5 Tammany votes. Alderman B, Kenney 
received Alderman Sauer’s vote and the votes of 
his three Anti-Tammany colleagues. Upon the an- 
nouncement of this result Alderman McClave made 
aspeech in which he said that, in his opinion, the 
members of the board ought to be more earnest in 
trying to organize. The delay interfered seri- 
ously with the public business of the board, 
and might work a great and grievous wrong if the 
Mayor should be taken sick, or if it became neces- 
sary to hold a meeting of the Board of Estimate, 
or of the Sinking Fund Commissioners. He, there- 
foré, moved that the board remain in session and 
continue to vote for President forone hour. Al- 
derman Perley seconded the motion, and Alderman 
Sheils moved as a substitute that a recess be taken 
until noon to-morrow. He did so, he said, because 
some of the Democratic Aldermen were absent and 
sick. Alderman Slevin, who had just come in, second- 
ed the substitute, remarking that in his opinion the 
Republicans stood no chance of electing a Presi- 
dent, and there could be no organization until the 
Democrats were present. Alderman McClave said 
there was no evidence that the sick Aldermen 
would be present on Thursday, and if the roll was 
called for an hoursome members might see the 
wisdom of changing their votes and thus bring 
about an organization. Alderman Sheils said he 
would stay until 7 o’clock to-morrow if necessary, 
and Alderman McClave replied that he hoped the 
members would bring their board and beds with 
them and stay until the Fourth of July if necessary, 
and then the roll was called on Alderman Sheils’s 
substitute to take a recess until to-morrow. Alder- 
Keenan came in and voted with the rest of the 
Democrats, the result being that the recess was 
ordered by a vote of-12 to 8,

PRODUCE EXCHANGE’S NEW BUILDING. 

Up to 3 o’clock vesterday afternoon Super- 
intendent Grant, of the Produce Exchange, had re- 
ceived 800 applications for seats under the terms 
of the proposed amendments to the rules, and 
$250,000 had been deposited with him in accordance 
with the requirement of the Board of Managers 
as an earnest of good faith. The plans submitted 
by the 17 architects for the new building were 


based upon instructions to the effect that the 
ground to be covered is 300 feet (including the 
width of Marketfield-street) on Broadway, 170 feet 
on Beaver-street, and 188 feet on Stone-streét. The 
lower fioor is to be occupied by stores and offices, 
with entrances to the Exchange on eachstreet. A 
space of 9,000 square feet has been leased to the 
Maritime Exchange on the corner of Beaver-street 
and of a new thoroughfare which is to be 
laid: out in the rear of the property from 
what will be the end of Marketfield-street 
to Beaver, and. also to Stone-street on the other 
side. The latter will precty cut the proposed 
building into two on that side, and connection will 
be baa ty fron bridges. Provision had also to be 
made fora space 40 by 60 feet onthe south-east 
corner of Beaver-street and Broadway, which has 
been leased to the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
The Exchange proper is to be On the second floor, 
andis to cover 27,000 to 30,000 square feet in the 
main building and be 45 feet high. Three stories 
above andthe entire smaller building on Stone- 
street are to be laid out as offices for rental, the 
only stipulation being that four rooms shall be re- 
served for committees, the President, the Board of 
Managers, andthe clerks of the Exchange, The 
limit of cost first suggested was $650,000, but it was 
afterward raised to $900,000. The 10 architects 
who were regularly employed to draw plans were 
paid $500 each for their work, and the Exchange re- 
served the right to purchase the successful plan for 
$1,500 additional, and to employ any other archi- 
tect to supervise the erection of the building.
